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MEMOIR AND INTRODUCTION. 


Although I had on more than one occasion met Colonel 
Keith Young before 185 £5, it was not until that year 
that I became intimately acquainted with him* He was 
then Judge-Advocate General of the Army, the Head- 
Quarters of which were at the time in Calcutta; and 
I joined as Assistant Adjutant-General of the Army 
in May of that year. Colonel Young was then forty- 
eight years of age. Ho had joined the Bengal Army in 
the year 1824, and was appointed to the 50th Native 
Infantry; and having passed the interpreter's examina¬ 
tion in 182S P he was appointed Acting Interpreter to the 
68th Native Infantry* but had in 1830 to proceed homo 
on sick leave, and did not return until 1883. From 
that period until 1841 he seems, to have done duty 
with his ov,'n regiment, with an interruption from 1838 
to 1840, when he again had to proceed to England 
on account of his health. 

In 1841 he was appointed a Deputy Judge-Advocate 
General of Division , and in 1843 he was selected for 
the post of Civil Judge-Advocate in Sind, an appoint¬ 
ment apparently thought necessary, ns the Governor of 
Sind T the famous Sir Charles Napier, was a soldi or, 
and might need advice on points of law, in the course 
of his administration. 
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Colonel Young continued in this office Under two 
successive Commissioners of Sind who followed Sir 
Charles Napier — namely* Mr Pringle and Mr Bzirtle 
Frere, afterwards Sir BartI a From 

In 1R52 Colonel Keith Young was selected for the 
high post of Judge-Advocate General of the Bengal 
Army, and on the appointment becoming permanently 
vacant in 1854 he was confirmed in that office, and 
continued in it until he died at Simla* on the 18th 
May 1862. Aa Judge-Advocate General he served under 
four successive Commanders^ in -Chief —Sir William Gornm* 
General Anson, Lord Clyde, and Sir Hugh Rose, after¬ 
wards Lord Struthnuim, There is ample evidence of 
the esteem he w&a held in by all the eminent officers* 
civil or military, under whom he served; and the last- 
named Commander-in-Chief followed his remains to the 
grave at Simla. 

From May ISfiG until October 1857 I was closely 
associated with Colonel Keith Young at Army Head- 
Quarters. I then hod to go home on sick leave, and 
was followed by him after a few months, and saw 
him from time to time in England. After we both 
returned to India in 1SG1* I think I only once saw 
him—for while he continued m his old office of Judge- 
Ad vocate, I became Secretary to the Government of 
India m Calcutta It would appear, therefore, that 
my close association with Colonel Young only extended 
over a period of about three and a halt years; but it 
included a voyage of more than fifty days between 
Calcutta and Allahabad In 1856, when the Head- Quarters' 
Staff and their families were boxed up together in a 
river ‘fiat’ towed by a steamer, and where we were 
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in close association all day and every day, and had, 
to work in the same cabin. It also included the period 
of the outbreak of the Mutiny, the march to Delhi, 
and the whole Siege of Delhi, during which our tent# 
were close together, we messed together, and met at 
all hours of the day and night Wo were also in 
Camp together during the months of January, Febrnaiy, 
March, and April 1858, which included the Siege and 
Capture of Lucknow; and we met together in 1859, 

when the course of action towards the white soldiers 
of the late Company's Army had to be considered, and 
measures taken to avert what threatened to be a serious 
disaster following closely upon the great crisis of the 
Mutiny of the Bengal Army. It may readily be 

imagined that in these circumstances acquaintance with 
a man like Keith Young ripened into warm friendship, 
and that there was every opportunity for us thoroughly 
to know each other. His letters from Delhi will enable 

the readers of this work to form a good idea of his 

character. Happily our communication with Simla, 
where most of our wives were residing, was open 
throughout the Siege, and these letters show what were 
hts thoughts from day to day. Anxious, deeply anxious 
we all were for those poor ladies in the hills, who 
day by day, for months together, were never certain for 
a minute that they might not hear of the death of 
the one who was dearest They could not but dread 
the occurrence of some disaster to our anus, which 
would have speedily involved them in cruel massacre; 
and they were constantly troubled by reports, and even 
by threats of coming evil; while they were without 
protection from a rise of the people or a visit of 
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mutineers, except such as could be obtained from a 
newly raised company of European Volunteers, who could 
afford but little security to a large and scattered place 
like Simla. 

It was therefore incumbent on the husbands who were 
before Delhi to be careful to give all the encouragement 
they truthfully could send to their wives, aud it will be 
seen that Keith Young did this. 

Wo all were hopeful, and I think that not one of vm 
ever doubted our eventual success; but we could not tell 
who would live to see that success, or at what cruel cost 
it might not be purclmgixL We had, however, Christian 
Faith, and truly our wives had the same in quite equal 
measure. Without such Christian Faith, surely these wives 
could not have retained their spirits and written letters of 
encouragement to their loved ones at Delhi, whom they 
might never see again, and who were constantly exposed 
to death. 

The feeling that they were helpless, and that they were 
necessarily filled with ceaseless anxiety, caused the letters 
of Keith Yonng and of other husbands to be letters of 
encouragement to the wives; and although the groat 
body of officers at Delhi were hopeful, perhaps these 
officers almost went beyond their inmost convictions in 
those letters. 

Many reports of the advance of British troops from 
below reached our Camp, which were quite untrue, but 
perhaps had a good effect in Camp for a tlma Other 
reports came to us from the city, of misfortunes to the 
mutineers—such as a failure of percusrion^caps, a want of 
ammunition, or of desertions by mutineers from the city. 
These stories were grossly exaggerated by our informants, 
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but they probably did raise the spirits of our Force, even 
though some of us instinctively felt that they were not 
altogether true. 

It must also be recollected that some of us who had 
heard very evil intelligence, had to keep it to ourselves, 
and much of this wm, for a time, unknown even to Colonel 
Yottdg; If he had always known what a few of us had 
heard, perhaps? more than one of his letters would have 
been less hopeful than they were. 

It will be seen that he was able throughout to take a 
cheerful view of our future, and thus help to sustain his 
wife's courage. She, I am quite sure, knew that her 
husband was exactly where it was his duty to be, and 
would not have desired biro to be elsewhere. His letters 
to her will be read with interest, not only by the sur¬ 
vivors of the period of the Mutiny, but by others who 
have been connected with India, either personally or 
through relatives, or who take an interest, through their 
large-hearted and patriotic sympathy with their country¬ 
women and countrymen, in the most critical period of our 
Indian History. 

Colonel Keith Young w m forty-nine years old when the 
Mutiny began, and I think he quite looked his ago. His 
face and expression were always pleasant to look at, and 
it was impossible to think that any guile existed in him. 
He was most truly honest and faithful in all that ho said 
or did. He had abilities of a high order* which were 
recognised by such good judges as Sir Charles Napier and 
Sir Bartle Frere, and he earned the confidence of all who 
served with kiin> including the General Officers Com¬ 
manding before Delhi, whom he so often attended in the 
Field ; and he was highly valued by his various colleagues 

Q 
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in the Army Stain In private life he was much esteemed 
and respected- 

I may here mention an occurrence that I think shows 
the transparent honesty of hie face. When he was living 
a little way out of London in 18G0, he was hurrying 
through the streets to catch his train to take him home* 
when ho became aware that ho had lost his purse. He 
went up to tho first policeman he saw and asked him to 
lend him half-a-crown. The policeman evidently thought 
that Keith Young looked like a man to be trusted, and 
immediately handed to him the coin he asked for. I 
think this is striking evidence of tho confidence which 
Keith Youngs appearance inspired. 

I do not think it was possible to conceive any one more 
thoroughly upright, or to meet any one who was more 
liberal to all with whom he was brought in contact 

For his services at Delhi he received the Military Com¬ 
panionship of the Bath. 

His death in 1S&% at the age of fifty-four, may be 
attributed first to exposure during the war, He, as well 
afl most officers who served throughout the Siege of Delhi, 
had suffered from the exposure, hut the effects of that 
exposure were greatly aggrairated by his mission to 
Meerut in the height of the hot season of 1859, When 
what was called the 'Winto Mutiny" broke out, con¬ 
sequent upon the transfer of the European soldiers of 
the East India Company to the direct service of the 
Crown, the prospect was very grave, and the Commander- 
in-Chief ordered a special Court of Inquiry to assemble 
at Meerut to hear what the Company's soldiers had 
to say. Every individual addier waa allowed to come 
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before this Court, and the Inquiry wna so important that 
Lord Clyde thought it expedient that it should bo con¬ 
ducted by the Judge-Advocate General. Colonel Keith 
Toting conducted this anxious duty with his usual ability; 
but it is believed that this employment at the hottest 
period of the year had a hod effect on bis constitution, 
and led to his lamented death. 

Mrs Keith Young has decided to publish the letters 
written to her by her husband during thu first portion of 
the Mutiny (which included the Siege of Delhi), as well ns a 
few letters received by him, or written by him to friends 
or relatives, in the same periodj and I have esteemed it 
a grateful duty to offer this Introduction to these letters, 
mostly written by him who was my dear friend, and with 
whom I often took counsel concerning very difficult and

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EXPLANATORY NOTE. 


The following pages contain a direct and simple account of the 
Indian Mutiny down to the Taking of Delhi* as set forth in 
extracts from Colonel Keith Young's diaries, in letters from and 
to friends both in India and in England* in official letters and 
telegram^ but principally in a series of daily letters written to 
his wife. The first mention of the rumour of a mutinous spirit 
shown by the Native soldiers is given in im extract from the 
diary dated the 24 th ol February 1857* with which the firat 
eliapter begins. 

Colonel Keith Young's letters to hie wife, which commence on 
the 25th of May, follow each other* without specially distinctive 
headings* in almost daily succession till the end of the volume. 
Most of tha other letters and telegrams are placed under the 
dates when they were written ; some* for reasons which explain 
themselves appear under the dates when received. Colonel 
II. R Henderson^ letters from Loudon am placed together at 
the end of each month. 

"With the exception of soma of the officio] loiter* and telegrams, 
none of the correspondence has ever bo fora been published. 

At the eml ol the book is a Condensed Diary of the principal 
events of the Siege; also a Glossary, an Index to Regiments and 
Corps, and a General Index* These, it is hoped, will enhance the 
value of the book for purposes of reference. 

The present volume is confuted to the year IS57, ami contains 
the Siege, Assault and Capture of Delhi. Should it bo decided 
to publish more of Colonel Keith Youngs Diaries and Letters* 
Volume IL will give an account of the Siege of Luekuow and 
the general progress and final suppression of the Mutiny during 
1858 - 59 .

refused to load their carbines with cartridges—the cartridges being 
just the same that hod been In use in the regiment for the Jast 
thirty years; and to-day I Eiedcreiand that a party of Artillery 
recruits at Meerut have refused to use the common cartridges 
alsa I have seen no official report of this latter affair yet; hut 
os to the 3rd Cavalry, orders want off some days ago to try 
them nil by General Court-Martial, and I hope to hear before the 
week is over that all arc at work on the roads, or that some 
have been himged—if there is any more open resistance to 
authority on their part than has yet appeared, I am convinced 
that sharp and severe measures are the only ones left to us if 
we wish to quell the mutinous spirit now so prevalent; and 
every general officer of division la being furnished with authority 
to deal with eases at once as they arise, without sending up the 
trials b Head-Quarters. My old Chief, poor old Sir Charles Kapier, 
would ho the man for the present occasion. Decisive action Is 
everything in such emergencies and he wsa just the man to act 
with energy.

there must bo other causes for the wide-spread feeling of dis¬ 
affection existing in the minds of the Sepoys, but what these 
caueeft are no one has been able yet to ascertain from themselves, 
and we are left to our own surmises on the subject To my naind, 
the one great cause of complaint is tile difficulty there now is for 
a man, frative officer or Sepoy, getting on the Pension EehihHeh- 
uiont, and there is no chance- whatever of his being granted a 
pension &a long as he can put one foot before another; so a 
commanding officer of a regiment, do what ho will, cannot got rid 
of useless, worn-out inen T who are sent hack to him by the invalid¬ 
ing committees to become a source of die content in tho corps. 
Homan,* our Assistant Adjutant-General, who is a vety smart 
young officer, told me of an instance within his knowledge of every 
man who was sent before the invaliding committee of a certain 
regiment having beeti rejected, except one, and that- poor fellow 
died before his papers could bo made out for pension. At Bombay, 
where the Army hns always been in a more contented state than 
here, the invaliding mice are quite different, and men are admitted to 

pensions there—if pronounced unfit by tbs regimental authorities_ 

who would bo kept on the strength of the Army for ycajs Longer in 
Bengal Another thing, I firmly believe, is that the Army is well 
aware of tho secondary position their officers ore made to hold, and 
of the little power they have and con exercise; and during the late 
r.'gime, particularly of Lord Balhousle, no pains were spared by 
him to show the paramount nature of his power at the expense of 
the military* and his Council, it strikes me, wors walking much in 
the same direction. The well-being of the Army, in fact, and its 
officers, was a secondary consideration, and the Sepqy? knew it ; 
and the authority, particularly of commanding officers, has become 

much weakened in consequence. But 1 must quit the subject_ 

though I could write a great deal more about it In the end I 
have no doubt things will terminate satisfactorily, but we may 
have one or two awkward incidents yet to dispose of.

I write a line to tall you that there is not a word of truth in the 
reported 'Simla Massacre.' F. and I* and the dear Babti#, am aa well 
as you could wish, enjoying ourselves at this place, soma sixteen 
milas from Simla. We came out hero this morning— 1 fled,* you 
may say—for fear of the imiltneering Kussoroe battalion at Jutegh 
rising against us and resorting to deeds of violence. We m 
hero under the protection of a friendly Raja, and shall probably 
remain two or three days longer, and then return to SLnda or 
go on to one of tho European hill cantonments m circumstances 
may render desirable. I haven't tho least fear myself of the 
Goorktms having recourse to violence under any possible contin¬ 
gencies* but tho late dreadful excesses at Meerut and Delhi have 
made everybody over-anxious, and had we remained at Simla, F a 
would have been about tho only lady th&re; and as all the rest of 
the Head-Quarter officers had left the day before yesterday, there 
was no use. of my staying on In an officio] point of view. Any 
day, however, tho Chief may sand for ms to go down and join him. 

It is n very nice, pretty country where we arts now located, and 
except that our accommodation is rather confined, wc have nothing 
to complain oh Our party consists of Colonel and Mro Greathed 
and the wife of the Timbal la Brigadier, Mra HaEifax ■ and In the 
adjacent houses and tenta there must be some forty ladies and 
gentlemen, and nearly double the number of children. 

Yon will we by the papers much later and fuller accounts of 
wlujt has been going on titan I can give you, My own impression 
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ia that if we retake Delhi soon, every thing will be satisfactorily 
settled with a little management; hut there h no doubt of matters 
being very serious, and necessarily causing much anxiety. Very 
much l 3 spends on the fidelity of the Futtiola Raja, who is now 
assisting us, and it is generally considered that he is staunch; he 
has proved himself to bo so before on other trying occasions. 
Under any circumstances, wo arc all quite sale so long as wo remain 
here; but if everything goes on as satisfactorily oa it has done 
lately (that is, within the last four or five days), wo may expect to 
return to our own house at Simla directly—unless General Anson 
commands the Army advancing on Delhi in person, in which case 
I shall join him, leaving F. at Simla. I am very much afraid 
of the great change of climate having a very had effect on Cheater* 
who was far from well when he went down.

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AS ACCOUNT OF THE OUTBREAK. 

Mm Keith Young to her nder in London. 

Elleilslie, Himla, J irA Stay. 

'We arc living here in strangely unsettled timea. Yon will 
remember my having mentioned in one of iny bln letters that a 
mutinous spirit hod been shown by many of the Sepoys on account 
or these over-greased cartridges. Rut this, seemingly, is merely 
the eiense, for mutiny, for men who have not bwa called upon 
to iibo these cartridges have mutinied. When, on account of the 
Crimean Wax our Hume Government withdrew eo many British 
troops from India, it was eaid here at the time, ‘How wrong! 
If the Natives should seise tho opportunity to turn against us, 
what could le dona with so few Queen’s regiments I' ]t has 
proved only too true. On Tuesday morning, the 12th instant, 
Captain Barnard (General Eamanl’s B on and Aidfrd*Camp) nunc 
up from L mhalla as fast as horses could bring Kim, with a report 
to Genera] Anson, Commander-in-Chief, of au electric telegraphic 
message having been received from Delhi, dated tile Ifltb, 
ikying that the regiments there had mutinied, joined with cthere 
frem Mae nit, wired the bridge of boats, and that several officers 
bad been killed. 

On Sunday two regiments at Umballa were in open mutiny; 
l.ut they were quieted, and wont away to their lines without using 
their firearms, though they threatened their officers. On Tuesday 
evening wo ware dining at the Chesters’, when the Commander-in- 
Chiof came there with a message from Captain Waterfidd from 
Meerut brought by runners, ns the electric wire had been cut¬ 
saying that tho station was burning in fl U directions, several officers 
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kilted, and tho place in A state of aiego. It seems moat cxtteordh 
nary, for at Meerut there are only three Native Infantry regiment*. 
They must have attacked the European soldiers as they were 
coining out of church, getting between them and their arras; or 
olflo, perhaps, our troops had marched over to defend Delhi, leaving 
Meerut at the mercy of the Native Infantry regimenta. Thole has 
been no news since from Meerut No ddk came in yesterday either 
from Delhi or Meerut, which Is a bad sign. 

Late last night (we only heard of it this morning) a roe Mage 
came from Delhi saying that all the regiments there bad turned 
against their officers The magazine on the banks of the ri ver was 
blown up, It seems, by one of our sergeants* who sacr diced himself 
to prevent nil the ammunition from falling into the hnnda of the 
Sepoy*. We hear that Mr Frazer, the judge, is killed. Captain 
Douglas, Mr Bores ford {Civil Service), Colonel Kipjey> who com- 
Tn an Jed one of the Native Infancy regiments, and other officers 
have all been killed — murdered Is it not dreadful K 

The Chief is going down to Umbailn to-day—Colonel Chester, 
Colonel Becher, and Captain Norman go also—together with his 
personal Stall Keith, I am thankful to say, lias not to go 
down; at least ho has waived no orders as yet* This i* no 
time for Judgiv Advocates, but for summary vengeance* 

It la sail I that all the city of Delhi have risen, with the King 
at their head, and tliat the Sepoys have joined them. The 
ladies and the children in the city have becEi murdered; those 
in cantonments havo escaped to Kumnul, and ire now on 
their way to TjmbeUtL Government will now, too late, see* the 
folly of leaving a large Native city like Delhi without any British 
troops, with the magazine—I believe the very largest in India 
—in the heart of the city. Of course they have taken that, and 
seized upon all the arms. 

I hear that there is a general feeling among the Natives that 
our Government b trying to make Christiana of thorn by these 
unclean cartridges, and by mixing with their after (Hour) beef and 
pig's hones finely pound Some months ego I was sending some 
whole wheat to a little mill on a stream a short distance from 
Simla to bo pound—it makes emh nice btuwn bread. Wo had 
often found our bread gritty with dust- My at/ah, when she 
heard that I was sending this wheat, asked me to send some for 
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her also, as there was a report m the bazaar that h 11 the flour was 
mixed with tins hones, finely ground, ol cows and pig£ I laughed 
at her, and said, 1 Ayah* what nonsense! Who says so f 1 She 
replied, tf It U quite true ; ad the bazaar people say &>.* I thought 
it meant merely that the bttniualis (merchants) did it to increase 
the weight el their flour. 

Friday morning^ 15VA May .—I went yesterday to see poor 
Mrs NicolL She was in great distress* She says ad her hope 
for the safety of her husband rests on not having seen hifl name 
among those killed. She had heard nothing of or from hint* The 
Beckers also are in great di&fetw. Colonel Becker's only sister 
married Mr Hutchinson, a civilian at Delhi: they can get mi tidings 
of them, Yesterday another message came from Meerut, better 
on the whole than was expected. The two Native Infantry regi¬ 
ments luid turned upon their officers, and killed severe!—among 
others Major Macdonald of the 20th, his wife, and three children 
We saw them constantly when we were at Meerut, The Native 
Infantry lines are some distance from the European; but directly 
it was known, the 6Ui Dragoons and the 60th Rifles marched 
upon them and soon sent them flying on the road to Delhi Tha 
Carabineers lost dx men, and the Rifles seven; hut it seems so 
extraordinary that they did nut pursue the wretches and cut them 
in pieces us they did the little children* General Hewitt's horn^o 
at Meerut lias been burned ; also Mr Greothed's (the Commissioner), 
and several others, Mr Greathed and his wife were saved by 
their servants, who hid them in the garden* 

All Urn British regiments havo left the hi Ite, and the Goorkha 
regiment at Jutegh way ordered yesterday to start early the next 
morning (this morning, the 15th)* At four o'clock yesterday there 
was a report that they hod refused to go, and that they "would 
attack Simla and loot it instead. Our Commissioner (Lord 
William Iky) and others said it was merely report, and that the 
regiment wa* vtauftoh; however, soma of the Goorkha-i were 
seen in the borenr laughing and talking about the Delhi business, 
and when an Englishman passed he was hissed at Another 
report had spread that they intended to go down as ordered, but 
would join either Europeans or Notives, whichever was strongs l 
M ost of the English here, therefore, become alarmed; a moving 
was held at 4 F.M., and it wnfl decided that pickets should bo 
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placed at distances all along the road. In case of an alarm two 
guns were, to be fired, a signal that all the people were to collect 
at the Bank, which was to bo defended by tha gentle men and 
tradespeople d! the place. There are very few gentlemen now at 
Simla* as oil oti I save have been ordered to rejoin their regimen ft. 

Thursday passed quietly* but many frightening reports wore 
abroad, The general belief was that the Gnorkha regiment from 
Jutogh would attack Simla that night* bo there were meetings 
at the different houses* and also at the church. Ourselves and 
about seventy others went to Dr Peskett's. The house looked 
more like a crowded steamer than anything else. The floor of 
every room was perfectly covered : there were more than thirty 
children. Nonu of us could close our eyes alt night, we were 
all listening for the guns; but morning came quite quietly* and 
now I am writing from our own house. 

Thin morning Keith recei ved ft long letter from I lib Deputy at 
Umbria. AH quiet there* He sends copies that have been 
received of the messages from Delhi and Kumauh Thu King has 
proclaimed himself cu$ King of Delhi, and all the people have 
turned against ua, and they have been joined by seven, of our own 
Sepoy regiment** Brigadier Graves from Delhi baa reported him¬ 
self to be at Kumaul with seven other officers, all that ate left 
of the large number that were at Delhi; Captain Kicoli lb among 
the number, also twelve Sadies.

The Chief ft blunted. He has not been trained m a soldier* 
and ee^rns unable to grasp the importance of the situation. When 
bu first received the bad news on Tuesday morning, ha ought 
to have started off at once. Colonel Becbftr, QuaitcmmgtaE- 
Genenil, did his utmost to persuade him not to lose any time t 
but bo said no; bo would wait for the dfik, What ft the use 
of the electric telegraph if the nows it brings ft not at once 
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to be attended to 1 WiLBti the C3 1 i af left, .Mf Mayne rode part of 
the way down the MU with him, and begged and prayed him to 
aond up fifty soldiers, and not to leave Shu la quite unprotected. 
Ho refused! saying ha could not spate u single man, 

Thnr&fatji 21*/ Jtfay*—Soon after I had left off writing on 
Friday last* Kcith p who had been out for some hours. to inquire 
into the state of affairs, came homo, and I sow immediately that 
something was wrong. He said, 4 The Goorkhaa ana up in arms 
against us; you must start at once for tho Bank. 1 1 rushed 
upstairs to have the children droned, and ordered two to 

be ready—one to be taken at once to a friend p Mm Poulton. 
AVhen ready, Keith told us to go on immediately and ho would 
follow on horseback. The Bank Is about two milts from our 
house, and the yonpan was carried so slowly that I gave up nil 
hope of ever getting there. We met Imps of Natives from the 
bazaar rushing past uel Some said, 'The Goorkbfui are quite 
close;' others said, 4 They have not yet left Jutogh/ Juet ns 
Keith hod caught uo up P I saw through tho fluttering curtains 
of the jartpon some one rushing towards us with ll drawn sword 
glittering in hia hand. For a moment I believed it to be one 
of the Goorkhas. It was Dr Peskett turning back all theyarajratt*. 
He colled out, s Turn back ; it is too late to get to the Bank; the 
Goorkhaa are close by. The ladies had better go to my hama; 
flnd y cotue along, Young—G readied—we must have a stand for 
it at the entrance to the buzanr!' He wels very excited. My 
first thought was for Keith's pistols, which were in a ease at my 
feet. When I gave them to him I quite thought I was Looking 
at him for the last time, for wo knew well that a few men, brave 
and determined m they were, could not stand for tea minutes 
against five hundred well-armed Goorkhas. Dr Peskett advised 
us Jill (many other janpan* had come up) to go down to a little 
garden-house of his, low down the khwi* ms being safer than his. 
house- on the malL Had it not been for the two little $ons r I 
would have followed Keith and the others to see the result. If 
the Goorkbaa had commenced to attack the people, not a soul 
would have escaped, and we might just as well have died together. 

Soon after we had reached the little bouse Colonel Greathed made 
his appearance, and gave the good new* that the Goorkhas, though 
* A v*tj preoi|wteaj buk. 
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in el state of open mutiny, were still at Jutogh. We heaird some lime 
afterwards that they were prevented from leaving by o m of the 
hill Ritjae who wu faithful to us* and who told them that if they 
wont to Simla to do liana ho would throw his soldiers among 
their women and children. 

Keith, Dr Feskett, and several other men joined us at the 

garden shed, and soon after wards we heard the two guns_the 

Htgnal of danger—and then servants came down bringing reports. 
They said that Major Bigot* the commanding officer, had been 
killed; we heard later that this was not true. I was trying to 
silence the servant who brought this news, for Mn Hallifax* who 
wo* near, was the mother of Major Bagot’s wife. She quietly a: dd r 
M.lh T 1 heard ; and very Likely my daughter has been killed a ha/ 

The troorkhas had pushed back their officers with their 
bayonets, and had placed a guard over them, but treated them 
otherwise with respect. When they heard the two guns Bred, 
their yells, we were told afterwards, were heard two mites off like 
a continual roan 

Wo remained in Dr Peskctt's little house until about 7 f,m + ; 
and then we went to a sort of abed belonging to one of the lull 
Rajas, about two miles offi and there we spent the night Early 
tho next morning we went tip again to our respective houses at 
Simla, packed up & few things, determining to go back bo the 
came place in the evening, for the reports in Simla ware anything 
hxit cheering. Two Georkhae came up and spoke to na; they 
said we need not fear, they would not hurt the ‘Sahth-Lop 
The only person they wanted to make their *alaam to was 
the 1 Lari-Sahib/’* 

In the evening we started for the same place, spent the night 
there, and at 2 a.h. 3 when the moon was up, started for Joonug, 
from where Keith wrote to yo il It is about fifteen miles from 
Simla; the read there is very bad. The Emu is loyal TTc 
remained at Joonug for three days. We were at first shown into a 
large sort of hall, just crowded with people, and a babel of noise 
and confusion ; so wo quietly slipped out, ami Keith asked one 
of the Kaxm'o servant* if we could have an outhouse of some sort; 
he took m to a little room up a narrow stair, ever a stable op

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hen-house, Ho haw! it made nice and clean; some rough malting 
on the floor, and two charpoy* * were put in. Colonel and Hn 
Grmthed, joined tie there, and wo had a fairly comfortable night 
—at least wo ladle* and the children (our two hoy a) had, Our 
husbands stood at the head of the little staircase quietly talking 
the whole night long, it seamed to Me ; but really the morning 
was dawning when wo reached Joonug, We remained for three 
days in thin little mud room, without windows, and one door that 
could he shut up like the shutter of a shop. 

Some of tho gentlemen, we hear, have behaved eo badly, 
showing shocking cowardico—men who, one would have thought, 
would havo braved anything. People are never known until 
they are tried* 

When we were returning last night from Tooting wo met the 
Rana's eon, who told us that heavy firing had been heard all 
Tuesday, and Tuesday night, in iha direction of UmbalK If thi* 
was really the case, we feared LW the Puttiak Kajn, a man whose 
assistance we could net do without, had turned against usj but, 
like many other reports, it proved to be quite false. Rejiorb 
killed four persons within three days, and buried one— giving 
all particulars ; but they are all alive and well 3 

A number of people* we find, have gathered at DugshsJ and 
Kn&sowlie, In the former place cholera has broken out; two little 
children died of it a few days ago. But no wonder, people are 
so crowded together—forty in one house ; and the barracks are 
full Rations are served out to the women and children, meals 
for all being cooked together* 

The particulate of tho massacre at Delhi arc most dreadful, 
Mr Fiaaor, the Commissioner, was wounded in the right arm; ha 
immediately had it amputated, and then went to the Palace to 
try and pacify the King, He had on interview with him, and os 
he was coming out the Pnlaca guards out him down. Mr Beredord 
of the Delhi Bunk, hia wife, and three children were attacked and 
murdered in their own house. Two grown-up daughters, young 
girls of seventeen and eighteen, escaped to an outhouse* The 
brute* followed thorn ; some went into tho house and forced them 
to go out, while otheirs shot them os they passed through the door* 
Mr Jennings, the clergyman, and his young daughter, a beautiful 

* A cmdl Nfttivc bed 
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girl, just engaged to 1 m married to Mr Thomason, soil of the former 
IJeutanant-Govemor of the Punjab, were murdered. Many others 
were killed. Sir Theophilua Metcalfe cut lm way through the 
city At full gallop, and escaped just before the gates were dosed. 
His beautifully furnished house, containing mmy tore and valuable 
things woe plundered and destroyed. 

It seems that when the regiments mutinied at Meerut, after 
killing their officers they went over to Delhi, When their 
approach was known at Delhi, Brigadier Graves ordered the 54th 
to stop their progress over the bridge of boats. The wretches, 
instead of doing so, got ready, and then turned round and shot 
their officers. Only one escaped; he was saved by his own 
company, AH the regiments in Delhi turned upon their officers, 
and they had it all their own way, for there were no European 
troops in the place. It is healing of all these homers, and of 
what these creatures can do, that makes us nil so nervous. Every 
day some frightening report reaches us, W« have nothing, we 
believe, to fear from the Goorkkaa; they evidently like their 
own way, but stern inclined to no acts of violence. 

Monday 25ffr May .—Have just timo to add a few lines. I am 
really unhappy now, for Keith has gone; he started yesterday 
evening to join the Coiomander-in-Chief. They wens to march 
from UmhaHa yesterday—our Queen's birthday—a good day for 
a commencement. The Goorkha regiment march f*i from Jutogh 
yesterday, at last obeying orders, though now they say they will not 
go farther than KaJks— the foot of the MIL I am very anxious 
to hear of Keith’s safe arrival in camp. Ho is to share a tent wilL 
Colonel Chester, Captain Norman, arid Pr Mactier, eo will be 
well taken care of. May God guard and protect him [

Hem I am quite well* having arrived this morning without 
any trouble or annoyance* The rain overtook m at Boiloaugunge;

The Goorkhas have gone down the lull to Kalkn, and no further 
apprehsnriocift need be felt about them now at Simla.

wo* rather worm at one time. I found Chaster* Norman, &e* 
located in the dfik-buiignlow, and they managed to make me ela 
comfortable aa cEreumsfcaiicefl will admit; but it’s a terrible crash, 
every room having some half-dozen in it. 

The first thing that greeted me was the intelligence of the Chief 
having been attacked with cholera; and hs died* poor man, early 
this morning in General Palmer's house, where he was y laying. 
His death has thrown a gloom over the party, the rest of whom, 
including Bechfcr,* Congreve,f and Mnctier, are all well; and, m 
fact, there is very little sickness about. The illness of the Chief 
is not to be wondered at, for they say ho was quite unequal to 
his position in the present state of affairs. General Heed will bo 
Acting Commander-in-Chief; sod General Barnard, who is now 
here* commands this force. 

Everything seems to bo going on wo!L They are pushing on 
troops to Pan spilt, and beyond; and good accounts are received 
from almost every station of the state of the troops—Native^ I 
mean. The 60th Native Infantry is the only Native regiment, 
here, and it is to march this morning towards Bohttlck. We 
shall remain here till the siege-train arrives, and it is expected at 
Uraballa today or to-morrow, so I suppose wo shall be here some 
five or sii days. 

Brigadier lUlUfex is here with his brigade \ tell Mm llallifax 
ho is looking very well indeed. I gave Flasay's (his little son) 
letter to him. 

Bogota Corps k ordered to S&harunpore, the very place* I believe, 
that Begot was anxious to take them to. I hope you hava had no 
more alarms at Simla; there ought to be no cause for any there* 
Arthur Becher sent out a couple of elephants last night to bring 
on my lmp$- 

(Diary) 27 th May *—Poor General Anson] Chester returned 
about three in the morning to say he was dead* poor tnatu 
Cheater tells me that he must have felt himself quite unequal 
to the present emergency; and anxiety of mind has had much to 
do with his fatal illnesa.

I woe made very happy last night by the receipt of yours of 
Monday and Tuesday, the 25 th and 26th, and I quite hope now 
to bear pretty regularly from you, though the Simla post does 
not appear very much to bo depended upon, and yon must not 
he noxious if you Occasionally don't hear from me. There is 
not, so far as I can judge, the least possible cause for any further 
nbmi. As to our putting down the rebellion when we advance* 
there is not the shadow of & doubt j in fact, it is not truly a 
rebellion, but merely a gathering of the disaffected Sepoys, the 
people of the country not being at all with them. It is n pity we 
cannot advance nt once; but now the sdege-train is so near it is 
not considered politic to go on without it. Wo expect it will be 
sufficiently near to allow of our moving on to-morrow evening. 

I wish you could look in upon ua here* nnd you would be much 
■aroaod at the happy appearance of the party occupying Ois dlk- 
bungalow. In the centre rooms are all the officers of the 7Gth p 
who amuse ns in the evening singing glees* which they do very 
well The costumes that we all wear are diverting enough : 
scarcely any one thinks of dressing in proper style, unless General 
Barnard, who, compared to &U of us, looks as if ha had jumped 
out of a Ixindbox, Curzon and Lowe nnd Mactier are staying with 
him in General Palmer's hmme; the two former are very much 
cut up at General Anson's death. If Pat Grant * comes round here 
ns ComnLBuder-in^Chiol* very likely MactW will remain as his 
surgeon. Brigadier Hnllifax started last night for Pauiput to join 
his brigade, end looked in upon tas on his way out. Ho Mema 
to bo now in excellent health. 

My things have not arrived yet; I fear Maisay has detained 
them to bring on with him, so I must not expect them until 
to-morrow morning.

You never saw such a busy scene &a is going on in the mom 
we occupy—Chester, Norman, Mniwy, and my self are sitting 
round the table writing, and every ten minutes or m comes 
in a telegraphic menage or despatch of gome kind or other, 
which bring? in Beeher and Congreve to hoar the news* Tins 
telegraph is invaluable.

All our party ore very well except Congreve, who groans 
away. There is no sickness here, hut at Pipteo Colonel Mowaft 
is reported very ILL Chester is very jolly, and drinks his beer 
daily; he sends his kind love, I don't know what — 
means by saying Chester and Beeher have lost thoir heads*

Wv. have 
at present the advantage of having the electric telegraph working 
in the camp; two or three men belonging to the department 
came on with us, and in the course of an hour or two a 
tent is pitched close to the wires and a repeating station formed, 
Mactier and I wont into the tent early tins morning, and at 
our request a message was telegraphed to Umbdla to mk if 
all was right; in a minute the answer came, *Y «, all right 
here.' They can’t telegraph down towards Delhi; but it J e every¬ 
thing if they can continue telegraphing upwards* as at present. 

We had rather an unpleasant night of it last night, every ono p a 
taut and every oue p s traps being behind. The General gave ns all 
some tea. At last, about 2 A.sn, I was able to turn into bed 
comfortably, having bought a light little charpoy at Kumaql. 
All the servants are behaving very well ; and Soobhan (dtaprwu)* 
who gave me a deal of trouble on the road down, having stayed 
behind at Kussowlie without leave, is now making himself useful 
in every way and doing all he can to regain hi« lost character. 

Trank turner's troop Horae Artillery and a squadron 0 th 
Lancers come in this morning, and wo all, Including the 7fith 
go on tonight to FauipuL It has been decided, however, not 
to leave this until one or two in the morning, which will allow

General Barnard appears to be a very good* gentlemanly little 
man, and I dare say he ia ns good for tire work as most others 
He does not apparently want for pluck, and this, I fancy, is 
nearly ail tint is required. 

IVe have not been able to find out how poor Colonel Mow&tt 
fc Ho was left behind at Piplee yesterday morning very ill with 
cholera ; curious his being attacked, for it seems to have been a 
solitary case, the whole troop* Tomer told me this morning, 
being in excellent health.

Snbstaim of Brigadier AtODAU Wilsqx's Despatch of 
y /«««185?, 

A despatch was received from Brigadier Wilson this morning 
stating that ou the 30th, about 4 !>.*., ho was attacked at 
GhazeeoodcemNtigar by a largo party of the insurgents from Delhi, 
who have heavy ordnance with them. The enemy were driven 
back, and entirely defeated; the Brigadier capturing four of their 
heavy guns and one large howitzer, with trifling lose on our side. 
The troops, Le states nil of them, behaved meat admirably. The 
despatch was written at S r.si. of the 30th, and further particulars 
ore promised to-morrow. Nothing is said of any officer having 
been killed or wounded, and the casualties that took place were 
principally from the accidental explosion of a tumbrel after the 
capture of the ordnance, A Native letter received this morning 
prior to the Brigadier’s despatch soys that the insurgents were 
completely defeated, tho Delhi people who went out being the 
first to fly; and many had reached the city wounded with sabre 
cuts, evidently showing that the Carabineers had done good service 
in the conflict The same {lost brought a letter from General 
Hewitt at Meerut, where dl wu ^uiet 


This victory must be a great blow to the insurgents, and will 
no doubt have a moat depressing effect upon them, and show 
what little chance they have when all our fores is congregated 
together; this we expect it will ho on tho morning of the 4th 
when Brigadier Wilson is to cross at the Bhagput bridge, dose to 
ftuie, where the Advance Column was to be this morning. 

We go on this evening a double match, the European fnfantry 
being conveyed on the spare carts; and this will take us within 
nine miles or so of Kaio, to lie at hand in case the enemy should 
come frem Delhi on this line of road; but after tlioir defeat Ire 
Brigadier Wilton, it is most unlikely they will leave Delhi unite 
to try to get away to their homes-which, in fact, it is , ai ,i thev 
arc doing m great xmmtaha. * 
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I am sorry to my that accounts were received this morning of 
the dentil of Colonel Mowalt. He, it seems, gave op at once— 
made up his mind that he was to die, nnd thisj poor man, had a 
good deal to say to his non-recovery* I am very sorry also to aay 
that Brigadier Hallifax has been pronounced m too unwell to 
accompany tho force, find he went back tbs day before yesterday 
to KunjauJ, and I hope by this time is at 17mballa. I saw a 
mud seal statement of bis ease this morning, and prfty tell Mra 
Hallifax, with my kind regard?* tb&fc there is nothing tbs mutter 
with the Brigadier that tho quiet and rest of Simla will cot remove. 
It appears he had, among other as [meets, an attack of ophthalmia, 
but the principal thing the matter with him woe a tendency to 
apoplexy, which would have endangered his life bad be passed 
another day in a tent. AJl our party are as jolly as possible, 
except Congreve, who has fever, liver, and severe cough, I 
fancy be will not go on with us from hero ; but nothing has been 
settled yet 

Chester is, happily, as well and plucky as ever, and he, Norman, 
end 1 have taken up our quarters to-day in one of General 
Barnard's large double-poled tents ; there are tatiies and a 
punkah^ so that we are very comfortable The General is very 
kind and considerate—coming over to Chester^ and finding hia 
tent small, insisted on our coming over hers. We are also now 
members of the Artillery mess, and, judging from the dinner lost 
night, we are likely to fare meat sumptuously in future; 

There is a report that Hsnei and Hiasar have been plundered* 
but it wants confirmation. From other quarters the news is 
good, and the only contretemps we know of ie of a small party, 
a Havildar and eight of the 60th Native Infantry* with two 
officers, who went to collect boots on the Jumna, having been 
obliged to cut and run into camp on account of the villagers 
rising, I think it is likely enough that they were taking 
boats without paying for them. All got into camp without 
damage* losing some of their things. Better, perhaps, say 
nothing of this unless to give a correct version of the affair if 
you hear an exaggerated account of it 

The telegraph wire was found cut hem, but it bos been repaired, 
and is in full operation again. The people of Fan i put arc very 
civil, and hove tome forward with money and stores.

Tim promised despatch with further accounts of hfa victory has 
not come in yet - but there has been a letter from .Meerut storing 
that eli was well there, and that Her Majesty's &4th were beginning 
tourtive at Cawnponj and things must be quiet ail below tbora 
as the letter which mentions the arrival of lha filth talks of the 
telegraphic communication being open the whole way to Calcutta 

You would have been much amused could you have seen ur 
proceedings of yesterday evening. We all (of\mi party I mean! 
congregated at the Artillery mess, where, after having a cud of 
coffee, wo fay down on the ground till about 10 p m when the 
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trumpets sounded* and when all was ra&dy olf we started at the 
bead of the troop* except Chester, who accompanied Dr Brown in 
hk buggy. At halbwny the Artillery had made first-pate arrange¬ 
ments for teiLj and there wo pulled up for nearly an hour* 
taking a snatch of sleep on the ground after wo had refreshed our¬ 
selves, Frank Tamer, Norman, Bonny, Macticr, and my^U were 
sharing the same blanket. The two latter galloped on with me as 
the day broke, and w & got in soon after sunrise. The 75 th* which 
had started at sunset* wore most of them In before us. It was 
a good Jilt for them getting conveyed hero in carts* 

The siege-train was at Kunmul last night, and m expected 
at Faniput to-morrow morning. Tell Mrs Shute* with my kind 
regaida, that I saw her husband this morning, Ee is quite wdl* 
also Moisey; there ie, indeed, no sickness in camp, and Congreve 
B better. I fear it k true that Hanoi and LLtssar have gone* 
Thera was a letter tfrday, of 24 th May t from Colonel Seaton, with 
60th Native Infantry—all welL 

{-Dwty) 2nd June.— Very hot Breakfast at General Barnard's 
a good, kind little man. Another victory by Brigadier Wilson; 
but it is an anxious time without him. The question is—Ought 
he to join us I I think he ought. 

CAMP, ft A IE, ir^fodicfriy,, Sind Jum JLBf*)- 
Chester is hard at work with his latter; he writes moat regu- 
lariy every day to him Chester, and I can imagine her delight at 
receiving his letter, for she must indeed be most anxious about 
him* He bears op most wonderfully; and I trust he may be spared 
to receive the reward of his exertions—our speedy success. 

We have very good accounts of Brigadier Wilson's force ; hut, in 
consequence of his having been attacked a second lime^ he has not 
yet commenced bis march to join us. I suppose ho will do so 
to-night* which will bring him in the day after to-morrow. In 
the bat attack which took place* I think on Saturday, he gave the 
insurgent* it ia reported, a tremendous thrashing, killing upwards 
of Jlvc hundred of them t and they arc said to bo much dispirited 
in Delhi in consequence. A party of two hundred tried to make 
oil to their homes* but were intercepted by the Bullubghur Raja 
and thirty thousand rupees taken from them.

IN CAMP AT RATE, 
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I have not econ Brigadier Wilson's official despatch, but 1 
understand that he mentions two officers as haring been killed 
—Lieutenant Perkins of the Artillery, and Captain Andrews of 
the BOth Eifles. 

All in camp are in the beat health and spirits, and the only fear 
appears to he now that the insurgents have been eo thrashed that 
they will not venture to make a stand at ail when our force 
advances. There is a very respectable force here now: the 1st 
I'usiliere and 75th, two troops of Horse Artillery, and the whole 
of the Bth Lancers; but I imagine that there will be w onward 
advance until General Wilson joins, unices there should he news 
from Delhi rendering an onward move at once desirable. 

As we approached onr camping-ground this morning, we saw 
■evident signs of the insurgents having been at work about here, 
for the last three miles or so the telegraph wire is carried off, aa( j 
many of the poets removed. This is very onnoying, and I fear 
they will hardly get the wire up to work to-day. It was doec to 
this that the lady fugitives from Delhi were maltreated; and five 
men who were concerned in those outrages wore hanged last night 
by the civil authorities, and they have several more under trial 
this morning. We met s party of the Jheead Raja's troops. Cavalry 
and Infantry, with two guns, who ware on their way to chastise a 
village some three or four miles ol£ where a large quantity of the 
Delhi p!under ie said to be stored. I have no doubt the work 
will be done satisfy torily, Metcalfe, Me Andrew, Mauey, and 
several others wens moeoinprmyiDg the forte* 

Was it not sod my having to write to poor Mrs Hollifax of 
her husband's death 1 How is shot When ha left KwmiiI 
r thought lie was looking very well, and was not at all prepared 
to hear of hie death; but it seems the extreme heat 0 f the 
tents had quite upset his head, and brought on a species of 
apoplexy. ^ 


I can't particularise every one you know in camp, but ail ere 
quite well. Eccher ie a little polled down by the heat and hard 
work, but he seems to have cxeeUant health, as have Horen™ 
ami Mactjer.

I hope I have bran premature in mentioning the death of 
Captain Andrews ol the GOthu It was from an account of the 
bmnness received in a private letter from Meerut j and Brigadier 
Wilson's despatch of the second fight, which I have since seen* 
only gives the name of Lieutenant Forking Artillery, os having 
been killed. The names of Lien tenants Light and Elliot, of the 
Artillery are stated as having done good service. It seems the 
second light was merely one of Artillery, the scoundrels not ven¬ 
turing to come much nearer than a mils of Brigadier Wilson's 
position ; and as soon os he had silenced their guns and began 
to advance upon them, they bolted Etc a shot, and our men were 
too much knocked up with the heat to be able to cany on the 
pursuit. I fancy the scoundrels were too much frightened at the 
way they were cut up on the previous occasion to put themselves 
in the way of the Carabineers again. 

We are in orders for tho whole force to march at l a m. to 
AlUepora, which is only ten miles from Delhi At AHeepora I 
suppose we must remain for some two or three days for the 
tnun, which it seems it wil be necessary to take on* m there is 
little prospect of the rebels venturing outside the walls to meet 
us when all our force is congregated there. 

There has been considerable discussion as to whether Brigadier 
Wilson's force ia to coma over and join us, and it in dcddEul 
in the affirmative, and I think rightly so. Our object in Delhi, 
and everything must be sacrificed to this; ami with Delhi 
once in our possession the rebellion must cod down. But the 
civilians on the Meerut side, Messrs Grenthed and Wflitjong, 
are most anxious that Brigadier Wilson should remain where he 
H and they talk of all burner of djaesbira if he is removed, 
liiey are wrong; and m to Meerut itself, they have fortified

Horn we are at Alteepore, within ten or eleven mile* of Delhi, 
having arrived this morning at sunrise. We marched with dl 
the baggage in the roar, and with every precaution to bo prepared 
to receive tha enemy in the event of their showing themselves on 
the road ; but there was nothing to be seen of them, though a 
party of Dancer^ after onr arrival here, went on some four or five 
mi tee in advance to look about. We remain here until joined by 
Wilson's force, expected on the 6th, on which day the siege-train 
may also be here. It left Faniput this morning. 

On our march from Halo we found unmistakable marks of the 
enemy's proceedings e the telegraph posts down for somo six miles 
and the wire removed, and villages and roadside bungalows in 
rains. One dfik-bungalow, however (the one we stayed at), was 
standing with the roof entire, and several bullock-train wagons, 
two or three tixiipjund, were at the door. Many of the villages arc 
full of plunder. At one o'clock this morning I saw a whole lot 
of things being brought, by some of our people, into camp; thev 
had evidently belonged to soma h&mcatfoh—ctec s of spectacles 
dolis, toys, and small penny books: of those I have taken pwtw- 
rion of two as 1 prize property J for Eeith and Arthur. 

Your letter of the 2nd June has just reached me on my return 
from a good breakfast at ihe Artillery mw—* hmt-mte beafsteik

Bad news, however* 
from Rohilkund: all the troops there have risen, it is said | but 
m Greathed came in a dtik-cart from Agra two days ago, it can't 
be very bad. The enemy entrenching themselves five miles o!T; 
we go at thorn in the morning, I believe. 

Camp, Ai-nEEPone, Sunday, 7 th June, 

I wsa delighted this morning by getting year long letter of 
Wednesday and Thursday lost, which ought, properly speaking, 
to have reached me yesterday j but, as we have advanced, the dak 
appears now to take a day longer than It did. I also received by 
the same dak a very nice letter from Mrs Chester* thanking me 
for writing to her about her husband Poor, kind Mrs Chester, 
she has indeed great reason to be thankful that Chester keeps his 
health so well ; and I trust he may bo enabled to carry through to 
the end At the present ho continues in the best health and 
spirits. What a pleasure it will be to her to hove him back again ! 
It is strange that with the great heat and exposure every one 
really looks better than, when quietly enjoying themselves and 
doing their work at homo* 

Brigadier Wilson's force inarched in this morning, and I can h t 
toll yon bow well they all looked* the Brigadier himself in high 
health. He came on last night, and slept in my tenk Edwin 
Johnson the picture of health ; and Colonel Jones, of the Rifle* as 
fat and rosy na ever I went cut to see the force march in, and 
a very nice little addition they are to on? small army. The Rifles 
id particular, though they hod had a long march* come along 
stepping out merrily and ringing in chorus. The little Goorkhas 
too seemed very jolly* and they are believed to be very staunch— 
this is the Sirtaoor battalion. The Goorkhas at Jutogh f the 
NuSseree battalion, behaved as they did from not knowing what 
their brethren in the plains intended to do—whether to be faithful 
to us* or to join the maurgents. These ana the only Native troops, 
except a few Sappers and about fifty of the 4th Irregulars, that we

have in camp now. A party at the 60th Native Inf nn try were 
sent away yesterday to rejoin their regiments, and a squadron, 
of the 4th Lancers were got rid of by sending them to Meerut ; 
they might have proved faithful* but a mistrust of them bed 
got about, and our troops did not at all like tlioir being in 
camp. 

We are encamped just as we were yesterday, and everything 
seems quiet on ahead and wo Lave had no alarm whatever, 
so that we were able to get a good sleep last night; and it was 
deliciously cool* there having been a violent storm about sunset. 
I don't know what the order of the day is for tomorrow, but l 
fancy there is little doubt of our moving forward—driving back 
the enemy's post that I told you they had established on the road 
some live or six miles off* and taking up a position sufficiently 
near the dty to bombard iL 

Ton mistake Chester in supposing that he La anxious to rush 
on imprudently* Ho is not at all tills way inclined He 
wants to go to work very systematically, and to save the 
troops from exposure as much as possible; had it not been 
for him I think there would have been an advance yesterday. 
Hope Grant was all for going on, but 1 am sure he was wrong; 
and wo have now got Brigadier Wilson, who is equally wary and 
careful, mid him and Chester I look upon os our great mainstay in 
comp. With our small army wo cannot afford to bo any thing 
but careful j a rush might bring quick success, but it might end 
in serious disaster* As I have said, to you often before, no one 
doubts for an instant the ultimate result of tbe contest, nnd ere 
this reaches you all confidently expect that Delhi will be in 
our praresoon* and with very little loss on our side; and, once 
Delhi is ours, serious ad matter* are in several quarters* there is 
every reason to hope that aB will quiet down in time* The 
worst news is from Bohilkund, where it is said all the regiments 
have at last mutinied And I fear it is too true; and that the 
European community from Bareilly, Moradabaii, and Shahje- 
haupore havo fied to Meerut. It is most unfortunate ; but. Belli! 
ours, Chamberlain's* column from Lahore will be available for 
RohilkumL 

I told you, I think, that Chester hod a Jotter from his son 
# trfncnd Sir NbtUIs ClNnnberi«n, K.(XB. 
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at Saharan pare, dated the 4th instant, and that the Xnssarm 
(Goorkhas) were doing good service* I am anxious about Arthur 
and his wife, A corps at Xussereebad, which is in bis direction, 
lias mutinied. I have not heard from him since i left Simla, 

He is a nice person, T ——* to try and frighten you nil ns Iig 
does. Did I Lhink thoro was the least cause for being shrined 
1 would tell you at once to go down to Ku&aowlie; but in 
my opinion yon are entirely safe at Shu hi, unless any of the 
hill Rajas should take it into their heads to rise—an event 
altogether improhablo bo long as the Futtiala Raja remains 
frith fa], and no doubts are entertained of hie fidelity or of the 
Naha or Jheend men, whose contingents are with m. Don’t 
you allow, therefore, any croaking rumours to distress you, and 
by God's blessing, before this week is over, you and all will 
be satisfied by hearing of our being triumphant in Delhi, and of 
our having read the mutineers such a lesson that there will bo no 
further rising any where. Measures are being adopted to destroy 
the bridge across the Jumna bo as to prevent the escape of the 
rolnalsr I hope Daly^ Guides will be w ith tie to-morrow or nest 
day ; they will tie invaluable. There are still accounts of dis- 
Bcnsiomi at Delhi among the dilforont parties. 

Dr Nisbett has been ordered back to Simla, Dr Wagfoome 
taking his place at Kussowlie, I met Dr Batson this morning on 
his way into camp; he whs disguised as a Cosh more mendicant, 
and looked one to iho letter. He stopped and gave ua a most 
romnntic history of his adventures, Mra Stafford has^ I bo- 
liove t gone hack to Meerut, General Reed is expected in 
camp to-morrow.

We hove gained 
a gloriou* victory, but there ia one sad, sad tola to toil—poor 
Cheater has been killed 1 You may imagine the gloom which thin 
hm thrown over us all Had it not been for this wo should have 
been so happy, for our lose has boon comparatively trifling, and 
poor Chester is the only officer* I believe, known to be killed, 
though linage!! of the 54 th is very dangerously wounded. 
Chester's death must have been instantaneous, a round-shot tear¬ 
ing through his sfde^ and killing also his white horse* “Sir 
Walter/ which he was riding at the time, There were two fights 
this morning, the first about five miles from Alloepora, the second 
at the Ridge on which Hindoo Rao f s house is si lusted. Chester 
w:i.g killed at the first* which took place soon after five o'clock; 
his body ig being brought in, and will be interred in the cunfcm- 
ment burial-ground this evening. When Chester foil f was on tho 
opposite Bide of the road with Mactier, and I cannot toll how 
shocked we were, on coming across the mad* to find him lying dead 

To-morrow wa shall probably commence bombarding Delhi, which 
we can do with heavy guns from the Ridge we now occupy with 
our pickets. This will be altogether an Artillery affair* and I 
shall have nothing to do with it, so you must not imagine me 
in any more danger. 

W e took all the enemy's guns—twenty or more; the scoundrels 
ran away from u$ M hard as they could into BoIhL The little 
Goorhhas behaved admirably* as did also the Sappers and Miners.

men; and lastly, ho requests that the residents will bring to his 
notice all eases of insolence-, either on the part of servants or the 
people of the bas&ar. There are some terrible croakers in this 
place ; do not believe anything they say. 

In case you have heard that n body of mutineers had reached 
BudleCt which has caused some alarm In Simla, you will he glad 
to learn that they marched towards Umballn on the l Itl^ and 
reached a place called (as it was pronounced to me) Leisuarm. I 
can't find it in the map, but the report is from Lord William 
Hay, who received a letter this morning.

Buried poor Cheater and others laat evening, if ora in my 
letter by-and-by. I am very well, and all right; and I hope wo 
shall bring Delhi to its senses soon, Bunny, I should have told 
you, is wolh 

Colonel Keith Young to hi# trifs. 

Cawi\ Delhi Cantonments, Ttusday, OfA Jam (10J A.M.), 

W* are getting on as well as we possibly con. The enemy were 
quite quiet last night as for os disturbing ns, but firing was 
heard to a great extent in the city, and it is supposed they were 
fighting amongst themselves. It is fortunate they let us alone— 
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not that they could have done any harm; hut everything being an 
quiet the men got a good night's rest* of which they were all 
mudi in need, Thi* morning the enemy commented firing again 
from the city; but during the night a battery of heavy guns had 
been erected by our people on the heights, and they" have now 
quite Bilenccd lhair lire. These heights (on which Hindoo Kao’s 
house and the blags tali' are situated) are nearer the city than was 
supposed, and our batteries completely command the gateways, 
anil I fancy shells can aim he thrown into the Palaca from these 
batteries, which will simplify matters very much. Our camp is 
on the parade-ground, quite out of reach of the enemy’s fire. 

, never saw such a scene of devastation in the can ton menu, 
only the walls standing, and things lying about the roads in 
every direction—broken dinner-seta, music-books, &c, 

I went to look at the public garden this morning, near which 
the Head-Quarters’ tents are: the summer-house in it burnt down, 
but the trees md shrubs uninjufed, 

Wasn't it sad news I wrote you yesterday about poor Chester I 
I hove since heard more accurate particulars of his death. It 
seems he lived for a minute or two after he was struck down and 
young Barnard, the Aidode-Camp, jumped off his horse and went 
to hie assistance, holding his head until he died. He was quito 
sensible nL hist, and s|>oke to Barnard, asking him to raise hi, 
head that he might look at kb wound; «d W^l Z 
might, poor fellow that he couldn’t live, ha wanted Barnard to 
Leave him, which he would not do, but gave him some water to 
drink on which he said, *1V hat’s the use of giving me water I’ 
But ,t seemed to revive him a little, and he died without apparent 
pam. His remain* were interred in the burial-ground yesterday 
evening, Mactier and I having had the body hound „p in‘blankets 
and we got Mr Bottom to perform the service. That poor fellow 
Bussell, also, whose wound proved mortal, was laid bv Chester’s 
side m another grave. 

I am sorry to say that two mono officers were fcjji e(1 ,| lat y h , 
not heard «f when I wrote to you yesterday : Harrison Her 
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young Davidson, of the Artillery, very severely burnt by the 
blowing up of a tumbrel. I don't think there can be any more 
casual ties amongst the officer^ or I should have heard of them. 
Bunny was In great distress yesterday evening at not having sent 
his letter in time. Tell Mrs Bunny he is in high health and 
spirits. I spoke to Duncan Pemberton for an instant Ho is 
very well; his brother is not here. 

The Guide Corps came in this morning under Daly, to whom l 
apoke. Ho is quite wall His corps has made a wonderful march. 
George Hall end Major Martin are occupying a post eotne four 
or five miles off. One of their men was in just now with a letter 
for Arthur Becher, and I 6j>oke to him; they have remained 
staunch, and after the lesson the enemy got yesterday there is 
little chance of their proving traitors now. 

General Reed arrived In camp yesterday, and came on here 
after the fight He is in very infirm health. I was able to give 
him my £harpoy f the only one that was up. Boobhan manages 
welL 

{Diary) 9th Jut ze.—The enemy behaved very well last nighty 
allowing us a good nights sleep, which was much needed by the 
troops. Took a ride into the garden just across the canal; not 
much damage done to it apparently. In the morning early the 
Guides came in —3 most soldierlike-looking set of fellows. In the 
afternoon, about two, grand attack on the Rtdge, and till troops 
out ; drive the enemy hack. In the evening another attack: the 
Guidos did good service;

The dftk man, I understand, reports the road os quite open, 
and as long as our troops continue te move along there is every 
prospect of its remaining sa This m a great comfort; but if by 
any mischance you happen to bo for a day or two without letters, 
you must attribute it to some obstruction on the road and not to 
anything going wrong here* for nothing can be progressing more 
favourably with us than matters are at present. Out guns are 
playing away from the heights on the devoted city T and a largo 
mortar won got into position last night, and it is to be hoped they 
will be able to throw shell* from it lute the Palate; but I have 
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not heard yet whether that can be dorse. Our guns that- are in 
position are at Hindoo Kao's liouw, and tJio enemy are evidently 
moat anxious to get us out of it sf they can; and yesterday they 
came out in great force to the attack, but were repulsed at every 
point Our men, however, suffered some loss, principally from 
foolishly pursuing them too far ; and the gallant Guides, who had 
only cotue off a thirty miles' march in the morning, were foremost 
in the fray: they are a noble lot of fellows, 

Norman is a very gallant and intelligent young officer, anr] ± I 
hope, will some day ba AdjutankGenerel of the Army.* We don't 
know who is likely to succeed poor Chester, but Neville Chamber- 
bin m spoken of* 

The Calcutta dftk of the 2&th is in to-day; at least I have got 
a packet of that date, and there may be mote later. I have heard 
nothing from Agra or Meerut. Of course the reed is open now 
from Delhi to Meerut* but the insurgent will, hardly venture 
to go to Meerut to attack it; and if they do, it h known that 
they are strong enough at Meerut to resist any attack that can 
possibly be made upon them. General Wilson's force joined us, 
heeau&e Delhi ia our grand object, and, that taken, our task 
afterwards will be an easy one. WLkoit'e force arrives very 
opportunely, and he himself is worth anything. Ho is, in fact, 
th& head in camp* As to the new Chief,, ho h very sick p and 
never leaves his tent; and General Barnard, though a good, kind 
mail, is not quite up to the work required of him. 

There was a very good amount of the 60th Native Infantry 
front Eohtuck yesterday—I forget the date. I saw Shuta this 
morning, and Hodson ; both quite welL I sent Mrs Hudson's letter 
to her husband.

I had just dated this when your letter of the 9th woe put into 
my hand, and I am distressed to find that you should have been 
so needlessly anxious about the non^arrivol at Simla of the dfife 
from this of the bfch* You must not indeed make yourself un¬ 
happy when thero b no dak in: it is only surprising to me that* 
considering the way in which our rear is exposed* the mail-carts 
are able to get on at all ; and both Mac tier and I have fully made 
up our minds, as the dak was late this morning, that it had been 
plundered on the road, and thia we must expect or* long, though 
everything should go as right with ns as it is doing at present* 

We ate occupying the same position still, and shall not move 
from horn, I imagine, until the os&ault is made upon Delhi, and 
when this b to be is not yet decided. A man who came from the 
city this morning describes the place as a perfect pandemonium. 
AU the people (soldiers as well), frightened at our shells and shot* 
are rushing away from this side; and as none* I believe, aro 
allowed to leave, the place must be in & dreadful state of confusion* 
A party of the insurgents of the Gwalior contingent (Horse) came 
into camp and gave themselves up thii morning, and they say 
there are many anxious to do the same, but they can’t get out of 
the city. I suppose we ah ah be obis to make some arrangements 
with them before long* I saw Major Martin this morning* who 
has tome in with his party near here^—they being considered quito 
staunch now. 

Air Groathod had a letter just now to say that three regiments

What a capital corps the Guide Corps is! They are in valuable 
to us, and Daly is a ftrst-ratu officer* His Adjutant, poor fellow, 
died yesterday evening. Daly waa with me five minutes ago 
having a cup of tea. All our pity are quite well, and I have 
seen nearly every ono of them this morning— -Beeher, Borman, 
Shuts, and also Hodeon, who was vmy thankful for the letter 
you enclosed to him. Mctcidfa was with me too just now, looking 
well. Haotkr sends many kind messages to you: it is pleasant 
having him as my chum.

I was speaking to some of the men of the Gwalior contingent 
that have come over, and they soy that the Sepoys are commuting 
all kinds of atrocities in the city* and that the city people ore 
all ready to rise on them when wc go in.

George Hall I saw yesterday afternoon quite well* 
and be and Major Martin could not have been in the way of 
the lighting this morning, no Cavalry having beau engaged, 
Herman, too, who was with me a little limo ago, is looking os 
well and cheerful os ever.

My DEAR CountEL* — Ifl these three trials — viz., Boral Bing, 
trooper; Dhawkul Sing, trooper; nod Fogwa Mahomed Khan— 
in 8th Light Cavalry, will not stand scrutiny by legal spectacle^ 
I write a few lines accompanying them to acquaint you with the 
General's reasons for not disposing of the trials m would have been 
done in ordinary time* 

On the 3rd instant, when the homes of the 8th Cavalry were 
being taken from the regiment, them was much oonfumon. The 
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regiment was first ponded, four gun* were unlimbvred before 
them, and the men were threatened that a squadron of Irregular 
Cavalry on the spot would be ordered to confine every trooper 
dismounted, and every man was ordered to mount himself m 
beet he could* The horses were at la&t got off with ihe assistance 
of some spare tytea from the Artillery, On the whole, the General 
thought there had been too little systematic arrangement as to 
what each man was to do to justify his bringing any man of 
the corjia to trial before a General Court-Martial. The. three men 
tried were brought forward as the worst behaved on the oeesr 
aion* to bo made examples of as far as practicable. By the rose 
of 'getting themselves thrown/ the men succeeded in defying 
authority os far as it was in the power of disarmed men to da 
I send by this post the first proceedings on deserters. Twelve 
more of rho 9 th* and nine of the Ifith, have since been tried, and 
of them, two from each corps—old Sepoys—are to be transported

I feci very much the anxiety l know you are suffering, and wish 
to Heaven it were in my power to relieve you by telling you with 
any certainty when, wc are to be within the walk of Delhi. That 
we shall be bo won* and make a triumphant entry* no emu in camp 
doubts for an instant; but the when is not yet settled* and the 
delay is caused* us I told you before, by a wish to avoid the loss of 
men that there must necessarily bo on our side if wc advance to the 
attack without a breach being made and other necessary prepara¬ 
tions, These arc al| p I believe, going on quietly, The enemy have 
not attempted to molest us since the terrible lesson they got yester* 
^ay, and they have scarcely even Bred n gun from the city since, 

I told you of the COth Native Infantry having at last 
mutinied end Bred on their officers, none of whom were hurt* 
aa they escaped into our camp. It eeeme pretty certain that the 
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nun of this corps have not eomo into Delhi* but are making off 
to their home# aotw^ country. A party of ton wag met by the 
9th Lancer* yesterday, who cut up eight of them; and a largu 
body wag seen higher up crossing the river 

k. id the mast sensible thing that Sepoya when they mutiny can do, 
to cut off to their homes* for their situation in Delhi must bo any¬ 
thing hut an agreeable one, and the addition to their numbers will 
hardly bo an additional source of strength in th&ir present confused 
state, I told you—did I not!—of the recent quantities of money 
some of the Sepoy a arc said to have} and one of the 75ch, 1 think 
it was T got eighty-eight gold mohuis from one of them the day after 
the first light, and yesterday several bag? were taken hy our men. 

It i m a pity the Jullunder force has got away unhurt, hut 
1 have no doubt their day will coma A report was received 
to-day of their marching towards Delta Mansi, but whether they 
will enter Delhi remains to be seem Should they do so, their 
numbers, as I before remarked, w ill add little or nothing to the real 
strength ol the insurgents, cooped up as they are within the wall*. 
Poor Mrs Chester, how I feel for her ! And yet I don't know 
that it was not a happy relent for poor Chester. His life must 
have been a continual burden to him ; and though he bore up 
manfully and was really wonder fully well considering* yet he must, I 
think, have sunk eventually under the excitement in which he was 
living for the time. I told you that his grey horse, ‘Sir Walter, 1 
was shot down by the same shot that killed him. Maisey'a horse 
was also killed that day; and Hamilton (Pension Paymaster), 
who is here acting in the Quartermaster-General's Department, 
had hie horea'e leg broken by the same shot that killed Chester. 

I suppose you have by this time Imd at Simla a detailed 
account of the killed and wounded; of the latter several are 
at their work again. I saw Colonel Herbert yesterday morning 
wish bit regiment apparently none the worse; and Light was at 
nun last night earing a good dinner. General Keed has bought 
Chester's other home. * Misa Holiday,' l>ut there ia very little 
chance of his ever riding it; he k etLll confined to his tent, and 
looking very ill I went over to him just now to do a little work ; 
he i-4 a poor* infirm old man, and seems as if a puff of wind would 
carry him away. It was a terrible trip he had down here* and ho 
was sick when he started ; I almost wonder at his surviving it 
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Major Martin was at my tent this morning for news ; he and hia 
men, with Georgs Hull, are encamped about # mile or two to eur 
left roar + guarding the camp, A large convoy came in this morn¬ 
ing* supposed to be in danger last night frem a report by Fenwick 
at ADwp&re that the enemy had crossed in force at Bhagput to 
attack it. Ko truth whatever in the report. Them weni rumours 
this morning of m attack from the Fort, hut none came oft 

We are very comfortable, Msctier and I f in our tent. It fa not 
quite so cool as you have it at Simla; but* with the assistance of A 
iattfc, we have nothing to complain of. 

(Diartj) 1M June ,—-Wake up about 1 ^u E| and get ready. 
Arrangements made apparently for assault ;* but, after an. hour or 
twos delay* decided that it was too late, the pickets not having 
been withdrawn in time. Most fortunate, I think, that we did 
not attack, for failure would have been death “and succcas was not 
quite certain ; and we are not reduced to such a desperate state yet 
AS to risk all. My own idea is—wait till the Sikh corps cornea 
Very hot day—attack on the heights again; about five, go to 
Flagstaff. A party of the enemys Cavalry got round to our left; 
Congreve very excited about it. 

Camp, IIklhi CANTOS heSt^ Sunday, HA* June* 
Your two letters of the 11tli and 12th reached me a few minutes 
Ago, and very glad indeed I was to get them, as 1 hardly ex¬ 
pected to see your handwriting again for soma time, there being 
A report in camp that a party of the one my h Cavalry bad got back 
to Allecporc ami stopped our communication. It most, however, 
be a mistake; but a detachment, with some of tho Jheend Raja's 
troops, has been sent out to see, and if the enemy were actually at 
Allecpore they will no doubt soon make themselves scarce. It fa 
supposed that there is a party of only about a hundred. It seems 
very strange to me that, now the country fa so disturbed, our daks 
continue to come so very regularly ; and yesterday Beeber told mo 
that the bullock-train eamo in without meeting any interruption, 
and bringing property of all kinds. I fancy the Sikh coqui, which 
we understand are on their way down to reinforce us, go a long way 
in keeping things quiet in the direction where they we marching.

two parties ere pitted one against the other. 

News of a reliable nature came in yesterday to Grenthed to the 
effect that the Hindoos were becoming quite disgusted, finding they 
were being made complete dupes of by the Mahomedana, who wish 
to make u religious war of it. Hopes were expressed that the 
Sappers end Artillery might be brought over to our side. One of 
the contingents on winch we can depend is said to he at FulwaJ, 
about twenty-eight miles from In? re, but it is a very difficult thing 
to obtain information from any quarter except from the main read 
to Lahore and Simla. 

We had service in camp this morning, Mr Rotten, the clergyman 
from Meerut, officiating. There was a very small congregation; bo 
merely read prayers—no sermon* 

I am very glad yon wrote to Mrs Chester. Yea ; I have his watch, 
jewel-case, oU safe, and a large lock of his hair, which Maetier 
cut off for Mis Chester. I hope she will come up and stay with you. 

George IhU was at church this morning, quite well, as are all his 
men* he said* Daly is now writing in my tent; and I liavo seen 
nearly all the Simla people this morning, or rather those in whom 
the Simla people are interested—Hoclson, Shu tv, Lecher, &c.

Camp. Delhi Caktojcmexta, Monday , irA /uml 
I wag unavoidably interrupted this morning while writing to 
yom I bad finished the extract of the newsletter* when General 
Bernard came into my tent with an express announcing tile 
departure of a large fere* from JuIIundor (some four thousand) 
to join us here; and after a long conversation as to the 
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podiency of waiting for these troops Wore making the assault 
on Delhi, he asked mo to go over to Greathed, the Govemor- 
Genend'B Agent, and see what his idea now was on the subject 
of an immediate assault* which ho had hitherto strongly advo¬ 
cated at oil risks; His views, however, ere now somewhat modi- 
Bed* Wy then went to talk with General Heed, and Imd a long 
conversation as to the advantages or disadvantage of waiting till 
reinforcements atrire; the result ie> if Brigadier Wilson agrees 
-— ond I have no doubt he will—that we shall wait quietly in 
our present position until a larger force is collected. The truth is, 
poor General Barnard has been so badgered by Greathed and quo 
or two others about him to move on with Ids present force,, that 
against his own conviction he hud determined to do so t and in all 
human probability the attack* though rather a desperate one con¬ 
sidering our limited numbers, would have Ijeen Successful; but it 
might have failed from some unlooked-for accident, and then 
1 Good-bye r not only to our little force, but to India itadJL With 
the reinforcements now on their way to join us—and we reckon 
they cannot all be here till Eha 25th or 26th instant—risk of 
failure would bo avoided; and the only thing against the delay 
is the bad political effect it may have, but this will ho put to 
rights again immediately .Delhi falls; and as to other mntineoring 
regiments joining, the only force wo are anxious about is that 
from Bareilly* which has guns with it But we hear there is 
every prospect of this force remaining in Eohilkund to watch 
events; and, besides this, the bridge at Gurnmkt<mur has been 
destroyed* which would render their crewing the Ganges a difficult 
operation. 

There must be sufficient European treopis now at Cawnpcre to- 
keep Oudo quiet; and from Agra we hear that all is getting on 
well, notwithstanding P- % croaking. 

I have told you all this that you may see exactly how matters 
stand with us, but you must not say a word about it to any one. 
The. two Generalii talked of having a Council of War to discuss the 
question, hut I advised them just to apeak quietly to Grealised 
and ErigftiUcr Wilson, and dec Me the point of waiting or not 
waiting themselves. In onr present position we are perfectly 
secure; every effort that the enemy hnvo made to dislodge ua 
has ended in their discomfiture and loss—they have not gained 
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a single advantage ever tis of any kind m jet This must 
necessarily make them dispirited, and they are not likely to 
become a bit more courageous when they know that a large 
force is on it# way to join us. With our present little Army; 
after taking the city we could not prevent the muthmere escape 
ing; but with the force advancing wg should be able to spate a 
strong brigade to go in pursuit of the wretches. 

It i# not very pleasant the prosjicct of being in tents for 
another ten days or so, but you would be surprised to see bow 
comfortable we are—with faftie* and aptmJta/u A 6 to our living, 
we could not dine more luxuriously than we do if we were quietly 
located at Simla, and I have not seen better tjram-Iud mutton 
anywhere ; ;md you will be amused when 1 tell you that the 
pastry at the mesa is about the beat I have come acres# in India ^ 
it seems that the Artillery mess cook or confectioner is famous for 
hi# skill I give you all these little details that you may know 
we are not utterly miserable! Of our party, tforman, Mfictfer, 
and myself always dine ut the mess; and Beclier sometimes. 
Our tiffin^ Maetterie am] mine; is a biscuit and u glaas of wine or 
brandy and water. We are nearly at the end of the two boxes 
1 got from Anderson^; but Msctier has picked up another box 
some where; which will last ns, I hope* until wo get into Delhi

Tire mutineers. who first came to Delhi have grown heavy on 
account of their being laden with plunder, and are no longer fit 
for action, and on being ordered to fight Bet forth excuses. The 
day before yesterday the King paid, s If you do not go out, I will 
blow up the powder-magurine and die/ On this some of the 
troops went out to light; and on their return at night, when it 
was found they also we re dispirited and that defeat wait only 
delayed on account of the protection afforded by the gates and 
walls* the force were still more dispirited* Replies have come to 
the King from Bhurtporc* Bholpore, and Gwalior. Gwalior says, 
1 When you are really King X will come to your Li£&Leti«nce/ 
I)hol|»ore was first going to kill the messenger* but let him go; 
and Ehurtpora said he was always disloyal to Delhi, and would 
remain so. 

Camp, Delhi Cantonments, Tu&d&y, lfltt Jaw. 

After all, they decided to have a Council of War yesterday after¬ 
noon, and* as I expected, it was almost unamiDQUslj resolved to 
wait in our present position for reinforcements; and Brigadier 
Wil.^oR, I was glad to see, was quite of opinion that this is the 
right thing to do. He says we are perfectly safe here, that 
nothing can harm us, and with fresh troops we Rhn.ll be able to 
take Delhi with but little loss and with a certainty of destroying 
the mutineers. 

Young Greathed, of tbs Engineers, was present at the Council* 
and was the great advocate for a forward move at otice; hut Ilia 
talk was too fiery and wild for any one to listen to. Hero therefore 
wa remain for the next eight or ton days, and in that time it will 
lie surprising if the dissensions among the routineers do not increase. 

Two villagers came in this morning from Allyghur, bringing 
an extract of General Orders appointing Patrick Grant Pro¬ 
vincial Commamlcr-in-Ohief.* I questioned the men, wdio said 
they left AUyghnr two day a ago* when all woa quiet there, and 
the road and telegraph open to Agra, The collector was at

from Nynee Taj, giving ait account of the fugitives then from 
Bareilly.

(Diary) 16fA June,—A very quiet day; hardly a shot fired by 
the enemy all day long; and we are com|*arativL<Iy quiet, entrench, 
ing onr positions. Another Council of War this afternoon, when 
it was decided to wail for all the reinforcements coming up before 
the assault is made; this will allow of the insurgents being com¬ 
pletely followed np and destroyed, and is the right plan.

Fancy the absurdity of his being allowed to bring her with 
him from TJmboILa; and she must have hod some twenty or 
thirty camels and half that number of carts in her train 3 

The enemy have again been firing at 114 but they do not harm 
ns much* m their gunners ora not very good marksmen* which is 
fortunate, as ethfifwiss our outposts might suffer considerably* 
However, a sad casualty has occurred, which ought not to have 
happened* and our Engineers ate blamed for nut being ns careful 
as they might ho. There has consequently been father an outcry 
against them generally, though the young hinds, including 
certainly Ghcsney, arc liked* and known to bo good mem 
Yesterday an unfortunate shot from the enemy's battery in 
the city found its way near Hindoo Kao's house into an open 
doorway, and killed an officer (Lieutenant Wheatley* 5lth) t two 
Carabineers^ two Goorkhas, and wounded four men besides ; all 
which might have been avoided had a few mud-bags been put 
up by the Engineer as they have been ordered to do. General 
Barnard was very vexed and angry about it, and I understand 
he pitched into Major Laughton furiously tins morning. It is a 
great pity that this should have wcuired, os with this exception 
the enemfa guns have done no damage for the last two days; 
hut they fire very seldom now, and seem to have given up attack* 
ing usl Yesterday afternoon, however* it was found that they 
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wore erecting a fre&h Uattury on our right* and a patty was sent to 
destroy it, which was dona, and one of their guns captured and 
brought into camp! Many of the enemy being killed; whilst on 
onr side Ibo only casualties were three or four wounded* includ¬ 
ing one olEcer, Captain Brown of the Fusiliers. It would bo n 
good thing indeed if the enemy would attack m in force; but 
there is no prospect whatever of tkk 

I can imagine Hodson having a very good opinion of himself, 
but he certainly is a first-ruto officer. He and Paly and Keid are 
aliout the best officers* in camp; but none of them were present at 
any of the Councils of Wan The General, however^ goes about 
consulting every one; ho is a very good Utile man, hut not a 
Sir Char] a# Napier, 

The rains stiff keep off, and they am making arrangements for 
putting the camp in order to be prepared for the rein when it 
doe# come. 

Our shells occasionally find their way into the Palace, and by 
a newsletter received this morning one fell within a few feet 
of the enemy's powder-magazsus, which has since been removed 
There will lie no effectual shell fog of the Palace until tha city is 
tnken, I fear* and then we shall be able to overwhelm them with 
fih&lls from OUT mall mortars. 

We bear there is bad news from Jhansri, in Bundclkuud, and 
I much fear, notwithstanding the way Colonel Hampton writes of 
them, the 50tb will not remain staunch* Good accounts to-day 
from Sahaninpwtt o£ the Kuseeree battalion, Arthur Bechet was 
in my tent just now; he and Mactier always send some kind 
message to you. Congreve also desired me kindly to remember 
him; he is quite well again. 

{Ol'VTy) 1 m Jum.—In the tent nil day, and kept it tolerably 
eooL Very quiet in the evening j a shell fell close to the mess 
tent* but did no damage.

That wait n satisfactory business last evening, I destroy ad the

bodies counted in one place, and nine m another; a great number 
of wounded men were token away. Our loss in the two columns 
(Eeid’s and Tombs') was two privates, 1st Fusiliers, killed, and 
Captain Brown wounded; also four or live men of the different 
regiments employed. Major Tombs had two horses shot under 
him, and hia jacket was rent by a musket-shot,

Camp, Delhi Cantos wests, Friday 19/4 Jam , 
There is little to tell you sines I wrote yesterday. All is m 
quiet as possible, and while I write there is not a single gnu being 
fired, either from our side or by the enemy. They fired away a 
great deal yesterday p but I only heard of ono casualty—a man of 
the Carabineers slightly wounded in tho face by a shell when 
going up to Hindoo Ws batteries. Our shot and shell must do them 
much damage, though we do not know the amount, but Calling in 
the confined space they do they cannot fail to do injury. I fear* 
however, there is little chance now of our blowing up their 
magazines- :it any rate, until we can establish ourselves very much 
nearer the Palace most of the mortars with the aiego-tmn being 
of Very small calibre. Of these there are a great tunny, and our 
fire will be overwhelming, it is said, when our butteries are 
suffici an t ly advanced ~ f but this they wi 11 not be for sovend days 
yet, until fresh troops arrive. Metcalfe House is one of our 
most advanced posts, and it is occupied in force* but more ne a 
picket at present than as a post of attack. 

Some people from the Jejjjore and Bhurtpore contingents came 
into camp last night, and a party of Sirdars are to arrive here 
tonlny with some Cavalry, but tho main body of the contingents 
will probably remain where it is* or thereabouts* to keep tho 
country quiet and cut off the inamgttnta when Delhi is taksn. 
It is of immense political Importance to us these contingent 
l>eing where they are, as it reao&um the village^ and shows 
the mutineers and the people of XMhi that these Hindoo status 
adhere and are faithful to our c^lse. 

There is a moat distressing report from Shnlijebsnpore, of all 
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the people there* except two, having been murdered while at 
chinch on the 31st May; the report cornea in a letter from 
Simpson from Meerut, and wants continuation. As to Jliansi, 

I fear the report of the massacre of all there is but too true. 
What a fearful retribution will yet fall on those infernal 
scoundrels I And as to Delhi, when we get in there £ don't 
think our men will spare a single life} they are perfectly 
intimated. 

I do not think I told you of rather a touching incident 
that occurred on the day of the light, on the 3th, when 
wo got up to Hindoo Kao's. In an old ruined mosque there 
we found an old woman with the dead body of a l akeer, a 
fine young in nm wbo had been, shot by our ad vance party; and 
she was mourning over the body nnd caressing it when two or 
three European sold Lens came in* and one of them put up bis 
musket and was going to shoot her, swearing that the women 
iron worse than the men and did more mischief. I told the 
man not to disgrace himself and ns by killing a defenceless old 
woman, and that we must not imitate the butchers of Delhi and 
Meerut, and become like them. One of the party chimed in with 
me, and spoke to the same effect; the would-be murderer ndkfly 
drew off, and the poor woman's life was spared. SSlc was alive 
when I left the place about half-on-hour later* and I hope escaped 
uninjured. I had a long conversation with her, aho told uia 
she was a Native of Cashmere, which she hod left many years ago 
to reside near Delhi, and the young man was her only son. She 
of course declared that he was a harmless individual, with no 
evil designs on us; but her being found at such a juncture, 
in the entrenched position of the enemy, didn't say much in his 
favour. She seemed quite to understand that it was not our 
custom to make war on women, and spoke, with apparent horror 
of the atrocities committed at Delhi on unoffending women and 
children. 

I was at Major Martin'* tent this morning; he was well, 
Hodson, too, I saw a little while ago; he had been suffering 
from cold, but was light again. 

(Diary) 19^ ./iineL—Serious attack on our right rear in the 
afternoon—the Neemuch and Nueaereebad regiments, and a troop 
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of Native Horse Artillery] very serious affair* Stay on the 
Mound with General Barnard. Attack repulsed \ but night o&rae 
ost, and result not known.

I l'e ar it will be some time before this reaches Simla, for the 
enemy are evidently toying to cut off the communication with our 
rear* and t until Qlpherts’ force arrives* which ought to be here in 
four days, the daks will certainly bo very uncertain. 

The troops from Nee much and Nussortcbad, which consist of 
three regiments and a troop of Horse Artillery, made an attack 
on oa yesterday evening on our right rear, and* as usual* got 
welt thrashed. Joking two of their guns; but I am sorry to say 
we lost also several men, some thirty* perhaps, killed and wounded y 
and amongst the former, 1 am very sorry to say* was poor Major 
Yule of the &th Lancers, lie woe shot in the thigh* and than 
received a mortal wound in the bead and neck, Arthur Bechet, 
too* is slightly wounded in the right arm —a musket-ball went 
through tlie Neahy part of it Mow the elbow ; hut ns the bone* 
Mac tier says* is not broken* I hope he will soon be well again. 
He h m ju^l been writing a leftrhundcd letter to Mrs Arthur. If 
you write to her* or when you seo Sep, Becher* you may assure 
them that the wound is a very trilling one and not likely to bo 
productive of anything more than a little temporary inconvenience. 
Ha him&rif is very cheerful. Daly, also* of the Guides, was 
wounded yesterday evening in the left shoulder by a musket- 
ball, which passed clean through without doing any material 
injury; hut it might have been a very serious affair had the ball 
penetrated an inch lower. 

At Daly's request I wrote a few lines to Mrs Daly this 
morning, and, to show her that ho was not so very ill, he directed 
the letter to her with his own hand. It would bo kind were you 
to go over and see her* and say you have hoard from me that he 
is getting on os well ps he possibly can; and with reference to his 
not writing himself* it was thought desirable that he should renin in

ing himself, d eaerted with the mutineers ; that there wore three * 
regiments, and when they reached Delhi the gates were shut 
upon them and they were told they must go out and fight first. 
Hence yesterday^ n flair. 

This morning part of the same force came round again* but 
were Boon driven away without any loss whatever on our side. It 
most unfortunately got quite dark yesterday evening before the 
enemy were driven back j had it not been for this* we sljould 
probably have taken all their guns* Hinghan {HfnutfpJiar} most 
bdlicoftely inclined* and went out this morning to where the Jhoend 
Baja's troops are, in our rear, guarding the camp; they fired away* 
too p at the enemy, who* Hinghnn says* cut off as hard as they could 
when they saw our troops coming, Hinghtm then went over the 
field of Wile of yesterday, which, ho saye, was covered with the 
dead bodies of black people, hut not a single white one. Our 
killed and wounded had been brought in. 

I was with the General yesterday at a place called the Mound* 
where we were out of firs and could see n\l that was going 
on. With the exception of Bacbar, who should not have been 
where lie was, there is no one else hurt that you know. Shu to. 
Bunny, Hudson, &c.. all well. This fighting Lb all very horrid, 
and I hope to be able Boon to toll you that the business ia 
satisfactorily tormina tod* When Major Olpherto joins, our force 
will be nearly doubled. All the detachments that are ahead of 
him will lie ordered to halt till he comes up, bo that ho will 
march in here with an imposing forcer 

Norman has just come in to our tont to have a little fileep, 
and I think I shall have one aho, m I have just finished this. 
There is n glorious wind blowing, and, with the tattie well 
watered, the tont is quite cool and comfortable. 

Perhaps the dak may coma in after all, as a man has just 
returned from Aliceporo* sent by Hodson* to say dl is quiet there j 
and a convoy of two or three hundred camels with grain came in 
this morning without molestation.

The dik, it seems, was brought in yesterday cm horseback; the 
coachman, hearing that the road wasn't quite safe, took a circuitous 
route with the mail He properly got a present of twenty-five 
rupees for his carefulness* Precautions having been now taken to 
have parties of Cavalry along the mad, I hope there will be no 
further fear for our letters. Letters were received from Major 
Olphcrts yesterday, when ho was to bo at Gutaunda, and he 
expected to reach hero by daybreak on Tuesday morning* the 
eventful 23rd—which day* It is thought at Simla, is to decide 
the fell of India I 

The addition of Olphcrta’ force, which, besides Cavalry and 
Artillery, consists of a regiment of Sikhs—a first-re to regiment, ho 
says-—and between three and four hundred European Infantry, 
would bo a very nice increase to our force; but so far as thrash¬ 
ing the enemy goes, they have not Die least chance if they attack 
us again, and soma heavy guns havo been put in the battery, to 
protect our right rear, If they try to get round that way again. 

The principal thing wo want frefill troops for is to give those 
in camp a little rest, as when there is on alarm the whole of the 
Infantry is called out, and it is rather hard work for ihem ; but 
still their health is excellent* and the weather is far from being 
as disagreeable as one would think. 

You ask me what Hope Grant's opinion was about making an 
immediate assault on Delhi* without waiting for reinforcements

He was not present at either of the only two Councils that I 
attended* bat I am pretty aura that ha could not have voted for 
an assault. It would have been a desperate enterprise, and* if 
not successful, everything would have been lost. When the first 
attack was fixed upon—and I don d t think I ever told you of 
this, it was on the morning of the 13th—it would have been in 
the nature of a surprise, and much more Likely to succeed. 
The attack did not eonse of on account of some dilator mean 
on the part of Brigadier Graves in bringing in the picket*, and 
after that day the enemy wore on tlic alert. Depend upon it 
it has bean a wise decision resolving to wait for the troops now 
coming up—the 8th* 61st ^d Coke T s* regiment—which wo look 
for in eight days or so ; hut if favourable opportunity offers—and 
there is a talk now of a split in the city amongst the enemy—wo 
may still go in before the Sth, &c., arrive, but no risk of failure 
will bo run, depend upon it: there is too much at stake. 

Your letter ol the l&th ha# just ruached me. Tell your friend 
from me, with my kind regards, that X do not think any one in 
camp shares her fear# of our losing India and of our army being 
annihilated ; there does not seem the l&i^t possible chance of such 
a contingency, and she may rest happy with ( D.V\) the certain con¬ 
sciousness of our being masters of Delhi before many days are 
over, Die delay w unfortunate, but it ean ! t be helped. 

Becher is getting on very well, but there is some doubt now m 
to whether the small bone of the arm is not broken; Macticr, 
however., says it is a matter ol trifling consequence. Daly ia 
getting on well also. He is a very good fellow, and a first-rate 
soldier.

I have just had Gree T g (^eansr) letter read to me* and 1 find 
it is a very projj^t one, without a particle of treason in iL He is 
very particular in asking after Eoobhan^s health ; telle him that all 
has gone on well at Simla since we left^ IbaE grain is selling 
at the usual pria* and that there is no cause whatever for any 
uneasiness up at Simla. Oreo is evidently no croaker. He gives 
also an account of the weather, which, he says* h unpleasantly 
hot, no rain having fallen. The little boys, too, ho mentions as 
being very well 

Nothing has occurred of any moment since I wrote to you 
yesterday, Wo had a falsa alarm in the afternoon, and all the 
troops turned out, but instead of no attack being meditated it 
seems that a party of Cavalry ware escaping from the city and 
tiyiug to get across the river, when they were fired at from the 
Fort—Irregular*, most likely, who were tired of the work and 
trying to get away to their homes* 

Mai^ay told ino this morning— and I hope it will prove true—- 
that word ha* been brought in by a Native servant from Bareilly 
that the officers of the l&th Native Infantry who were supposed 
to have been murdered had been escorted out of Bareilly by 
men of their own regiment, and had reached Hynes TaL The 
repost wants confirmation, but is very likely to be true, as the 
man corroborates the story wo had heard of Dr Hay and others 
having been taken into the city and there murdered. 

“We have heard nothing more of ShahjehanpcF©* and no 
authentic intelligence hm been received yet of what has actually 
happened there* All that I have seen came in a private letter 
from Tooney Simpson, in which he said that the regiment had 
mutinied oo the 31st May — and here J s the 22nd June. 

It ie most unfortunate our communication being ao completely 
cut off towards Calcutta* We hear regularly from Meerut* nnd

It was dona by feme 
Goojut di-saflected villagers; but a large party of the Jhecnd 
Baja's troops are now there, and have recovered nearly all the 
boats, and as the bridge is one that could not have been kept 
up in the raina* it won't be put together again, and boats will bo 
quite sufficient to take across stores and things required. 

I wrote again to Mrs Daly this morning* Mackinnoit and 
Macticr examined Daly's wound, and pronounced very favourably 
of it, and I hope ho will soon be right again. There is not a 
better or more gallant soldier in camp than ho is, Arthur Bechets 
arm is getting on very wol4 but he does not et all like the confine¬ 
ment Hqdscn has got the temporary command of the Guide Corps 
till Daly gets well; certainly the fittest man in camp for it. 

We are going to lose Major lighten—whose wife was in camp 
with such a large retinue—he returavs to TJmbaila— Lieutenants 
Colonel Baird Smith coming from Roorkeeaa Chief Engineer in his 
place- I don't know about Chamberlain making a good A^utantn 
General alter the war is over, hut ho will be invaluable now, and 
his presence here will be worth more than a thousand men. We 
expect him either tCKlay by the maii-cart, or eba he will come 
in with Glpherts p force in the momiDg.

Camp, Delhi CantonMBN m Tuesday, Junr* 

1 assure yon I have bad tbs beat of health, I am thankful to 
Bay, since joining camp ; and ns to the beat—it isn’t cool, certainly, 
btit there fa nothing at all to com|ilain of. Hodson had caught a 
little cold ; ho was living in a ’wretchedly small tent, and felt the 
heat in consequence. He ha* now moved into a larger tent, and, 
as his cold has nearly left* I auppoee he won't complain any more. 
The universal remark is* + What a remarkably mild hot season 1 ' 
Yesterday was, I think one of the hottest days we havo had; 
tcnday the wind is a little cold again. 

The grand attack of the enemy on the eventful 23rd Juno* lies 
been made* and, as usual., they have been uiksucce^ful at every 
point, so I hope we are good in India for nn other hundred years, 
1 don’t think that they have ventured to come to close quarters 
nnywbero, having been kept at a distance by our Artillery, which 
has bean playing away at them in grand style. They endeavoured 
to get to our right tear, as they did last Friday evening* but they 
were met by Olpturta’ force and soon driven bock. His party, 
consisting of about four bunded European Infantry^ a Sikh corps, 
some Cavalry, and eight guns,t with a largo convoy of storey and 
ammunition, is now safe iu Csnnp, baggage and everything; and

Jtecher u 
getting on vary well, and if ho only keeps quiet-wluch ho 
doesn't seem much inclined to do—he will soon be. able to go 
about again, with hia arm in a sling, Daly I saw tins morning; 
he too, is going on wedL You might mention this to Mrs 
Daly in case she ha* not heard from him, but he sent me a 
letter for her addressed by himself to put in the post. 

I saw a letter yesterday to Thomson from Tooney Simpson, 
dated the 90th. All were walk and they were half expecting the 
mutineers from BoWlkund to attack them. The Meerut party 
have heavy guns and have entrenched themselves, and, if attacked, 
ought to be able to hold their own against any force; but nothing 
is vet known for certain of the Bohilkund mutineers, and the 
general impression appears to bo in favour of their not leaving 
Rohilkund at aiL 

(Diary) 2Srd <fHK-A wretchedly anxious day this has been. 
OlphertV force in all right, with convoy, by about eleven; the 
enemy tried to attack him, but the bridge over the canal having 
been destroyed in the night, they couldn't get guns over. Fighting 
all day almost on our right to try and take some guns ol tbs 
onemy; we lost many men, and nil faces very long about it. Not 
much generalship, I fear.

The d&k cam a in a little earlier than usual tonlay, perhaps owing 
to the new Adjukit-Gaiisrjl, Chamberlain, being on the mail-cart 1 
We are ell so glad in camp to hear of hie safe arrival, and hope 
there will be some generalship now, for there has lwen little hitherto, 
escept, perhaps, on the 8th ; our movements that day were planned 
by poor Chester, The truth is, General Bam aid, though a very 
nice, kind-hearted, and brave old man, is no more fit for his present 
post thin he is to be Pope of Home; end as to General Reed, I 
fancy he is no better, but he very wisely abstains from interfering, 
Ws have safely weathered the eventful SSrd June, and I hope there 
wm truth iu the report that the Natives looked upon it us the day 
that was to terminate our Rule; for if so, they may now super- 
slitiously feel inclined to despair altogether of success — and nothing 
is more likely, considering the thrashings they have had, 

I am sorty to say that after I wrote yesterday a party of ours 
on the right followed up the enemy to try and take some guns, 
and wo lost a good many men without effecting our object The 
enemy were, however, completely driven off, and with terrible 
slaughter. The Native report was two thousand killed and 
wounded; but I believe there is ]Mb doubt of their liaving 
between four and five hundred killed, and perhaps double tire 
number wounded. One young officer, Brow n ,* a cousin of Mactieris, 
was killed; Colonel Welchman, wounded in the arm; end Captain 
Jones, of the Rides, in the fleshy pert of the thigh. 

It is n pity to think that we should have liod so many 
casus!tics yesterday; but the letters from the city this morning 
talk of the enemy being most disheartened at the result of their 
attack, at which all the men they could get to fight wore present. 
They may try it again when they get fresh mutinous regiments \ 
but each day strengthens our position and renders it easier for ns' 
to resist their attacks, and without exposing our men so much os 
hitherto. This letter I speak of ays that there are not above 
two hundred of the Jullunder mutineers now left, that a great 
many of them were killed yesterday, and that numbers have died 
from cholera. Major Olpherts was here just now: looking rather 
fagged, but otherwise well Fancy, the Sikh corps that come in

The detachment of George Hall’* corpe that were on the other 
aide of the fumna (at Mocwafemugar, I think) have mutinied 
plundered the treasury, and, it ia said, murdered their officer.

It is all Major Martin’s own fault that his man were not dis- 
ftrtued long ago • tbo order was giyon for its boing dou^ but ho 
felt so sura of the fidelity of his men, and begged that it might 
not be carried out, and George Hull seconded him eo strongly 
when ho came into camp, that the order for disbandment was 
not camud out, I sincerely trust no calamity will befall thorn, 
Eechur is getting on famously. I will give him your message 
when I see h.m, and he win have something kind, I know 
to say tn return. I woe sitting with him for some time this 
morning; also with Daly, who is able to write to bis wife now 
I have just posted his letter to her. 

(Diarar) 24fft Jire&^Matters were belter than anticipated, 
lite guns we did a t get; but it seems the enemy suffered very 
great loss—some fifteen hundred men killed and wounded—and 
they are much depressed. The Bareilly mutineers said to be on

amongst them was very great, and that they had no chance against 
the Europeans I made a mistake in calling Maetier'e cousin, who 
was killed on tbs 23rd, Brown; his name was Jackson, a son of JJr 
Jackson in Calcutta—not the one you know, but an older celebrity 
The enemy are quite quiet to-<9ay, hardly firing a shot. I 
suppose they are waiting for reinforcements. We have no certain 
intelligence yet as to whether the Kohilkuiul brigade is comine- 
on hare or not; by the last accounts they were entrenching 
themselves at Gumiukteesur Ghat, so perhaps they intend to 
remain there for the present and wait events. 

We ore still without intelligence from Cewupore and down 
below, but the conswf that came in last night from Agra came 
round by w«y of AUyghur, end said that all w«s quiet there 
I think it must be a mistake to suppose Her Majesty’s 8ith to 
be there; they are probably still at Cawnporo, where Sir Huoh 
Wheeler is organising a force. The™ was a Inter toAsv from 
Mr Eden, with the Bhurtpore and Jeypore contingents. All wan 
quiet with them, but they give no news of matters towar 1

We are always constant 
attendants at the mesa dinner in the evening, when there is 
generally a large party discussing tha events of tie day. 

The enemy made a faint attempt to coma out to attack us 
again to-day, but the arrangements made to receive them soon 
drove them back again* and all is quiet now; and I do trust, 
and think, too, that there is little prospect of any further loss 
of life on our side until the assault takua place* and then even* 
if wdj managed, the loss will probably be but smalh 

Yon mk Me to tell you what hm been our total bsa, including 
the 3th. It m very difficult to learn £>xactly how matters stand, 
they are so dilatory in sending in returns- but I should ifiink 
the total must be somewhere about flve hundred killed ami 
wounded* not much more or leas. It ia a largo number in our 
little army, hut some of these who arc slightly wounded have 
again joined, or are rejoining; anti aa our reibforetiucnta amount 
altogether to some two thousand since the 8th instant, you @ec 
we shall lie in rather a better position than we were. 

Haw very wrong of Dr P—— to set about such reports! I 
shall recommend his being officially written to if I ace Cfcambedain 
tenUy, and told that he will be ordered forth with from Simla 
if he Is not more guarded in his behaviour. 

I quitdi agree with you about Hodson taking the command of 
tha Guides, and tall Mre Hodson from mo that every body will 
odmiro bet husband the more for sacrificing his private feeling 
to tho public benefit I saw him this morning looking very well 
1 had a letter from Bagot yesterday of tho 21st, when all was well 
with him and tile Nusscrees ; he is anxious to bring them over to 
Uollii to join vs, but we ere not anxious to see them 1 There were 
letters from Meerut yesterday which still talked of the Bareilly 
mutineers as halting at Gurmukteesui Glutt. I suppose we ghaj 
know in a few days whether they are coming in this directiou 
or not; it seems after til that they do not number more than *boufc 
two thousand. We are very fortunate in tlis weather * the rain 
still keeps off, and to-day the sky is almos t cloudless again 
The mess to which we belong has plenty of everything, wine 
and 1 km r included; but the unfortunate Killes are entirely out of 
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beer aikl wine, so, as some one remarked yesterday, they wake up 
for it by keeping up the strictest etiquette at the dinner-table, and 
prohibiting smoking dll the cloth is removed. They are always 
very particular, too, in wearing their green uniforms. Little l>r 
Iimee looks os if ha had always just jumped out of a bond bon, 
ao neat end otosn_eety different from the Staff, who go about 
in all kinds of disguises and strange coats; end such a thing 
as uniform, except the helmet and sword, is not to bo wen 
Amorist ua. 


(Diary) 2$th —The ftSsemllEj sounded about gun rise, mul 

the enemy were slid to bo leaving the city ; but if they intended to 
attack they thought better of it, having gone back again. Very 
anxious this afternoon about the Lkngput bridge, which a party 
is said to have gone out to attack; also about Meerut, regarding 
which we ate in a great state of uncertainty and distress. 


Camp, Drum Cantonments, Saturday, 37fA Jvnt. 

Tliore is not much to tell you since I last wrote. This morning 
the enemy have been trying another attack on our position, but 
with their usual lurk; thuy have been driven Wet at all points, 
and I have heard only of two or three casualties on our side, men 
of the 75th and Fusiliers. Norman is my authority, and is now 
sitting with ua. No officer hurt. Their grand attack to-day 
appeared to ho on our left, on the picket, near Metcalfe Hbiiue. 
They also came out during the niglit; hut Norman says our guns 
(Ti>vo them back without there I icing any necessity for employing 
the Infantry, and killed a good many of them. 

Lights heavy battoty is the one that generally does most 
execution on those occasions; ho is a capital, fearless officer. It 
is satisfactory to think that we arc beginning now to expose our 
men ranch less than we did nt first. We are still without news 
fruni below, and are very anxious to hear what has been going on 
at Cnwnpore. At Allahabad wo understand that the Nth Native 
infantry mutinied,* and were attacked and dispersed by the Sikh 
regiment. A letter of the 20th was received from Mr Colvin 
Inst night, hut no Cawnpore nows in it, Mr Great bed told me,

Aa bad nswa proverbially travels fast, we may hope that all ws* 
going on well there. 

On the evening of the 25th all was well at Meeru^ and it was 
still unknown then whether they were fco bo attacked by the 
Rohilkiind mutineers or not It seems that they have many heavy 
pas mounted nt Meerut, and they do not four any attack A 
large convoy of about two hundred came la, with mm and stores, 
arrived here from ^ Fee rut this morning, having left on the evening 
of the 25th. With what is coming from TFm hallo, them will be two 
months supply of rum in camp, a good thing for the Europeans, 
and for the Sikhs ami (kwrkhaa too T all of whom drink rum and 
have it served out to them. 

Now that this convoy has arrived from Meerut, the Bhigpm 
bridge, which is never kept up in the mins, has been broken up, 
and the boats brought to this aide of the river, whore are also now 
the Jhecnd Rais's troops. He got alarmed on hearing there was a 
large party of the enemy coming to attack him, and came acres* 
the river without waiting for the convoy | this is the report, and 
I believe there is some truth in it His troops are very line men ; 
but be k net much of a soldier himself, and likes to be as near 
as he possibly can to our Eurepenns* As to hie fidelity, it is 
undoubted. 

The rains have at last coma upon us. It began to rain about 
an hour ago p and there Is every prospect of its continuance. 
It hoe made a very agreeable change in the atmosphere, and 
the doctors seem to think that* as we are in a nic& high spot, a 
little min will rather be a good thing than otherwise It not 
till the end of Use rains that Delhi generally Wmca unhealthy.

We lost 
more uifn, it seems, yesterday than ^foreum thought; some twenty- 
h,ve to thirty killed and wounded, amongst the latter lieutenant 
Chalmers, of the Guides and Hard?, 2nd Fusiliers, both slightly ; 
but the enemy, a newsletter says, had some four hundred killed 
and wounded. It seems that, as usual, our loss, principally in the 
Guides, was from the men rushing forward and exposing them¬ 
selves, The General (Barnard) told use this morning that ho is

It seems after oil that though the enemy did not destroy the 
bridge of boats at Bhogpu t, they managed to get hold of some of 
the boats that had been brought over to this side of the river. 
Hod son went over to Bhngput yesterday to ascertain exactly how 
matters stood, and he told me this morning the mischief was ail 
caused by great mismanagement on the part of Me Andrew, the 
officer with the Jhcend troops, He cut cfT without seeing the 
enemy, who were thus emboldened to come on—a email party 
of them; and they ran away again immediately the boats worn 
burned. Except for the name of the thing the matter is not of 
much importance, rw the bridge at Bhngput is never kept up during 
the rninB ; the bridge here is constructed eo as to remain up the 
whole year round, I suppose Captain MeAudrew will be super¬ 
seded m his charge; be can't be a good man, os he has failed in 
almost everything that has been entrusted to I dm. The Jhooiid 
troops are first-rate men, and it is a great pity there is no 
one with them to inspire them with confidence. Your friend, 
Herbert Edwardes* would bo the man for the post. 

We have no later news from Meerut than that I gave you 
yesterday It meat bo an anxious time for those who have 
fneqds there; but no one who knows anything about the place 
doubts for an instant their being able to repel any attack that 
may be made upon them, though it is still expected that no 
attack will be made, and that the mutineers are just waiting 
at Gurmukteesur to see how matters terminate here There is

In the midst of all the troubles that surround us p I look on the 
bright nide of things and hope wo shall all before very long have 
a happy meeting in Old England. Some people here expect never 
to see home again ; they think India is lost to us, and that before 
the end of this year every European who has not the opportunity 
of escaping by ship to England will be murdered. But title is a 
dreadfully gloomy view to take. I agree with those who believe 
that onr rule will he more firmly established than over p before very 
long* and that these wretched Natives will be well punished for 
tb&ir unfaithfulness and wickedne^. 

I wish we could have told you by this mail of the fall of Delhi, 
Our little army is still before the city; the assault has not yet boon 
made. The city is much stronger and much belter fortified than 
was anticipated, und the mutineers fight like devils General 
Barnard says he did not see such heavy or sharp firing in 
the Crimea as ho has seen here. They have plenty of guns and 
mortars, and ammunition in abundance—gtitis of a larger calibre 
than ours. Delhi was the largest magazine in India. 

A number of Artillerymen have gone over to the enemy p taking 
their guns with them, and they serve them beautifully* Artillery 
officers say that our own men do not serve the guns so well* or 
manage to load them so quickly. It Is dreadful to think that all 
the teaching and training they have bad from us p and our own 
guns, should be turned against «fu From below Delhi the daks 
WO a|] cut off : occasionally a letter from Agra is received; the 
only communication with Cawnpore and Benares is tad Calcutta 
and Bombay, and nothing has been heard from Calcutta of o kter 
date than the 5th June.

yesterday in a Bombay extra eaya that not a single regiment from 
England hag yet arrived. The hands of our rulers are fettered for 
want id troops; as it is, they are obliged to take away regiments 
from stations where they are much required. 

Every day brings seme fresh, sad reports of regiments mutiny, 
mg and murdering their officers—and not only their officer but 
every man, woman, and child with a white face they can come 
across; often putting them to death with the most refined 
cruellies, worse than anything that has ever been written of 
the massacres of olden times, too dreadful to spak of or to 
dwelt upon. And some of those poor peoplo we saw, happy and 
bright, only last March, on our way up from Calcutta to Simla, 
how little they knew the fate that awaited them i And, if God is 
not very merciful, it may still he ours. Hut wo do not expect it. 

We soon hojie to hear that Delhi bus been taken by our brave 
soldiers, and that the rebel* have received such ■ l esM u „jjj 
strike terror in the heart of every Native in the country, God 
surety m with n* lie will lend our army and scatter our enemies, 
if He commands, it docs not matter what numbers are against'ua 
Many people blame the authorities before Delhi for not having 
made the assault on the city hng ago, instead of waftine 
for reinforce me uts; but every officer with the army who had 
a voice in the matter thought it would be medics with such 
a handful of men to attempt to enter a fortified city, defended 
by thousands of armed men, and with a populace besides of 
one hundred thousand, who might, end very likely would, rise 
against os; if they saw that things were taking a bail turn with 
us, they certainly would nee. 

The enemy have constantly attacked us since the fj ra t

Giiesiiam Hoi'se, London, flofA June . 

Tlic nest accounts from India are most anxiously looked for. 
At the India House they are evidently much alarmed, and 
not without cause. An opinion seems to be growing here that 
our present red-tape »nd pipeclay system with our Native soldiery 
is not the ‘all perfection' we had been led to believe. Tho 
old system of commanding officers with more power, and fewer 
officers, and somewhat more of the Irregular cor;® system, begins 
to bo favoured. Even in my day, when Lientenaijt-Colone’is could 
discharge unfit men and promote deserving ones more easily than 
at present, and were more looked up to by the men, there was 
evidently an advantage over the present helpless situation of 
commanding officer*. There were abases, no doubt; hut the men 
themselves liked it better. When on service with my Light 
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company in tlie old 9 th, nothing could exceed the devotion of 
tho men. In N'epaul the fellows would not leave me till my tent 
was pitched, end till they saw me comfortable; they would have 
gone anywhere for the Snltib-Lague then* It may he the same 
now on service; but certainly wo knew more of our chaps then, 
and were more among them than now would seem to be the case: 
from what I hear from our young follows cm furlough. 


Colwiel H. H IIeiideiujon to Colonel Keith Yeliso, 

LOMtON, 2fifA June. 

There wu nothing in your Jotter which might not be seen at 
the India House, and, as it was of a date that made it valuable, 
deneml Vivian asked for extracts from it Since that, however, 
they have private information of the outbreak or row between 
Chaw*pore and Dinapora, in which a small Artillery party were 
obliged to fire on an armed body who collected beside them, 
acccmpanying them, and evidently desirous to get hold of the 
guns. Of this you will have had particulars months ago; but of 
course here they are most anxious for the arrival of the next 
expected ilaiij. 

It ^loulil 9ccni tlmt th& feeling of diealFflGtloti is more general 
than it was believed here to be, and that, considering the hitherto 
favourable announcements from the Home authorities, the truth 
will much disappoint the English public. 

Yon will see a strong Utter from Tucker in the Time* on tbs 
subject. No wonder ha is eore, for I have heard him blamod 
for the way in which Commanding officers have been shorn of 
their authority with regiments, and their hold on the men 
weakened by the interference of Hard-Quarters; and, if this has 
reached him, he mnat be additionally annoyed with LeadcnhalL 
In casual conversation with people there, I fancy that a feeling 
in favour of Irregulars is becoming stronger. The cry for more 
officers k not much listened to, or liked. J[oro European troops 
are apparently thought of; tile officers with these may probably 
Ih; kept up to the fullest number, so as to have some always 
ready to draw upon for other duties. I repeat whst I tonally 
hear from people in the India House; or those who hear from 
others, therefore am a poor authority; and even these plans, if 
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thought of, may be lately Altered But it b eerteia some 
general changes will bo introduced. 

I quite agree with yon that our restrictions nnd harsh manner 
of dealing with those who are entitled to go cm tho in valid 
establish meat must bo doing us great harm with the Savoys. 
Originally, when we held out tlie benefits of retirement to the 
Native soldiery, the coat was small; but of lata years the pen¬ 
sion ere have increased to a terrible extent, And the non-effect ho 
clunks me getting Iwyond whni was ever contemplated. Still., it 
was this boon that created our Native Army, and is the grind hold 
we have on its fidelity. If man are sent hack to their regiments 
rejected wholesale by the examining committees, we must expect 
they will be discontented, and spread the disaffection throughout 
the whole of the fumy. Our Seniority system also is distasteful 
to good a tsil young soldiers, and the promotion of old, worn-out 
men by mere rule of service renders the non-commissioned class 
a useless one, ami out Soubahdara and J emmlars still worse. But 
I must drop these subjects ; it is rather farcical that I should 
write on them to you out there, who must know every thing 
practically connected with them a hundred times better than I 
can, possibly do.

All 
right at Lucknow, the troops that mutinied having been cut up 
by Sir Henry Lawrence. The latest nows from Calcutta is of 
the 8th June: four Queen’s regiments had arrived in Calcutta— 
35th, 37th, 64 th, and 78 th; two of them on the 3rd, eo that 
they must have reached Gawnpotte some days ago; and the^ s 
with the 64tb, are probably the troops that Sir Hugh Wheeler 
is marching to Agm with.

Your letter of the 29th bos just been given me, Yea* it is 
quite true* as you will have seen from my former letter^ that the 
Gwalior contingent had mutinied ; but it seems from what Captain 
Stewart and Mr Ford say that we are not to have them at Delhi, 
ns they had not* by the latest accounts, left Gwalior, and the 
Rajs then*, who is staunch to our cause, was in hopes of coercing 
them with his own particular troops— Mahrattas* What a straugs 
medley of affairs it h t Stewart also mentions* and Captain Eden 
writes the fame from Hodul, 29th June, that the Neemuch 
mutineers had taken possession of the Fort of Khooehalgurh; and 
tm they have mounted their guns on the walls, there they will 
probably remain, Stewart brought some Lite papers with him, and 
in one I see that part of the Joudhpore contingent had marched 
to Nuasereebad, and that all were faithful I suppose the con¬ 
tingent i# composed of men of that part of the country, which 
accounts for their remaining fira^ as it seem# only to be the Gudo 
men, or the Poorbmh# f as they are called, who take any share in 
the mutinous movement 

ITou may perhaps hear a story, with exaggerations* about some 
men of the 4 th Sikhs, It ffeema there are about one hundred 
and fifty Poorfeahs in the corps, nnd they have been more then 
once half suspected of not being quite trustworthy; two of them

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The capture of Delhi cannot be very long delayed now ; some time 
next- week, I should soy, there is a certainty of our being inside 
the walls. The day must depend upon the way in which it is 
intended to take ihu place. I do not know whether it is intended 
to batter down the walls first or not; if it iu, an advance battery 
aiu^t be made* which will take a little time. Coke's corps came 
in this morning, and they were played in by Her Majesty's Gist 
band, sent out to the Garden by Colonel Jones* The men seemed 
to feel the compliment. They are a tine,, rough-looking set, of 
fellow*, end upwards of eight hundred strong—a very valuable 
addition to our force. 

A wing of Fenwick's regiment of Irregular* also came in; tho 
other wing was hero before. It La expected they will prove true, 
asid they have behaved well hitherto; hut if they show any 
symptoms of disaffection they will be disarmed at once. Tho 
few men of George Hall s corps (4th Irregulars) that are here, also 
those on tho road, are behaving well I told you of the distrust 
that tiie Sikhs had of the Poorbeu/n in the Sikh corps. They 
are to he disarmed this afternoon; there are only one hundred and 
fifty of them, ond they will be sent back to Iluzara, where they 
left all their property. Once quit of these men* there are no 
infantry in camp on whom we cannot depend to the last. I 
spoke to Coke on the subject this morning, and he says hid men 
and aU the Punjab regiments are to be entirely trusted How 
strange the very men that were fighting against us only a few 
yeare ego! 

The enemy have been very quiet today* except firing a few 
guns. One of their batteries at the More# Gate is stated to have 
been knocked to pieces by our fire ; bat, though silenced, I doubt

Camp, Delhi Canton wests, Sunday, srA July. 

Wc have been very quiet since I wrote to you yesterday, and 
ore bo now. I dare say yon received at Simla a very osjigge rated 
account of the attack on Alhscpore, making out oil kinds of 
misfortunes to ue. It was liad enough our allowing the enemy 
to get there nt all; but beyond their partial plunder of tha 
place, and obliging a party there of the Punjab Irregular Cavalry 
(1st,* I think) under Lieutenant YoutighusWl to withdraw, 
no damage was dona It ia supposed that the enemy went to 
Alleepote in the mpeotation of finding the 17th Irregulars there 
with treasure, some two and a half lace, and lots of ordnance 
stores } but Lieutenant Hoc kin (whom we met at Shumsabod) bod 
been warned from here to halt nt Lusaowlie, which he did, ami ho 
« now coming on with the Jhceud Rsja’a force, whose guna have 
Ijeen manned by Europeans t coming down, and a large party of 
Lanecra, &c., arc going this evening to meet the convoy and 
bring it in. Some went so far as to any that the 17th Native 
Cavalry had sent on emissaries to Ihslhi to amngo with the 
mutineers to join them and bolt with the treasure. It ia quite 
poBsabb enough, for I have not the same faith in any of these 
men that Mrs Martin has; but if such were their intention it 
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has now been effectually frustrated Tile only unsatisfactory part 
of yesterday^ business ia our not getting possession of the 
enemy's gnus, "Wo got one of two of their ammunition carte, 
but the general impression appears to be that had we managed 
properly wo ought to have secured their guru; hut it is not 
porhape right to say bo, for our Artilleiy are a fint-mta set of 
fellows, and Borman, who was out, did not blame them*. I only 
toil you what they say in camp, and the truth is that when the 
enemy bring out guns and we go after them, no one [a con¬ 
tented unless they ore taken. 

You ask me the particulars of Lieutenant Smith’s death; than 
can be no doubt whatever of it, I fear. Dr Scott, whom Mrs 
Martin and Mire Hall know,, got a letter some days ago from 
Meerut saying that he was wounded by a Sowar, whether 
one of bis own men or not was not known* He was put 
into a doolie; he was some distance from hia house when this 
occurred, and on his way home* Soma of his corps redo up 
OFid asked if it were the Adjutant-Sahlh^ and on hearing that it 
was they fired into the doolie and killed him. Die letter did 
Bo^ I think, cay how this intelligence wm? received, but it 
waa looked upon as the truth. Dr Scott comas across every 
morning to our tent for a cup of tea; ho tokl me that George 
lbi]l was quite well, and Martin* ha said, complaining a little a# 
usual. 

You will be shocked to hear that poor General Barnard is very 
ill with cholera, and from what Maekmnon and Mactier told me just 
now there is not the least chnncs of his recovery. Doctors Brown 
and Tritton are olio in attendance on him, but they hold out no 
hope. truth appears to be that the |joof General bn* been 

ailing for the last ten days, hut it Inis made no difference in bis way 
of going on—Always in a state of excitement, rushing about all day 
in the sun and exposing himself in everything. It is no wonder 
that ha has been quite unable to bear up against the attack. He 
is the kindest, most amiable eld man that ever was, but most 
utterly useless as a general* and altogether misplaced in Ida present 
position. Congreve ia tho next senior officer in camp, hut it is 
arranged, I believe, that in the event of General Barnard’s death

I axu very glad you have recovered the 
tin box with the rupees, but it is annoying* m you say, not know¬ 
ing who the thiol is; but I have very little doubt that the rest 
of the servants will find him out. If they don’t* I will try what 
I can do when I como up to Simla (which I hope to do some day) 
by making them go through the ordeal of chewing rice. The 
money-box having been put hack as it wis*f 1 think this plan will 
be mfiilliblD. I fear it is Tajie, Had you not better give the 
kotwal a present for helping to recover the money! Aek Lord 
William Hay, and give, say, from twenty to fifty rupees. 

Really you are us bad, by your own account in not ausp>ecting 
Tajie, Uree, or Gowroo, as Mrs Marlin and Mrs Hall arc about the 
wretched 4th Irregulars We had a pretty specimen this morning 
of the faith to be placed in any of these brutes of Sowars; but, 
perhaps better say nothing aliout it till you bear of it from other 
quartern. It is not the 4th, however* but the 9th that liave boon 
misbehaving this time—Fenwick's corps; the picket from which, 
on our right flank, joined a party of the mutineers and rushed into 
camp past a picket of the Carabineers* who are stated not to have 
behaved so well as they might have done. Th& object of the

measure is pretty well decided upon, and with our Artillery it can 
be easily done, and iho whole of them annihilated if they dare to 
lift a linger. Just before this affair took place it was reported 
that the enemy were going to attack us m force, and I went out 
with General Heed on the Mound ; but the attack wr-us a vary foe bio 
one* and oar troops soon drove them all back into the city, with, 
so far m I can learn, little or no lo&s on our &[de. The only 
one I heard of as being wounded was Lieutenant Kemp of the 
60th, or 5th t Native Infantry, I don't know which. He waa 
shot through the hand and thigh, but not, I think, a very severe 
wound, ns he stopped and spoke cheerfully as he was Visaing 
in the dooMe* 

I saw- George EaU abont on hour ago; ha is getting rather 
infatuated about his men again, and will hardly allow yet that 
tho men of the picket gained the mutineers. He Bays they 
merely galloped in to give notice of their approach. Our 
officers, however, who were at tho battery clone by s declare to 
the contrary, and say they saw them plainly making signs to 
the mutineers, whom they actually joined when they charged, I 
trust and think there will bo no question raised about disarming 
not only the 9th, but the 4th also; and, a* X said, with our gu Z 
they dare not atir. It will bo a very different business from 
the disarming of the Hth Native Infantry at Jhekm.

You iifilv ma why I did not toll you of the intended attack of 
the night of the 2nd duly. I knew nothing of it till afterwards, 
and if I hid I don't think X should h*vq told you* for these 
are matters that ought really to be kept as secret as possible; 
and if the intended plan of attack ehould leach the enemy* 
which X dare say it will now that it has been so freely spoken 
of, it is not likely to assist our ulterior operations. I fear, how¬ 
ever, aa I said yesterday, that I was premature In telling you that 
Delhi will be taken aome day this week; we must put this off a 
little longer, but that it will be ours in good time we all feel 
very certain, 

A large convoy of stores came in thia morning, and, X believe, 
two or three hundred Sikh Artillerymen. It is a grand thing 
ths Sikhs proving so staunch; they hate the Foorb^ahs most 
cordially. 

General Hewitt Im been allowed leave to tho hills, General 
Penny succeeds him at Meerut All was well at Meerut on the 
7th* 

{Diary) dtk Jut #.—Alarm soon after breakfast. Enemy coming 
out in great force at the old place, the right and right hank ; 
hut the business began by a party of Cavaby rushing into camp 
on our left finnk, the pickets rushing in with them, and, it is 
thought, the Sth Irregular joining them—the Carabineer* bolting. 
After this our troops swept all the loft and loft front and drove 
the enemy into Delhi, their loss said to be fifteen hundred; but 
ours very great—two hundred and twenty-three killed and wounded, 
Wretched rainy day At the Mound with General Heed until all 
was over. 


Camp, Delhi Caktosmests, Friday, lttfA Jttiy* 
The dik is not in yet, so I will commence at once by giving 
you a mure correct description of yesterdays proceedings* of which 
I had received a very garbled account when I wrote to you. One 
knows very little at Hist of these fights except what comes under 
one's immediate observation, and I was with the old General on the 
Mound, with most of the rest, of the Staff, having only left him 
onoe or twice to bike messages to Coke's regiment, which was on 
the cxtmne left 
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HODSON * TAKEN IN' BY TNE ENEMY. 


Well, let tnc fiwG tell you that tho remit of the day's work was 
most satisfactory. The enemy were pursued to within three or four 
hundred yards of the walls of the city, and their less lb said not 
to be Iiss than a thousand ; and they are reported to have brought 
oil the troops that they had out of the city to make an overpower 
ing attack on us. Major ReiiJ h who has u good Opportunity of 
judging from his position at Hindoo Eao\ says they mu At have 
had about eight thousand uuui, and it is his opinion, from the 
punishment they got, that they won't venture to attack ue again. 
It must be very disheartening to tho ecoundrek to find themstd voa 
always beaten in this way. I hove not beard any news from the 
city yet* hut I may before I close this, and will tell you what it is if 
I do, I am sorry to say our lose has been severe—about one hundred 
killed and wounded. Amongst the latter six olhcere : Lieutenant 
Mounstoven, Her Majesty's Bth, mortally—since dead ; the rest 
slightly j Pullen, 36th Native Infantry; Lieutenant Hills* Artillery; 
Kemp* 5th Native Infantry; Murray* Guides; and Eckford* 69th 
Native Infantry, with Sinnoor battalion* Colonel Grealhcd was 
not with his regiment; several of his men were knocked ova?. 
Greathad’s brother, of the Engines rs, hod his horse shot All day, 
tewlay, the enemy have been very quiet, not firing a shot, I should 
like very much to be at the council in the city to-day + and huar 
what they think of matters now. 

As to the business of the 9th tiregulsre, it is now being inquired 
into by a court sitting for tho purpose; and whatever may be 
fettled on the question of the picket having joined the enemy's 
Cavalry, or at bert tacitly permilted their entering our camp, I 
trust the termination at the tart will be the removal of all the 
Irregular Cavalry from camp, except tbs Sikhs, 

Did I teh you how Hodson unui taken in yesterday by a party 
of some hundred or more of the enemy, whom he met when on 
the lookout lor those very men f He was quite convinced they 
were our own Sowars on their coolly telling him §o r and they 
managed to get clean off without hie finding out tho 'mistake till 
too late to follow them up. One man of the 6th Irregulars wns 
the only one killed, hia horse having mn away with him into our 
picket The scoundrel*, as Hudson observed, deserved to get 
away for their coolness and cleverness ! 

Ai I told you yesterday, there were 


some twenty or more 
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killed in and near the camp. It mined aim oat all day yesterday, 
and most of the nighty and to-day t too, it boa been drizzling 
a good deal; it is very cold in consequence, 00 much ao that 
p\itif >0 h very agreeable. 

I think I ahull mk you to send down a box of * creature 
cotn forte *—some cma^oa, which, m Arthur Bechcr observed, 
would have been very acceptable yesterday when we were all 
dripping weL Mactier* Norman, and I f however, got some 
bmndy and hot water, of which wo nil much approved. We are 
well off for brandy, having got a dozen cases from M Donald 
shortly after our arrival here, 

I think I told you of the very high price some things fetched 
at an auction a few days ago, dollies and provisions that bad 
belonged to (.'Junemis Anson and Barnard t flannel jackets, ten rupees 
each. It would ho a great thing, certainly, if the poor soldiers 
could be provided with flannel shirt*; but I fear there is no chance 
of the ladies making a tenth part oj thosa required in time, and 
it is proposed to buy some on account of Government j they would 
have been in valuable yesterday* 

A letter from Meerut, of 7th, says atl well at Cflwnpore T Futty- 
fibur, and Lucknow on 27th ultimo. Mr Saunders, Civil Service* 
has just arrived from Meerut; I hope ho will be of more nee than 
the other civilians here. I have just seen Hudson, who telle me 
there ha* been only one man in from the city as yet, and ho 
gives little news beyond the fact of their being a good deal cut 
up at their losses of yesterday, and it Kama they lost fifty of their 
Sowars, some Soiihahdare* and the leader of the party, a Kc&saldar. 

I have just seen Mr Saunders ; he left Meerut the day before 
yesterday, where he says all was well, and he mot with no impedi¬ 
ment on the road. 

(Diary) 10/A JVy.—Another very rainy day; and m the 
afternoon disgusted to find, on going to the Generals to speak 
about the Court of Inquiry on the Gtk Irregular business, that 
the enemy were said to be coming out again. It seems, however, 
that they soon returned* and our troops wore not turned out 
The enemy lost, it is auid, five hundred killed yesterday, and* I 
suppose, some ten or fifteen hundred wounded; we had forty- 
three killed and one hundred and eighty wounded—bad lookout.

Camp, Delhi Cantonments, Saturday * 11(A July. 

The itiik c-ame in very late yesterday afternoon, bringing mo your

I daw sty what he did say 
is Unit when there is sufficient force collected at Cawnpore there 
ought to be &n attempt made to reduce the country thereabouts 
to quiet and order f hut Sir Hugh Wheeler ought to march 
up at once towards this, and I shall be much surprised if we 
do not very soon hear he h doing m with at least four 
European regiments. There is a report, indeed, to this effect, 
and l suspect that hearing of this him something to do with 
the delay in the attack. Here is the end of the week, and 
nothing dona towards it yet Talking of Lower India, I think 
I mentioned that by the last accounts both Ecliir and Bengal 
were quite quiet. 

Nothing has happened here since I wrote yon yesterday: the 
enemy have not bothered us at all, and there, is reason to suppose* 
as w*a said before that they will hesitate a long time before they 
attack us again, I am sorry to aay that onr loss the other day 
was much greater than any of us had any idea of: two hundred and 

twenty-three killed and wounded, of which forty-one were killed_ 

rather more, than half Europeans. With so many wounded in 
comparison to the killed, there must bo a great many with only 
alight wounds The loos of the enemy is said* by letters* to be 
fully as many as was supposed—£L?e hundred killed ; and the 
wounded were most likely not l&sa than twice or three times m 
many. It seems that the scoundrels paraded four of their own 
guns through the city, giving out that they had captured, them 
from us. Of course the mutineers and others whom they 
attempted to imp* upon would soon find out the deceit 
practised upon them. 

li\ e hear no fresh news from the J eypora contingent* or from 
Agm or about tha Neenmth mutineers; but there is a report 
that the Rcja of Gwalior has mi up for himself. This very likely 
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is not the case* but w r ere it so, St would do us good in this way* 
that all the umtineora in his dir ration would flock to his standard 
instead of coming up here. 

The Court of Inquiry on the 9 Eh Irregulars' affair on fcho Dth 
baa resulted, I believe* in an order being given for the march of 
the regiment out of camp, and hack to Hooshyurpoio; but they 
are not to he disarmed, there being no satisfactory proof, it is 
thought* of the complicity of the picket with the mutineers. The 
regiment was to have marched yesterday evening, but the men 
were detained on account of the rein; and the feeling ie m strong 
against them in camp that I should not be surprised to Lear of 
their ljeiug disarmed yet 

1 am sorry to cay that it is an undoubted fact that the picket 
of Carabineers and the 9th Irregular Cavalry disgracefully fled, 
though they were colled upon by Tombs to charge the cnotay—- 
which they w r cre quite strong enough to do* some forty of thorn; 
but except the officer in command— Lieutenant Stdeman I think 
bis name i$—and one mim, they all ran helter’skelter into camp, 
some of them getting thrown from their homes. Toniha and bis 
Sulialtem, Hills, were in great danger for some time, and killed 
some four or five of the enemy. I don't know what the General 
will do in tills Carabineer affair. Creotlied, who waa here just 
now, says one or two of them onght to be shot; but I fancy the 
matter will lw allowed to drop by the General telling them how 
they have disgraced themselves, and giving them an opportunity 
of wiping out the stain. Many of the men are very young. I 
don't envy these fellows—the abuse they will get from their 
comrades and from the 9th Laneera* 

(IMartf) 11th J%.—Rained heavily all night, and a foggy, misty 
morning. Tho 9th Irregulara sent away to-day, but with their 
arms and homes. The general impression appears to bo that they 
ought to have been disarmed; but the regiment was formerly 
commanded by Chamberlain, hence his partiality for it. 

Cawj\ Delhi Ca^tokmf.nts, Sun day, i3fA July. 

Nothing has happened w^rth telling you since my last. All 
has been quiet, which may be in some measure accounted for by 
the heavy rain. It rained tuoefc of last night, and wo have had 
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a slidwer or two to*day* but there luivc been also a few glimpses of 
HimBliin^i Fortunately we are on good high ground! and the water 
mm off at once down to the canal in rear of our camp. 

The most interesting piece of nows from the city ia that they 
have heard there that a hum peon force ia marching up here 
from AJlyghur, and they propose going to the I linden River and 
breaking down the bridge there* which bad been repaired by the 
enemy for the passage of the Bareilly mutineers. This ia tho first 
time the city news has said any tiling about a European force 
moving up, ami I think there can be very little doubt of fch* 
correctness of the intelligence, and that it ia Sir Hugh Wheeler 
coming on with Rome of the European regiments which must have 
cached him from Calcutta. In n day or two we shall probably 
obtain reliable information on the subject from Meerut ; and I 
am perfectly certain, from what I *ee of affairs hem* that nothing 
will be done in the way of assaulting Delhi until these Cawn pore 
troop* arrive, and the Komarm klklion must also be here by 
that time. It is now, 1 believe, on this aide of Umbolln. 

To counterbalance this good news of the approach of the 
Cawupors force, there ia a report that the Meerut mutineers 
have teteiaed the prisoners in the Agra jail, end that they may 
be expected hare with three hundred of the prisoners in four 
or live days. As to the prisoners, it would be rather an 
advantage* perhaps their getting into the city: they would 
certainly plunder all the Sepoys they could; and the Nwnmch 
people have been reported to be coming so often, that there 
must bo some great influence at wort to prevent them* and if 
the Gwalior Raja is setting up for himself, the beet thing that 
could happen for us would be for the N«muth troops to join 
him, 1 think 3 told yon that there ia a rumour of the Gwalior 
Raja intending to make himself King of Central India, and 
ii is to be hoped it is true, as we have nothing to expect from 
him in the way of troops that can bo depended upon, and th* 
more parties that try to assert their independence instead of 
rallying under one head the better. At Jhelum it seems that 
the Sikhs in the 14th took part against their Ptw&eah comrades 
and firm! upon them. I am very anxious now to hear about 
Sealkote; I fear there will bo some great disaster there, tu, they 
have no European troops except a little Artillery. 
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I wai in Becher's tent this morning when Mnctier and 
Mackinnon had a final examination of hia nrm p and it was 
pronounced that the Hindi bono was broken after all; they could 
not be certain before because of the swelling* He is in no pain, 
but be must have his arm in ft splint now, nnd it will toko about 
three weeks before it is well,

Tht !ki scorns to be no intention at present os fur as I can loirn, 
of out assaulting the city just yet, but whether wo arc to wait 
for Sir Hugh Wheeler or not I don h t know j there is no further 
intelligence of him, but we are all ^uiU confident that he is on 
the rood go me whore. By this time also, or before the end of thi* 
month, some of the troop# which will no doubt have sent 
overland, 4i3 soon as they hear of the L>elM business, will arrive 
here. 

Norman has just been sitting with me, and we liava been 
calculating that they ought to have heard in London of our 
disaster by the mail that would reach London by the Sth or m 
of June. From what Norman says, the news of the Delhi and 
Meerut massacres may have been telegraphed to Bombay on the 
12th or 13th, in time to reach there by the outgoing mail. 

I saw George Hall and Major Martin this morning; they are 
both welL Their regiment, of about forty men, are the only 
Irregulars now in camp, the 17th, Hocking having been sent 
otl on an expedition somewhere to get rid of them. It stems 
that Fenwick lias been removed from the command of his 
Irregular corps, the 9th, and ordered to rejoin Ilia regimen l f the 
5th; his second in command, Lieutenant Campbell, succeeds 
him. All the camp is efyiug out because tho 9th men wore 
not disarmed ; but it ewms it was formerly commanded by 
Chamberlain, and he is weakly anxious to believe they are loyal 
I don't think 1 told you that the Native Artillerymen^ about 
forty* were disarmed two days ago. It was merely a precautionary 
measure : there was nothing known against them ; they bad 
behaved* indeed, particularly well, but disarming them was the 
right thing. I agree with you that oil tbo Native troops should 
bo disarmed if possible, except the Sikhs and Goorkhas ; wo 
cannot do without them, and as far as wo know they are 
entirely with us* Fancy, the poor little Goorkhas have some¬ 
what leas than half the number of effective men that they 
had on the day of their arrival here, and yet they are always 
as jolly and cheerful as ever* and as anxious to go to the front 
when there is an attack. 

Of the men horn de comAaf now, of course, there are a good 
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many sick and wounded, who will eventually recover There has 
bean a good deal of firing going on, for the last hour or two on 
out right and front, where the enemy have come out to attack us, 
bat I have heard of no casualties and from what S onuan says 
judging by the messages that have como down, there has been 
little damage done on either side. Our men have had strict 
orders to keep within camp, and for the List few days the 
Engineers have been employed in throwing up small embank* 
menta to protect the Infantry and allow of their firing at the 
enemy without exposing themselves unnecessarily. 

Twenty minutes past three, and I must send this ofL I have 
just been to Bechetf* tent: he has heard of no caminllies; and

The KemaoD battalion will not bo hero for some time now;

mid incorporated with a small Jfov&bJn Column to look out for 
the Seolkute mutineers in the event of their escaping Nicholson— 
which it appeare they have not done. There seems little chance* 
I think* of many of them making th&ir escape after the thrash¬ 
ing they have already got. In case of any of them getting across 
the HavaOp there are still the Be&a River and the Sutlej to stop 
them. 

All has been quiet here since I wrote to you yesterday, and the 
only news of interest wo have is that a sjr&f had reached Meerut 
from Cawnpora in seven days, and be said that Sir Hugh Wheeler 
had Is ft there with his fores; but where he had marched to he 
could not say. I dare say it wili be some days yet ere we receive 
reliablB intelligence of his movements. We are anxious, of course* 
to hear where he is; but the authorities in camp have evidently 
mode tip their minds that a few weeks’ delay mote or less now is 
of no consequence. 

More changes again In the command of this force. I told you 
that poor old General Read was almost bedridden. That day 
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ho was oat exposed to the rain for so many hours quite knocked 
him up apparently, and it has at last been settled that ho shall 
leave here to-morrow evening for Simla with a party of sick and 
wounded that are being sent to Umballa. At Simla, perhaps he 
may bu appointed to the command of the Militia.

Brigadier Wilson is to succeed to the command of this force, 
passing over Colonels Congreve and Longficld, neither of whom 
is, I believe,, over anxious lor the honour and resjwneil.sliu-. 
Congreve indeed it was who told ma himself this morning that 
Wilson was to succeed General Rood. It is the wisest selection 
that could be made, and it is thought that the new Command*' r 
will get on very well, better than he has done os Commander of 
the Artillery here, his plans not having succeeded very well ; but 
as Commander of the whole Force it h generally believed itiat ho 
will do the thing much better He can't do much worse than 
his predecessor, though General Reed would, 1 think, have got 
on very fairly had he been in rude health.

Camp, Delhi Caxtohment$, JVidby, in ft July , 
JTothlog now here since I despatched my letter yesterday. The 
enemy talked of coming out again to-day to attack, which it was 
thought probable they would, as they got an &cco&$ion to their 
force yesterday of the Jhansi Force—eight hundred Infantry, they 
say, some Ca% r alry* and three guns. I Suppose they are going to 
wait until they get further reinforcement^ ’ or, it may be h perhaps, 
tLiat they are too much taken tip lighting amongst the ni selves as 
it ia reported to be a grand ground of quarrel the Bareilly muti¬ 
neers not having given up their treasure to the King, and there 
was a talk of coercing them with the other troops. This would 
be a grand tom&thft if it could be got up, I am afraid your friend 
who tells you of the mutineers bn lying their dead and wounded 
in one pit is not much ta be depended upon* They leave a good 
many of their wounded behind, I dare say, hut still a great many 
get into the city m f and we heard a week or ten days ago that there 
were fully three thousand wounded men there, and the number 
can't have much diminished, M there have been two skirmishes 
eince them They have one native doctor, it is said, who looks 
after all these unfortunate wretch on 

About one hundred and fifty of our sick and wounded are to 
be sent off to IJmbaUn this evening, amongst them Colonel 
Welchman and some other officers. General Reed alao goes, and 
Brigadier Wfljon has already assumed the Command of thli Fores* 

Colonel Congreve likewise leaves uj this evening by mail-cart_

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and can not act under an officer (Wilson) junior to him. I fancy 
he is very glad to get away ; you will see him at Simla, 

Curaon left hero yesterday evening; he promised to cad on you 
At Simla and tell you whftt a merry life wo are leading, lie 
has long been anxious to get away l and I don't much wonder at 
hie now going, as by the arrival of Generals Grant and Havelock 
ho haa no appointment whatever, 

I am with you at a loss to know what women and children 
Major Goad alludes to ne being in Delhi, Wo have hoard of 
none that I am aware of. 

I called on Mturay-Mackenzie this morning. Ho is getting on 
woll; but hi* wound, which is one that requires rest for ils cure, 
still confines him to bis bod. 

I mot Brind 4 at the tent, who is very loud against Sir John 
Lawrence for leaving the Sealkote force without any Euro¬ 
peans. I should think* from what we hear, there cannot 
be much chance of many of these mutineers escaping. Brind 
was telling me that our position on the right, and right front, 
La* been very much strengthened within the last two days, 
and that if the enemy do come out again in (Shut direction they 
ought to bo annihilated without our losing a single man; and 
now' that Wilson is commanding (he is made a Brigadier-General)* 
good core will no doubt ho taken to prevent nnr men from 
leaving their eover and putting themselves in the way of grape- 
shot again from the walls of the city. 

I fancy, from what you say p General Penny would just &a booh 
stay quietly at Simla, and I should think he would lie about as 
much iayo there A8 he will be at Meerut.

at the taking of Delhi ; for I really begin to think that it will be 
a v&ry long time yet, perhaps another fortnight or three weeks, 
before we take the place. During this long interval wo shall bo 
really far bettor off hero than you all will be fit Simla or else¬ 
where, looking to the state of uncertainty and anxiety yon will 
he in. Were the delay double this, however, we should be all 
right here, and if we only keep on the defensive—which, I 
think, we really shah do now—we need scarcely lose a single man. 

The camp generally ie very healthy, and you need he under no 
anxiety on my account, X am quite well now, find wo Buffer no 
inconvenience except Hint it Is a little hot sometimes in the day¬ 
time; and the flies are rather an abomination unlew we keep the 
tent dark We are pitched on nice high ground; but by way of 
ensuring the tent lfting kept dry wo have raised the veranda 
some six inches or so, which effectually prevents any water getting 
in wore it so inclined. It ia a great comfort there being no 
mosquitoes; and at night it ia almost cold enough for a blanket 
before morning* Nearly 3 P.m, and all quiet, 

{Diary) 17 fA July. —Went to bid Welchman good-bye—find 
him tolerably cheerful; lie goes to Umballa with a party of 
sick and wounded this evening. Nothing stirring to-day* In 
the afternoon pay el visit to General Heed, who also goes away 
this evening, having made over command yesterday to Brigadier 
(now Major-General) Wilson* Congreve abo off to Simla this 
morning: Curzon went yesterday \ both have, I thmkt shown 
rather Indecent haste in leaving.

I have thought it as well to write a few line* (herewith 
enclosed) to the servants about the theft that took place in the 
house, and warning them that X intend to come np to Simla again 
before very long, and that they had better behave themselves 
properly.

There is little to tell you since yeEterday. Tho enemy remained 
quiet all this morning* and they havn come out again now to 
attack us at the same point, the right and right front I was 
out for half-aisdiotlr with the General on the mmol place of 
assembly, the Mound battery ; but ail appearing bo ho going on 
well* wo retumed two or three hours ago p and eince then, from 
the accounts that have been sent down, tho enemy are keeping at 
n respectful distance and our rtieii are remaining well under cover,, 
And now tbit Brigadier Wilson is commanding, 1 have no doubt 
but that the orders will be properly attended to—to bo content 
with driving the scoundrels off without following them up to the

with him — which were, after all, little more than a hundred, the 
regiments sent to join him having been detained at Allahabad — 
have all been cut up. This, however, surely cannot have been the 
case ; and the real solution of the difficulty appears to he that ho 
liad gone down to Allahabad, flora friendly Native chief having 
agreed to hold Cawnporo for ns, and that Sir Hugh had left 
Allahabad with a European force towards the end of last month. 
The Agra letter states that all was well at Allahabad, and that 
there was no doubt of then) being a European fore* at the 
beginning of this month or the end of last between that place 
and Cawnpore; and a letter of the 15 th received yesterday from 
Meerut mentions, on what is considered good authority, ntul quite 
independent of that from Agra, that General Wheeler had gone 
down to Allahabad, and that he wag to be at Cawnporo (which a 
kindly chief wae holding for us) on the 4th of this month with 
four thousand Europeans* Supposing this to be true* and T 
think we may assume it as very nearly bo* it will still be a long 
time before we can expect to see him here—say a fortnight or 
three weeks, perhaps, from the present time—for Sir Hugh Wheeler 
would probably make n demonstration with a huge jHirt of his 
force in the direction of Lucknow before he came on hero. All 
this delay is very unfortunate, but it seems unavoidable; and 
except in a political point of view it is of very little importance* 
for uur men seem really healthier than they are in cantonment*. 

Provisions of all kinds axe in the greatest abundance and very 
ehrap. I happen to know* m I went with Thomson thb morning 
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to look at the Sudder Easoar, La the Government Gardens on 
tho other side of the canal; it was crowded with people from 
the villages with everything for sale in Lhc greatest profusion. 

Our troops who escorted the sick and wounded oat last night 
have brought in a large convoy of ammunition and stores. A 
strong party of Sikh Cavalry also came in s so that wo arcs now 
well off for reliable Native Cavalry—a very good thing, os it will 
save exposing the Lancers and Carabineers very muck Fortu¬ 
nately to-day ie a nice, cool, dowdy and windy day, bo out men 
who are obliged to bo out aro not likely to suffer. 

You asked me about the Fultiata Raja; there is no doubt 
about hh sticking to us to the very last. My servants here are 
behaving as well as possible. Soobhan was very anxious this 
morning to go up to the batteries to aae the £ fun ; 1 but aa Mactier 
and I told him he would be shot, he agreed to stay at home! 

Tell Mr Philip the Agra news. It is a pity there should be 
such absurd reports alraut, but there seems no helping iL Have 
you beard Jinything of a mins that the enemy were said to bo 
making up to Metcalfe House? It seems to W all nonsense; but 
in case there should Ijo anything we are quite prepared. As General 
Wilson has not considered it necessary to leave camp (3 p r w.) p 
there cannot be much of importance going on. A village of 
plundering was destroyed near Korean] a lew 

days ago by Captain Hughes/ who killed several hundred of 
them, losing only two tu«n himself. 

{Di'ary) ISth July.—Qul before breakfast with Wilson at the 
Mound—the enemy attacking the right, nnd right front, as usual 
Kothing much doing, so came back to breakfast. The Brigadier 
went out again in the middle of the day,, but knowing nothing of 
it I did not join him. It seems we followed tip the enemy again 
as before* end our loss, sixty men, was much more than it ought 
to have heom Bad news from Cavmporo; Wheeler and all his 
party treacherously murdered. 

Cami\ Delhi CxsriojfMENta, Sunday, ivthJvty. 

The dak arrived about a quarter of on hour ago, the post¬ 
man blowing his horn in a moat frantic way as ha dime into 
4 TLa Ut* G&Eicml iS\r W. T. ILC.B, 
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camp, The letters will be delivered presently ; and Soobhan has 
gone to the dak to bring Mactler's and mine. Maerior generally 
gets a letter from Simla every (lay from one or other of hie 
numerous correspondents. 

You will bo anxious to hear the rf-snlt of yesterday's attack ; 
it is much more satisfactory as regards ourselves, but still we 
have lost more men than we ought to have done, Brigadier Wilson 
having about four o'clock, contrary altogether, it is arid, to his 
declared intention, ordered an advance upon the enemy. Their 
loss was great; but we have had nixty killed and woundotl. 
One officer, Lieutenant Crmer, of He t Majesty's 75th, killed; and 
one officer doing duty with the Fusiliers, Eu-dgn Walter, died 
from sunstroke. Lieutenant Jones, Engineers, lost his leg in the 
morning early by a can uon-lfcdl I saw the returns a few hours 
ago at Dr Tritton’a, so yon may depend upon my not understating 
the casualties this time. Many of the men arc wounded slightly, 
and -1 think of those killed there were only five Europeans* the 
rest being natives. We had an alarm mm after breakfast today 
of another intended attack, hut it turned out to be unfounded, and 
the troops who had turned out were soon ordered into their tents 
again ; and there has Imn nothing but a little canuonading from 
the heavy batteries going on* probably without much damage to 
either side. 

Make the flannel shirts, please, as they are generally made; 1 
have never worn any yet, 60 do not know whether it would be beet 
to have them made with collars or not, Mactler and I have both 
agreed that a few jare of hid preserves will bo very acceptable. 
I think you said that you had some apricot jelly made by the 
old khanmrtiah. We always have some jam or other for break¬ 
fast* end the stock, Mactisr tolls mo, is rather low. We two alii] 
adhere to the Artillery mess, but breakfast at homo. 

I a tit very sorry that I cannot give you anything more cheering than 
I told you yostetday about Sir Hugh Wheeler. It is. certain Unit 
he had not marched upwards from Cnwnpor* towards here with any 
force, and our only hope now is that he may be safe with his little 
band, for it seems that on the 27th of last month no help had 
reached him from below, and tliat he had with him only soma 
hundred or two European soldiery and with these he had been 
fighting for upwards of a fortnight The state of things at 
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Allahabad must hava precluded the troope marching away from 
there so early as was intended. But it is a Tory great thing the 
force having arrived in time to save the Fort; it would have l>eon 
a terrible calamity had this been Lost to us, with its lorgs arsenal 
On the 27th June bJI wo_s safe at Lucknow, and Sir Henry 
Lawrence, whose letter! saw of that date, is under no apprehension 
of not being able to hold his own ; ha has with Id in Her Majesty's 
32nd, he say% and a small dehiclLment of Her Majesty's 84lh. In 
all probability now If wo wait for reinforcements to take Delhi 
they will bo sent us from the Punjab; and now that the Seal koto 
mutineers have been disbonded they may be able to spare ns one 
European regiment, a corps of Sikhs, and the Kemaon battalion; 
then wo should be quite strong enough to unsure the safety of our 
largo camp while the city was assaulted. A letter I saw from 
the city to-day Bays the residents are all with us* and that with 
four European regiments we should be certain of succeeding in our 
attack. 


Camp, Delhi Cantos hexts, Monday 20fA July. 

Nothing of any interest has occurred here since I wrote to you 
yesterday. The alarm was sounded for an attack again this 
morning, hut nothing came of it* mud we have been quiet all day; 
and just as well, for though the morning was cool it has turned 
out a very hot day, and the men would have suffered greatly from 
exposure hud an attack been made. It is curious, but w& were 
remarking yesterday that the mutineers have never attacked ua on 
a Sunday—not from any delicacy to u% I dare say. We had service 
in the morning before the alarm was sounded yesterday, and I 
think none of us wore sorry that Mr ltotton gave m no sermon, 
his discourses being generally more soporific than edifying; but 
be is a very good, zealous man notwithstanding. 

We have no further intelligence about General Wheeler or the 
European troope from below j but it is of the Jess consequence, as 
I fancy there Is no doubt, now that the Soalkote mutineers have 
beau disposed of, that it is intended to send down a sufficient 
forte to make matters secure here. Nicholson himself telegraphed 
to-day that ho is most anxious to come down with his Column, 
there being nothing now for it to do Lo the Punjab. 

Have you had an account at Simla of the doings of a small 
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portion of the Meerut force in attacking one Shah Mull, or some 
such man, an insurgent Chief who has been the chief Leader in nil 
the Into disturbances T Wo have had no written report yet, but 
our expedition ia stated by sonie Kdiva Sowars who came in to 
have been wholly Successful, oomo six hundred of the enemy, they 
said, with their leader, having been killed, and his son taken 
prisoner; hut probably accounts of the business have reached 
Simla direct from Meerut 

Tell the old AAansamofi to write another letter, and you enclose 
it to luo, and I will take care it reaches its destination, and will 
ask Major Harriott to secure on answer When you coma across 
Fyloo Pas, you con bell him that there was a *joojnasht<i from the 
city a few day a ago, whom I asked about his {Fyloo D*s p a) family; 
be appeared to know thorn, and said they were well, and that 
they had shut themselves up in their house. If he likes to give 
you their address, tell him I shall inquire about them myeelf when 
we go into Delhi. 

{Diary) 2WA July.— False alarm again early this morning of 
intended attack., and troops turn out. It is just oh well there was 
none, for though morning cool, day very hot In my tent all day 
writing. Nothing further yet. about Cawnpore. In the afternoon 
it Seems a part of the troops turned out again and wont after the 
enemy. I went to the Mound: great excitement. Only two of 
our men wounded* 


Camp, Deuii Caxtosmexts, Tttetday , 21 it Juty - 
I have just got your letter of the 19th, and am sorry indeed to see 
that so many ara bo dejected at Simla at our having not yet taken 
Delhi. Here there k, I may say, no fouling of uneA&inees at all on 
the subject, and though tliflio are no doubt some croakers in camp, 
I haven't heard a single one express a doubt as to our success ; and 
os to Mi® Smith's brother writing to her that the general im¬ 
pression in comp is that Delhi will not be taken till October, ho 
must bo giving his own crude ideas on the subject* I should say 
that the general impression is that from a fortnight to three weeks 
will see us within the w&l!.^ ca before that time we must receive 
our reinforcements cither from above or below, or perhaps both* 
Nothing more has been heard of Sir Hugh Wheeler, and we are

still in groat hope, that the ugly report* we heard— -nod they are 
still only mem reports—will prove untrue. At Meerut, on Lhe 13th, 
they wow still in expectation of seeing him Boon ; and them id no 
doubt of dome European force being on its way up. But even 
supposing any untoward delay in their mocking us* we ore now 
promised a large addition to our little army by Sir John Lawrence* 
from whom Chamberlain received a telegraphic message to-day 
saying that in addition to the Kemaon battalion and Hcndereon'a 
regiment of Sikhs** now m rouie y he wua sending nine hundred 
European infantry, and that he could push down Beloocbea and 
Sikh levies to the number of twelve thousand men if required. 
Two or three thousand of these latter would, I am sure, be very 
acceptable for guards and escorts, &e*; but twelve thousand would be 
rather an encumbrance* I fear. You will see from the above that 
there can be little fear of our having to wait so long m October to 
take the place. The author Sties here are well aware of the tin- 
haaltliuicsa of the place in September, and you may be sure that 
there will be no unnecessary delay when once there are sufficient 
troops to make sure work of Delhi It wu wished to send off the 
women and children from Meerut up to the hills, and to get the 
greater part of the troops oyer here; but I doubt whether this can 
be effected, 

I got a Setter this morning from Major Harriott, dated the 17th* 
He tells mo that by Native latter* from Delhi they hear, m we do 
here, that the mutineers are much dispirited at their continual 
want of success, and know not what to do. It ia a pity out re¬ 
inforcements are not already with ns ; but the enemy am not likely 
to have their spirits raided in the interim by any advantage they 
can gain over us. Yesterday they again made a faint attempt at 
an attack, but tan away immediately our men showed themselves. 
I don^t know what their loss but ours was only two men of 
Ihe Guides slightly wounded To-day* too, it was md they bad 
determined on making a grand attack, but nothing bo# come 
of ik 

A sad and unfortuned accident happened last night Captain 
Greenaill, Her Majesty's 24th, doing duty with Her Majesty's 
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75 th;* was shot by one of our own sentries, and died a fbw hours 
kter. He was at one of the outlying pickets, and bad gone out 
after dinner to look about him, and on his return, not answering the 
sentry*8 challenge (a mail of the mh), the man shot him. I don't 
know whether the sentry is considered to have bean over baity; 
hut it is a sad occurrence anyhow. 

Did I tell yon that they took a woman prisoner the other day, 
who they made out was leading a charge of Cavalry and who killed 
two of our men with her own hand 1 I believe the greater part of 
this to be a fiction j and as she h oM and ugly, not much romance 
attaches to her, though she is wounded ! 

I hope, as you say, it is true that we have accepted the services 
of five ihoiwsd of Jung Bah&doar's men- I wish we had them 
here now. 

I suppose now that Colonel Havelock is appointed a Brigadier- 
General we shall have Colonel Curcon Acting Quurtormaster- 
Gencnri down here. He ought not to have lefts and Colonel 
Congreve too* might, I think, have stayed, os he will probably find 
out to his cost I hope he will speak to Lord William Hay about 
completely disarming the hamar people, 

I send Harriotts letter, as you may like to see it Near three 
o'clock a nice shower has come on, making it very cool 

(Diary) 21 sf July. —Took a ride to our left. What an immense 
place the camp is! After breakfast alarm again* hut nothing cause 
of it. Rainy day and cool. Sad accident Last night—Captain 
Green* ill, Her Miyeaty'a 24th, shot by mistake by ono of our own 
sentries, not having answered the challenge* Talk of large rein- 
lotcemeuts coming from Punjab.

Mt bear Colonel,—I hate just received* and hasten to reply 
to and thank you for, your hitter of 15th, A letter from Brigadier 
Wilson to Hogge, some ten days since, informing him that you were 
the besieged party and could not advance your batteries without 
being annihilated in five minutes^ dispelled our notions of the early

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fall of Delhi—indeed* of its fulling at nil until Mififorcomcnlfl 
arrived, We have therefore ceased to expect any tiling but accounts 
of outside skirmishing until Wheeler or tk« Commnnder-iii’ChicI 
puts in an appearance with fresh forces. We cannot bear any¬ 
thing certain regarding Wheelers movements ; indeed, our chief 
reason for supposing him near is the evident fright they ore in at 
Delhi regarding him. 

A Persian letter received by Williams, the Commissioner* from 
some natives in Delhi* and dated the 14th, gave tie m account of 
the action of that day; this nmn estimates our loss in killed and 
wounded at two hundred* the killed being about thirty or forty. 
Ho was not far out, if appears; so that when ho state* that the 
mutineers lost On the 14th upwards of one thousand killed, ho* I 
dare say* may be very near the mark* Ho describes their dejection 
ol spirits to be extreme—saye that they went out at 8 a,m. ton 
thuuKjiiid strong after binding themselves by a solemn oath not to 
return unless victorious Other spies, indeed, all agree m elating 
the mutineers to be in the greatest state of fear and apprehension* 
that there is no bvndalmst (organisation), and that they seem 
perfectly aware that their sole chance now consists in annihilating 
the force with you before Wheeler joinx 

A party of about two thousand of the mutineers are said to have 
come out three days since and destroyed the bridge over the 
Hindcn, nt Ghasiooodeen-KiJgarj to prevent Wheeler's junction, so 
that it is supposed bo must bo on the Meerut side of the Jumna* 
and may possibly find it necessary to reach Delhi vid Meerut and 
KllttliuI. In the absence of bridges and boats if the force here 
were to move it would* I imagine, lake Eho Rurnnul route; but we 
aw hampered with about five hundred women and children, for whom 
we could procure no sufficient carriage, and to give up this place* 
os some talk of, seems to me perfect madness—the loss of prestige 
would be great* the loss in barracks and other property enormous* 
So that unless the very existence of our troops at Delhi was 
jeopardised, the abandonment of Meerut would* I think, be a moat 
serious evil. 1 only hope it is not contemplated by those in 
authority. We are still fortifying and intrenching to an immense 
extent* but for wliat purpose I cannot make out: the time for such 
work seems to me to be quite past. 

Can I Jo anything for you here, or are you well applied from

the papers are ready for despatch it a momenta notice. 

By the way* now that Hewitt has been superseded and Penny 
not arrived, we have no power to assemble District Courts on 
Europeans* Thu warrant Is addressed to Major-Chnond Hewitt* 
or Officer Commanding the Meerut Division; thia at the present 
moment is Brigadier Folwhclo* with whom we cannot communicate. 
I aiu therefore at a nonjdun in regard to an apothecary who has 
been insolent to a medical officer; I cannot possibly proceed 
against him regimen tally. 

Of course- nowadays J have little or nothing to do hen 1 , and 
Hhould like much p when the time lor action arrives* to bo at Delhi. 
Could you then, on Wheeler's or the Cotmtiatidcr-in-Chiefs arrival, 
procure me fifteen dnys h leave ? A demi-official note from you saying 
the officer commanding at Delhi would not object to ray coming 
would* I imagine, be quite sufficient! the Adjutant-GencraTa per- 
mi psion would da I hope you receive good accounts from Simla.

I am glad Cnnon has been to eec you, and has given you so 
favourable nn account of me, What does he intend to do 1 He 
ought, I think, to return to Delhi if he remains Quartermaster- 
General; both ho and Congreve have* in my opinion, been rather 
premature in leaving hare. 

Matters go on much more quickly and smoothly in comp now 
that Brigadier Wilson is commanding. Hu is a gentlemanly^ 
quiet, steady f old fellow/ looks to everything himself, and gives 
cleat and distinct ordem, and all fael much more at their ease than 
they did under their late commander, in whom no one had con¬ 
fidence He (Brigadier Wilson) la rather over-careful, perhaps, but 
this is a fault quite on the right side ; though the troops don't like 
turning out so often when perhaps it may not have been actually

necessary. This morning, for instance, the alarm was sounded at 
four o'clock, just before daybreak, heavy firing having been heard, 
and it was thought oiir pickets were attacked, It tamed <mt, how- 
ever, to be the enemy thunsclvea firing furiously from the walls, 
thinking we were attacking thum* and the wind setting from this! 
direction made it seGCn that the firing was much closer to us than 
it really waa, Since then all bus been quiet to-day, end a news 
letter that I saw just now from the city says that they have ISttlo 
heart now left for fighting, and very probably they may not come 
out again to attack us in any force unless they are joined by fresh 
troops : and there seems little chance now of their getting any more 
except the Ncemuch mutineers j but these appear to have been 60 
well thrashed at Agra that they will not have much wish to try 
i heir luck again. 

It is a great pity that we have not a few more men at Agra so 
as to have followed up the mutineers, who* later Utter* from there 
stale, have been completely beaten, though we did not know it 
at the time, and had we been aware of it we colildn s t have followed 
them up for want of cavalry. 

We hear nothing here al>out the horrible stories of t!ie streets 
being undermined and the houses all loophaledL It cannot be the 
case : and them are grave doubts also of any of the gateways 
being undermined, as was at one time reported; but of course all 
this will be properly inquired into before the city is assaulted, We 
have no further news from below, but the reports are strong of 
the Eurt'i^an force having silenced Lucknow and Cawnpors and 
"Futtyghur, and being on its march up, The newsletter from the 
city to-day talks of the European array that is advancing. 

I we* wrong when I told you yesterday that Sir John Lawrence 
had offered twelve fflousand men ; it should have been twelve 
Aandretf, which is perhaps as many as we really want It was a 
mistake of the telegraph* Altogether ho is to send nine hundred 
European Infantry, the Keinaou battalion, Green's regiment of 
Sikhs, and the Belooeh corps—about two thousand Natives 
altogether. The two first corps are near Umballa by this time, 
and all perhaps will be hero in about a fortnight or so, by which 
time, probably, we shall have the European force from below very 
near us. We shall with cither force be quite strong enough to 
take Delhi; hut with both we shall bo able to do wltat we like.

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{Diary) 22vnI July.—An alarm very early this morning—at 
4 aj. ; but it turned oat Hint the firing which &ttn>ed the torn-nut 
was all on the enemy's aide, who fancied apparently that we were 
attacking the city. A packet of letters, and amongst them an 
English one of 56th May, from H, B* HendeifGHp came from 
Captain Eden. Quiet a)I day, but warm in tent; alight mm 
Dine with Beeher at the Staff im-ss- — not such a good one as outb 
of the Artillery. 

C^MF, DtLlll CAJiTON M EXTS,, Th ur&day , *2£nrf July. 

We are fttill without any authentic intelligence of Sir Hugh 
Wheeler* or of the European force that is moving up. A letter 
received yesterday evening from Agra* of the 17th, where all w&a 
well* says that six European regiments had left Cawnporc, and 
a tosdd wlio came in this morning says they are this side of 
Allyghur; while the newsletter from the city to-day talks confi¬ 
dently ol ft European Army coming up. We are satisfied in 
camp that there is no doubt of this; but it ia a great nuisance 
our getting no intelligence from the officer commanding the 
force, whoever he may be. Several messengers have been sent 
to him lately* nnd in a vary few days now we shall have them 
returning, and learn exactly how matters stand. 

There has been more fighting again this morning. The enemy 
made an attack on our left—the first, I believe, they have ever 
made. Of course they were driven back, losing a good many of 
their man; but we have not escaped, and in trying to take some 
guns* which wo all fcuf got, our brave fallows went close up to the 
city walls and several were knocked over. One officer, Captain 
Law* 10th Native Infantry* doing duty with Coke's corps, killed; 
and Colonel Seaton, Captain Money (Horse Artilleryh Major 
Drought, and Frank Turner wounded, Frink Turners is very 
slight, merely a graze on the shoulder; Money, I believe, is hit on 
the knee; and Colonel Seaton'e, it is hoped, will not prove serious 
—and I am sure I trust not, as he is one of the best officers in 
camp. Some thirty men are reported killed or wounded ; but 
most of them, from what T hear* belong to Coke's corps. Only 
cue Artilleryman was w ounded, and they must have been in the 
thick of it Bunny had a narrow escape, I am told—a shot gracing 
hia cheek. No one from this camp is hurt except Colonel Seatom

IforiMiij Hodaorij and others have just been in hero with me. 
Everything is quiet now, and the cowardly ecoundrds, hating 
been driven into the city* are not likely to make their appearance 
again to-day- Our men can never get within four or five hun¬ 
dred yards or mere of them, iui4 the advance of oiif troops is the 
signal for their firing off wu&kets and running away belter- 
akelter as hard as they possibly can. 

Letters have just come in from Meerut of yesterday** date* 
All well there; hut I do not hear that they give any certain 
intelligence of the approach of the force from Cawnpore. The 
idea of sending away all the ladies and children from Meerut 
has, I believe, been abandoned on account of the extreme difficulty 
that there would be in getting carriage and providing a sufficient 
escort for them; and now that forces are moving here from above 
as well as below, it is not considered so necessary os it at one time 
was. 

I think I shall take Harriott at hie word, and gat him to send 
me over a coolicdoad of wins and beer. Fancy some brandy 
yesterday selling at auction here for eight rupees a bottle! 
There wore only two bottles of it; had there been morn they 
would have fetched a more reasonable price. 

Harriott's brcthor-in.-lsw, Saunder% Civil Sendee, is over here, 
having coma about a week ago. Ho goes, I believe, to Panipiit 
In a day or two, to keep ilia district quiet. Mrs launders is still 
at Meerut* 

Fancy poor Goldney being killed—at bast m the papers 
say: we know nothing mom of the Fyzabad mutiny than 
the information contained in them. Mrs Hall mimt ha very 
anxious about her abler, of whom George HaH tells mo nothing 
has been heard since the first outbreak. Wo can only hope that 
she is safe at Benares* and that the report about poor Goldney's 
death may prove untrue* 

It is fenatl that Major Drought's wound is very dangerous; 
but none of the others. 

(Diary) 2%rd July.—Alarm about 7 but, having a good deal 
of writing to do, didn't turn out myself. The attack this time 
was on our left front, but it w&& rather a feeble one. We lost, 
however, I am grieved to think, some down men killed and forty

I have strictly 
told Hudson and Bechet what you say about not going into tbo 
city until we get reinforcements f Our spies and people are, I 
dare my+ rascals enough to be In the pay of the enemy* and to 
Hi is represent their strength; but there is no eh since now of our 
assaulting the city without freak troops* and when the attack 
does com# olT, it will not, you may sure* be made without 
our having tetter iutolligenco of what we are to expect inside 
than b to be obtained from common spies. Tell Sep. Becker he 
is altogether wrong about there being heaps of muskets in the 
magazine: they were ah sent away to the Fsrozeporo magazine 
{I think it was) shortly before the outbreak. 

Where did Mr Muyna get his information from about Chamber- 
lain 1 ! arm T There is certainly no present Intention of amputating 
it, and it 11 fully expected that it will be saved unless an un¬ 
favourable turn takes place, which is not anticipated^ 

There were letters from Agra last night of the 18th instant* when

Wa ace still without any authentic accounts of General Wheeler, 
| >u t report have come in from so many quartern of his having mot 
with disaster that l fear it must be the case ; but not, I think 
and hope, to the extent that some- anticipate. Whatever hue, 
however, happened to hin^ thorn seems no doubt that Cawnporu 
la in onx hands again, and that Futtyghur also is safe. 

What seems thought hare as not improbable is that Sir Henry 
Lawrence wall abandon Lucknow, and that wo shall confine our- 
selves altogether to the right bank of tha Ganges holding €»wn* 
jiom, and pushing up as many troops aa can be spired to Delhi; 
and then when that is taken the whole army wiU be available 
to settle all the disturbed districts, and reconquer Oude and 
Rohilkoini. Should, however, unforeseen drcumstajices arise to 
delay the troops down below, there is a Ifii^e force coining down 
from tbe Punjalj, m that we shall be quite strong enough wEtli the 
troops we have here to set to work to take Delhi properly. 

The reinforcements that are coining from the Punjab must 
close upon five thousand mm* including a regiment and a half of 
Europeans (Her M^jcaty^s 52nd, and wing Gist), equal altogether 
very nearly to what wo have litre new. Kicholson was to leave 
Umritsur yesterday, and we cannot expect to have all here much 
before the middle of next month—a long time to look forward m f 
but it is as well to wait, rather ttum run any risk. 

Arthur Bechets arm is getting on very Well, but it will be 
some weeks yet, I should think, before he will be able to get op 
horseback again.

Yes, I must make an effort to conic tip to Simla in October, ami 
1 look forward to bo able to miuiago it somehow or other. As 
the time approaches I ohall bo able to see my way bettor. We 
ought soon to hear something of General Grant, who must, I 
should think, decide upon coming up country when he hears how 
mat tors arc jirngrtselng. 

I see I>r MacKinnon nearly ev&ty day now; In* nsaista Maettep 
in ulte-nding upon €lptulffirlain t and generally coin©! at lenat onco 
a day. Ho is looking very well, though not quite so spruce as ho 
used to do nt Meerut. Ho rides on horseback now instead of in a 
buggy; but there arc plenty of buggies in camp, and Dr Tritton, 
who is. acting na Superintending .Surgeon, always drives about in 
one to pay his visits to tho hospitals. 

Why didn't you toll the old khansamah that I would send his 
letter enclosed with mine to Harriott when writing to him! This 
is Um only way to ensure any Native letter reaching its destina¬ 
tion. Ilia lost ono I merely addressed to Harriott’s care, and 
hence, probably, the cause of no reply coming. 

(Diary) 25ft July . — Commenced raining soon after daybreak, 
and scarcely left off nil day. Nothing stirring in camp again 
today, and the enemy uncommonly quiet—plotting some mischief, 
I suppose, the scoundrels! They talk of attacking us in rear 
again. The dak in earlier to-day. 

Camp. Delhi CaKTus wests. Sunday, 2 m July, 

Nothing going on here since I wrote yesterday—the enemy 
perfectly quiet, and we lire some, attributable in eomo measure, 
perhaps, to there having been drizzling rain all day. Tho sun hai! 
now come out (2 p.n.); but there is no appearance or talk of tho 
mutineers showing them reives. Tho newsletter of this morning 
*ays they talk of postponing their attack till the Te l (the 2nd or 
3rd of August); and I am sura I hope they may, qb they are just 
as likely on that day to hare a row amongst themsdves—tho 
Mahomednna and Hindoos—as to which party shall corno and 
attack lift. 

No authentic newa yet of Havelock s movements; hut I fear wo 
must give up the idea of his joining us in any reasonable time 
if there is any truth in the reports of the Cawnpore and Futtvglmr

care of them. 

The King will be rather astonished when ho hears the result 
of the jhclum and Saalkoto mutinies. The newsletter to*lay 
says he was expecting several regiments from the Punjab, and 
had given orders that they were to destroy all Europeans on 
their way to Delhi.

They seem to have no doubt at Agra of the 
truth of the accounts that have reached them; and what confirmed 
them in it was that the Gwalior lLajo had written to congratulate 
the Lieutenant-Governor on the victory, and to assure him that 
he was keeping the contingent of mutineers all safe at Gwalior. 
Probably wo shall get further intelligence on the matter in the 
course of the day, but the news of the victory fa fully believed 
here, though it may not be accumto in details; and it tallies, too, 
with what we hear from the city, where it has been strongly 
reported for some days that the Mann had been beaten.

Accounts are like wise contained in 
the letter of the march of the European troops upwards, some 
of which are said to have gone to Futtyghur, others remaining 
at Cawnpott and Lucknow. It is, indeed, annoying that we can 
get no authentic accounts direct from this force ; but Daly* who 
got the men that wore first aant with letters from here, says they 
are not due with their replies till the day after to-morrow, and 
only then provided they met with no interruption on the road 
and had a reply been given them immediately. At Agra, too, 
from which place there is a letter of the 24th (all well there), they 
have nothing but Kative Intelligence yet of the victory gained over 
the rebels and of the European troops moving tip. The Agra 
accounts tally very much with what we hear from the city. 
Gwalior still all right* and the mutincera remaining there; and no 
more mutineers or deserter^ so far as they know, at Agra in any 
direction*

I don't 
know whether 1 told you that in addition to their other 
difficulties there is now known to be a great want of money ( 
and the troops have told the King that if he doesn't give 
them pay in four days, they must plunder tha town and help 
themselves. This vu two days ago, bo we shall soon know 
if such is their intention. 

Did Mr Philip* give you the newsletter to read that I sent 
yesterday! I did not put in the concluding portion that waa 
in the original: it related to a proposal that was made to the 
King to make his peace with the British by giving up tile 
city, and to which he is said to have Agreed, Very likely 
he would wish to do so, but he would find it a most difficult 
matter to effect it 

Ko certain intelligence yet from Cawnpore or elsewhere below, 
but Native letters continue to confirm what wo have beard. Tho 
first fight was near Fnttebpm (not Futtyghur), and thou there 
was another, it is Bflid, at Cawmpore, after which etlr victorious 
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little Army relieve! Lucknow, and then went on to Futtyghur, 
wtiero nil was quietly settled. We nuust have one of our cosddt 
Wk to-morrow or next day, and then the mystery will be cleared 
up; but wo are fully prepared to find that a couple of European 
regiments or morn are soon to be with us. Mr Philipe Lb not 
much out of his calculations, I fancy, when he talks of Nicholson's 
forcB not being here till the 16th or 20th; but Nicholson himself 
siye the 15th, and, depend upon it, he will not loiter on the 
raid. The Kemaoii battalion are expected hero the day after 
to-morrow. 

f enclose a letter 1 got from Harriott last night. You will see 
whnt he say* about the Cnwnpore business, and you may be sure 
matters will not turn out so hod as some think. Why do yon 
trouble yourself to read all these atrocities in the papers ! Many 
of them are much exaggerated; and I don’t believe that story about 
putting children in a box and burning them. The ill-treatment of 
women end children is not very general. At Sealkote, for instance, 
liishop, of the Artillery, whose brother was killed there, told me 
that the mutineers did not attempt to injure Mre Bishop, though 
she was in the buggy with lier husband ; and our friend Mrs 
Graham was not touched, though they shot her husband by her 
side and lie died in her arms, 

1 think 1 told you Brigadier Wilson had not been well and 
people l*gan to shake their hoods as if it were something serious. 

I was glad to see him out today, and Mactier says he hopes he will 
be quite well tomorrow. I expect we shall he here for another 
three weeks at the very least; but, as we were saying last night at 
the mere, there is wily nothing as yet in the least to complain of, 
and I assure you we are suffering no real discomfort beyond that of 
sticking so long in the same place, and outside the walk of Delhi, 
too. The poor fellows who are marching to join us must be 
leiy uncomfortable, as they can never hope for a dry place to 
lie down on.

Mr DKAii Colonel,—! had been mending to write to you for 

some days, relative to-, when your letter of ihe 25th came to 

band yesterday and determined me upon delaying no longer, You 

remember--— was put under arrest for omitting to obey the 

order relative to rending to hia men the disbandment of the 19th 
Native Infantry. I don ? t know what decision has been come to 
at Army Head-Quarters relative to hie ease. Has it escaped atten¬ 
tion in the Adjutant-G e*mrol% deportment, consequent upon poor 
Chester’s death and the change of Commander-in-Chief* or has it 
been decided 1 If any papers were despatched to Meerut with in¬ 
structions upon the point* they have probably been goejuredi at 
any rats they have not come to bond, and -- is conse¬ 

quently still kept in Umbo. This may not be of much detriment 
to ths State, for m an officer he is lusa than valueless, hut it is 
& hardship on the individual Will you speak about it? 

General Fenny arrived last Sunday. Ho seems a sensible, shrewd 
man, though rather ancient-looking, and is a great improvement 
upon old Hewitt, who could do nothing, and generally followed 
the ad vice of any person who bad tho last word with him. 

I should certainly much like to get over to Delhi about the 10th 
of next month; but unless you procure for me some kind of demi- 
official message from Chamberlain, as AdjufcanMjuiieral, I do not 
think it U very likely that I shall bo able to get leave. If he 
would only say that there could be no objection to my coming 
over, provided the General could spare me, I dare say I might 
succeed, but without some sort of sanction I do not think the 
General hews will let ro& move, I have never seen any active 
service, and* as I positively leave India next year, it is not probable 
I ever sludl see service if the present Opportunity passes by. 
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The Movable Column under Nicholson, according to letters 
received here* hod not left Umritsur on the 25th; nor up to the 
preaent moment baa anything authentic been heard of the move¬ 
ments of European troops from Calcutta beyond the fact that 
three regiments left Allihabad on the 30th June, and were 
expected to be at Agm about the 23rd of this month i they surely 
must be neat at hand, though report* say they have dwindled to 
on* brigade and a half from Leaving reinforcements at different 
place*—Lucknow and Agn^ it ia presumed Here all is cjuiet^ 
and were it not for the stoppage of the <Hka and the impossibility 
of commiiti Eeating with any place down country, we should hardly 
bo aware that such important and critical operations were going 
on round ua. 

We are very anxious for the fate of Wheels and those w ith 
him at Cawnpore. Several Native^ describing themselves as 
oyc-witness of the &cene f ilcdare ho was obliged to capitulate, 
leaving the women and children prisoners, and that on hk way 
to the boats, which ho had bound the Bithoor Raja to furnish, 
ho was treacherously fired upon and aim oat every man destroyed 
—a very few who managed to reach the boats being tha exception. 
The man, a Mussulman* whom I myself examined was moat 
positive about it* declaring most solemnly that he bad seen the 
whole business* and that it occurred on the 28th or 29th of June; 
but Natives are such liars, and there may have been an object in 
fabricating misfortunes for us, that we do not give implicit credence 
to their tales, though confirmed in acme manner from other sources. 
This mail said that none of the kdies or children had teen hilled 
since they surrendered, but that they were kept in prison. 

Get mo over to Delhi if you can; and believe me, very sincerely 
yours, Jheu Harriott.

The enemy have been trying their long-blked^f attack to-day, 
but have done nothing. They were to attack us, it was said, on 
all sides, hot on the front and right they have not ventured 
within many hundred yards of our batteries, and I have bears! of 
no casualties on either flLd&^certainly none on ours; and their

Attack in the nu—if malJy inlmded, which I much doubt—haft 
been alfc>gefclisr frustrated by the heavy min rendering the ground 
they would have to go over impassable for guns. A force of the 
enemy had moved out towards the roar, but it agents more 
probable that their intention wo® to try and intercept our convoy 
coming in with the Kemaon kitaHoa But whatever their 
object, the rain has frustrated it; but it has unfortunately also 
prevented our attacking them as was intended after they had 
crossed the canal, should they have succeeded in doing so. Hudson, 
who bus been out watching their proceed! nga, returned a Utile 
while ago* drenched to lbs skin, and ha said the whole country 
waa impassable except along the high road, and this the mutineers 
would have a circuit of many miles to get to ; and our troops who 
ore out there are ready to receive them with guns and Cavalry and 
Infantry on their arrival. Some of the poor men have had a hard 
ibiy's work of it, but an extra dm cm which is always given them 
on such a day os this, goes a Jong way to reconcile them to its 
discomforts. 

S till without any letter from the force ad vaneing upwards ; but 
Native accounts from the city ogam today corroborate all we have 
head of the Nana having bun well thrashed twice, and what they 
say m that' the mf of the English is re-established from Cawnpore 
to Calcutta.' Unhappily the Natives continue to tell fearful stories 
of the fata of Sir Hugh Wheeler and his little band, and they now 
talk of all the women end children who were left behind at 
Cawnpore having been cruelly murdered, I cannot myself be¬ 
lieve in anything so very atrocious—things must be exaggerated ; 
but we shall very soon know the worst now. What dreadful 
vengeance our men will take should the C&wnpora story be true: 
they will hardly leave a person alive in Delhi! 

Fyloo Das and Company had better tell their families to remove 
to Meerut or else where; tell him and his friend—Lnehman D*^ 
isn't it f— that I received their letter. 

Don't mention what I am going to tell you now—the Jhiyhur 
Nawab has written expressing his wish to come in and make hia 
m!aam. I saw the letter this morning. He is a man with a 
large territory not far from hero, who has boon hitherto assisting 
the King ; mud I suppose the news from below has induced him at 
lost to see that ours is the stronger side. 
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I forgot to answer your question as to who the * Hina J is* lie is 
u relation, but what exactly I do not know, of the Late ox^Paiahwa, 
w j lio lived at a place called Bithoor, about fifteen milea above 
GawnporCj on the bank of the Ganges, Aak Mr Philips: I 
dare say he will give yon the scoundrel "a correct pedigree. 

It k so dreadfully dark in the tent I can scarcely see to write; 
but fortunately it does not leak—at least only a very little, and 
that ie on Mietiat^ side I Do you remember what a pond we had 
in oor large lent when we were returning from Feahaw&rl It k 
first'mto ground whero we are encamped now, and with a nice 
slope to the canal* so that wo are dry again immediately after She 
heaviest rain,

Wherever we go this Mutiny, the dreadful occurrences at Meerut 
and Delhi, are tlie all-engrossing topics ; and many fear that we are 
to hear of further disasters and worse intelligence by the mail yet 
to come* Never was India so much thought of in England —m 
much talked of as at this moment; and I believe if half our 
Queen's force* were required, or more than haJJ p all here would 
long to see thorn sent out to put down this disaffection and avenge 
tli m outbreak.

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I try to persuade myself and those around me that iho 
Commnnderdn-Chief, before leaving Simla, would have taken 
ample precautions for the safety of those left behind. But on 
whom are we to rely at this juncture, with so few European troops 
available t How we watch dully for fresh tiding and unless im 
intermediate summer shall have left Coy Ion for Suez, it may be 
days yet ere we learn more. 

There is no fear for our Empire in India If every place in it 
were in the pweaskn of rebels* in two years wa should reconquer 
the whole with the means at our disposal; but it is the insecurity 
of those dear to us out there in the meantime that makes so many 
Warts anxious and apprehensive. Eventually we may t and must, 
establish greater security and more assured dominion; but it ii 
the present danger to those we love that causes so much pain and 
suspense.

mutinous garrison. There ore such conflicting and varying reports 
in letters from India hy the last mail, such accounts o! your 
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Army 5 * want of carriage (even of ammunition for the men), 
of inability to reach or assault Delhi, that it is feared that not 
only lias that city failed to have boon carried,, but it h dreaded that 
the insurrection will he cuinouneed to have spread on all sides— 
Native states and outbreaks in our own provinces all adding to the 
anarchy and turmoil 

Yoterday the mail was due: how we pray that it may toll 
ns that Delhi has fallen, and that its mad contents have risen 
among themselves and the rebellion far suppressed ami self- 
crashed in its niflin stronghold I But all this is mere agony of 
conjecture^ and a day or two more of its intensity will settle one 
way or other what wo are so painfully waiting to hear. Meantime 
troops are pouring into serew'-steamers and hired transports from 
every available port to tho rescue ol India, and, coma what may, 
England is determined, under Gods blessing* Lo save or conquer 
its Empire in the East, You will probably have from twenty to 
twenty-five thousand men from here at hand in three months after 
this readies you, and nme, it is hoped, sooner. 

British bayonets will be pushing up in all haste to the rescue. 
Men of nil arms, for the first time, w ill embark for India—Engineers, 
Her Majesty's Artillery* Sappers, tranaport-tnin, Drngocne, and 
Infantry ; in fact, enough with your other resources to take all the 
principal places in Upper India, if in the Linda of rebels and 
enemies from withouL But meantime, what fearful sacrifice of 
lifCj health, and means to those who have to earn' out ah this 
work of retribution ! So m my also, here and elsewhere* will take 
advantage of our troubles. Even now we cannot send out our 
war-steam,Lina with the troops—we cannot spare them, or, rather, 
man them with our small body of naval seamen; while l 1 ranee and 
Russia nr* working wonders, to train and have in mid me?.? three or 
four times our number of meti-of-war sailorw—and franco alone can 
now a from her system of making all her maritime able-bodied 
men serve two years each in her ^av} r , command upward* of one 
hundred and twenty thousand seamen used to gnus and naval 
tactics, while we have about forty thousand only that we can 
depend on. True, we havo thousands of fishermen and coaatmen 
we can press in on emergency—but useless for three months. 
Meantime-, with Russia at hand, and France—with one men, 
Napoleon, between m and its probable outbreak against ue— 
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you can understand why war-steamers were not sent out by our 
Government with tike troops for India, 

Your two last- letters- tire ft great comfort to no, and from my 
heart I thank you fur writing theni, in all your trouble and con¬ 
fusion. They both came together: one dated 17 th May, from Simla, 
and the other 27th May, from K (miaul—which you had reached 
after so hot an express ride in a mail-earL We pray you may r not 
ffcKd had effeeta from the exposure; and deeply* most deeply, do 
Wfl pray and ho|XJ you may be preserved by a merciful God with 
your dear ones in all the dangers now rife around you alL

We hnv<r had very heavy min, and for about four hours or 
moni this mcnuqg \i came down in torrents, quite inundating the 
country, It has now left off, and the air h delightfully cool— 
so much bo that I am wearing one of the nice flannel shir La 
you sent me, and find it very comfortable: ahnost every one in 
eamp wears these flannel start*— I mean the officer*?, and you see 
them of nil hues and |iLittema, 

There is nothing much to tell you since yesterdav. To-dav is 
the grand Festival of the Eed, and the gentlemen in the city com' 
m l'Eicl'O early in tho morning, and have been amusing tliyiMivcg 
<dJ day, bring off their guna and making a great noise. I wzui 
told just now that they had also made ail attempt to attack mb on 
the left j but it must Lave been a very alight one, as no one in onr 
camp heard of it till it was over. The whole of tho convoy, with 
ihe Ken mem lhattalion p came in this miming ; they nin^ have had 
a sadly wet march for the Imt Lwo days. 

Still no or letter direct from Urn force coming up; but 

ih^re wob a very good account received to-day from Meerut, from 
Foony Simpson, about ihia fight near Fnttehporft and ihe advance 
of our troops under Havelock, I fancy t as I see he was at Alla- 
hjdkid on the let. It would seem now that there was only one 
fight after a11, acconiiug to Riin)i3on T s informant, a Native, who 
*7* h e wn * present when the rebels ran into Cawnpore chased 
by our troops, who, after settling matters at Cawnpcro and at 
Lucknow, hod gone on to Fu ttyghur — which by tome change of 
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fortune after having been lost once, had come into out possession 
again in some unexplained way. From Eufctyghnr, It was saidp 
the troops were coming straight herej hut really nothing aeeme 
known for certain about this, Perhaps they may go rut Agra, 
and this is not unlikely \ but we must soon know. 

The massacres at Cawnpore and Futtyghur are still not cleared 
up; but they are believed to a certain extent. Simpson saya that 
at Allyghur all ia quiet, and that the revenue is being collected lor 
us in the districts at the rate of from fifteen to twenty thousand 
rupees a day; this speaks more in our favour tlian almost any¬ 
thing else. It is mentioned that some of the Cawnpore rebels who 
have arrived in Delhi gave out that the army of Europeans opposed 
to them whh twenty thousand strong ‘ t and they describe the regiment 
that wears petticoats (7Sth Highlanders) as perfect fiends to light j 
while there is another regiment, they say, which has come from 
Lunka (Ceylon), who are cannibals [ This is the 37th + Possibly 
I'Qough this nonsense is believed by half the people in the city* 

You would have noticed that one of the late papers in mentioning 
Dude said that nil at Salon? were sale, having gone to Allahabad. 
George Hal tells me that this is the station where his wife’fl 
sister was, so I trust to find that no harm has befallen hen Mi-e 
C ooney, too, has escaped ; but no tidings of her husband 

Maetier and I are just going to have our frugal tiffin —a bit of 
toast and a glass of wine end water.

Our hopes of a grand row in tbo city yesterday at the Ecd 
Festival have not* apparently, been fulfilled—at least the only 
newsletter received from the city alludes to nothing of the kind. 
The King had issued strict orders against killing eaws* or even 
goats, in the city, and this, it acted upon, must have satisfied 
the Hindoos; and instead of lighting amongst themselves they 
ell joined together to make a vigorous attack to destroy us and 
utterly sweep ue from the face of the earth, when it was arranged 
that the King should perform hia evening prayers in our camp! 

I told you that a Uige party of them hod tried to get to our 
rear ; but their attempt at a bridge over the canal entirely Jailing, 
they went bock and joined in the attack with the people from 
the city, from which the whole force was said to have come out. 
Our right front, in the direction of Hindoo Bno\ was their grand 
point of attack, ftnd at about six o'clock in the evening all Delhi 
nearly must hive been out, judging by tho noise they made. 
We all went soon after five o'clock, when the enemy w ere said to 
bo In great force, to the Mound battery, and there we stayed with 
the Brigadier-General till between eight and nine, when* things 
getting a little quieter, and it being reported that the enemy 
could make no impression on our posts, we were not sorry to get 
back to dinner. Such a yelling and bugling as the scoundrels 
made 1 But though they hod aworn to take our batteries, they 
never came neater than fonr or five hundred yards* and then a 
volley or two of grape sent them liock again; they kept at it, 
however, more or lefts the whole night long, and even at twelve 
o'clock tenlay the firing hod not wholly ceased. We do not know 
wlxat their loss has been, but it is reported to i>e great Our men 
for once, fortunately, remained in their entrenchments, and we have 
lost very few—only ten killed and wounded Mayor Reid reported 
this morning; but amongst the killed, unfortunately, is Captain 
Travers of Coke's regiment, who was shot through the forehead.

Many are wounded, and all dudiearbetted^ Their 
faces are tamed yellow, and they have no longer any hope of 
To-day the King caused a proclamation to be made that 
fourteen thousand fanatics and eight regiments are on their way 
from Peshawar and will arrive in two days, and it enjoins all 
who wish to take part in a holy war to jour this body.

Camp, Delhi Cantonments, Tuesday, tth Artyutf, 
What strange stories you appear to hear at Simla about the 
movement of troops up here ! Of course there is no truth 
whatever in the report of two European regiments being at 
Muttra, and Brigadier "Wilson could never have written so to 
his wife. The only European regiments that we have positively 
heard of are those with Havelock, and I fear he had not, when ho 
wrote on the 25th, more than two strong regiments with him, say 
sixteen hundred men, besides the Sikhs and Artillery; but there 
must be lots on their way up country, and probably some two or 
three regiments more have reached him ere this. 

The oomd —a Sikh in Daly's Corps of Guides, and a fine 
intelligent fellow—says that there was a steamer also at Cawnporo, 
with two guns m ik So perhaps they may send some of the new 
corps up the whole way to Cownpore, or even farther, in steamer*. 

After my letter was sent off yesterday, another cnarirf came in 
from Agra bringing a copy of a previous letter frein Havelock, of 
the 16th, in which bo speaks of hLs three victories, capturing 
twenty-three guns, and then mentions the sod news of the death of 
Sir Henry Lawrence, who, he says, died on the 4th July from the 
effects of a wound received by him on the 2nd. It is most strange 
Havelock’s not mentioning this in tua subsoc^uent letter of the 25th, 
which is the first that has been received from him in this camp, and 
his only allusion in it to Lucknow was that all was well there. 
We are all strongly inclined to believe that his first announce¬ 
ment was premature, and we are the more inclined to think so 
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as the c&aid, who stayed three days in Havelock's camp, declares 
that he heard nothing of Sir Henryk death—-which lie should 
certainly have done had it been the ease, as many of the Sikhs 
knew him ami would have been sura to mention it, I trust 
that Sir Henry may be safe; hie death would indeed ho a serious 
loss in every way. 

The scoundrels in the city am quiet again to-day* and I hove 
heard no news of any great importance. The report of many of 
the mutineers leaving Delhi is confirmed; they have heard how 
matters am going against them down below, and are beginning 
now to foe 1 anxious about their families, who I dans my they fancy 
will meet the Kamo fate from our hands that oum would receive 
from them if our places were changed, I fear it i& all too true 
about the massacres of the women and children at Cawnpore and 
Futtyghur; it ia very horrible to think of. 

Yon would bo glad to hear (for I suppose accounts have reached 
you hy this time) of tha almost entire destruction of the runaway 
2Gth Native Infantry. Sir John Lawrence telegraphed down 
hero to say that five hundred of them had been cut up hy some 
Sikhs sent in pursuit, I don't know which ja greatest—the folly 
or the villainy of theoo mutineering Sepoya. 

George Hall was in our camp this morning, looking very well. 
There is no intention whatever* depend upon it, to give the 4th 
Inegnlus Luck their arms. 

Young Anjou has just paid ns a visit. He arrived this 
morning. Ho toll* us that Congreve is very irate at being super¬ 
seded by little Lngard. His (Congreve's) great occupation down 
here was killihg Hies!

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Lawrence's death on the 4tli July of a wound »ceived on Ehe 
2nd; but the €omi4 eays it ia not the caee, and wo truly hope so. 

Camp, Delhi Cantonments, IVtdnaday* &th Asiguit 
Your letter of the 2nd only reached mo this morning. I was 
ven/ glad indeed to got it, as there were rumours in camp— 
though you had not alluded to them—that there might probably 
be a row at Simla on the evening of the Eed Saturday, and I 
now hear that the Volunteers were collected at the Library and 
one or two other places all ready in case of anything going wrong. 
I hope and think that this ia the last time there is likely to he 
anything in the shape of an alarm at Simla. 

Endowed I send you a copy of a tetter* from Ctwupote that 
reached me this morning from Meerut: the contents are very 
satisfactory, and the letter gives m authentic intelligence regarding 
the European troops coming up, which we have in vain been looking 
to receive from elsewhere. Qno of the copies of the letter received 
ineuinp£uy& p * We leave Cawnpoittft^uoiTOrp; 1 but this is not,in the 
official copy of the letter sent to the BrigaiBor-GfifleMd here* ami 
could not, in fact, bo the ca*e, as the force would of course wait tor 
thu return ot Havelock from Lucknow, and he could not well he back 
at Cawnpuro until the 2nd or 3nL But we may be sUie that they 
will lose no time in coming here, and I dare my will join u& nearly 
m aoon os b T icholaon p s Column: but If this arrives much before 
Havelock's force, it is very likyly we shall not wait for the latter; 
and indeed It is not improbable, from the accounts that teach us 
of the state of affairs in the city, that there will be very few of 
the mutincoring Sepoys left there Wore long—they are said to 
be leaving in great numbers, I enclose you two sketched of their 
General* Buktawa Khuti. Ho is the Souhalidar of tha Bareilly 
liattery, and was appointed Cornmnndo^in-Chief by the Kin^L 
His return after the fight is very good; and the sketch of the 
Ridge on the other one gives you really a very good bird h s-Eye 
view of it—on the left U the Flagstaff, and on the extreme right 11

IrVe all got our letters at the mesa table juat after finishing 
dinner, and finch a rending as there was and telling of news to 
each other. All the Simla ladies appear to behave very well in 
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writing to their husbands 1 Shute and Arthur Eacher both 1ml 
letters, and, I dans say, so had Hoikon; but lie was dining out 
Mrs Beetlef seems always to write her letters on v@iy thin paper, 
and crosses them—inexcusable act at any time, particularly now 
in these days of no postage. Yon will any I am sevens; but I do 
hate to get letters out of which yon can only make two or three 
words* and this with difficulty. 

The enemy have been trying another attaek this morning* but 
a very feeble one; and they have been keeping at a moat 
respectable distance, scarcely venturing within a thousand yards 
of our batteries, A email party of about three hundred Cavalry 
made a show of charging up to camp by the FIogetaJT mofL, but 
when they earno within range of onr guns, a shot or two soon 
sent them to the right-about—the scoundrels 1 I don’t know if 
any of them were hit, but it is thought that they must have 
been. 

Yeste rday the Engineers—slid. I tcU you I—made two unsuccessful 
attempts to destroy the bridge over the Jumna with fire rafts ; they 
neither of them reached their destination* one having got foul of 
some trees* and the other ran aground and fell to the lot of the 
mutincera, but couldn’t have been of much value to ihc-tn, A third 
raft of a different description waa to have been sent off at five in 
the evening, and Mac tier and I and many others went to sea the 
fun; but it didn’t come off, the attempt being postponed to 
another day, so I took a tide instead with George Hsll h whom I 
met amongst the spectators* Ho said nothing to mo about the 
Sikh corps* hut he mentioned that he should have liked much io 
get the command of the Cavalry of the Guides, I dare say ho 
would have got it had he applied when it fell vacant; he is an 
excellent officer, and will bo aura to got seme good appointment. 

I have just seen Hamilton, the Pension Paymaster; ho leaves 
here to-morrow morning for Um holla with the intention of remain¬ 
ing there till he gets better, and then going to Mussoorie. Major 
Qlpherta goes with him on sick leave; he, I believe, will go on 
direct to Simla. 

I am sending Unlay by dak a package of pinm leave* for 
Colonel -— ; he wrote to me for them. How nice it must bft 
to have a wife that chews patm / 

You never saw such an exhibition as there is to the rear of our 
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tent—every kind of female garment hung up to dry ! What could 
have induced Major Goad to send such things down here t There 
are no women refugees in camp, and none, so far as we know, in 
the city or adjacent vOJagea. It is very kind of the people at 
Strok to send thorn ; hot after ovary thin- is dried—for they are 
aowaking wet at present, and many spoilt-^tha only thing to do 
will bo to pack them in boxes wid send thorn to Umballa: they 
may be useful to the eoldiW wivat KmwowLi* The coats, 
shirts, boots, Set, will* of course, be useful hero. 

A brother of Mrs Wyld J s left hens for Simla about ton da vs 
ago. Have you seen him—Kennedy of the Guido Corps l He 
was wounded soon aftar he came down hera 

We hava heard nothing more yet regarding the force from 
L-awnpore, and not a word to clear up the doubt regarding Sir 
Henry Lawrence a fa to The Natives who came up all declare ho 
was not dead on the 25th of July, though they allow that they 
heard of his having been wounded in the shoulder. We still 
arc in great hopes that Havelock* when writing, had merdv 
^one on $onie Ntllw report of his death \ and his not alluding to- 
it afterwards in his letter here looks very much like his having 
subsequently found out his mistake.

reports from the city thii morning NJ that be had succeeded in 
dispersing the rebel troops at Lucknow^ which wore commanded 
by one Nona Sing. So, suppose after this he stayed two or three 
days at Lucknow to mrttle matters, he might be hack at Cawn- 
pore on tbo 4th or 5th August and march up here with all the 
troops that could be spared—this would probably lw some three 
or four regiments of Europeans and a Sikh cotjja—leaving the 
rest of his force fur Lucknow and Cawnpore, However* there 
is really no use in speculating on tin* matter, as we shall probably 
hear in three or four days from himself direct ae to what his 
intentions are, 

I forgot to tell you that tho Native who brought up that 
letter from Tytler (the ltd-haired man—do you remember him 
at Simla I) said that there were several steam era at Cawnpore^ 
in which I suppose the additional regiments had come up from 
Calcutta. 

Wo have hard nothing more about Sir Henry Lawrence 
except from the Natives, and all appear to agree in their story 
that he had only been wounded and was not dead on the 25th of 
Lost month. We therefore still think there is a great probability 
of Havelock having been misinformed in the matter, and I pray,

It is gftftt nonsense this writing 
about ‘the enemy being in the rear/ * an attack just about to 
take place/ and all that sort of tiling; and if I wore to teU you 
half of the reports in camp I must entirely omit to tell you what 
actually does occur. Yesterday there was a strong report of six 
thousand men and twelve guns baying gone to get round our 
rear, and it was fully believed for some hours; the number 
gradually diminished, and they have now’ dwindled down to 
one thousand, their object not being to get to our tear, but 
to go to soma JS r awab f s in the ndghljomheotL Again bat night 
the alarm was Handed* and the enemy said to be in great force ; 
iIda was about midnight, but it ended in all going to bed quietly, 
the mutineers apparently being as sleepily inclined ns ourselves. 
Scarcely a day posses without some absurd rumours and Alarms. 

Three officers were wounded in the batteries yesterday i lieutenant 
Browne, 33rd Native Infantry, mortally—since dead ; Lieutenant 
Temple, 49th Native Infantry, slightly; and Captain Reunion, 
Artillery, rather severely. Lieutenant Browne, poor fellow, they 
say brought his death entirely on himself; ho would expose 
himself to the fire of the enemy by standing on the parapet, 
though continually requested to come down.

Wo have had 
only two or three casualties by stray shots ; but Major Reid reports 
that lots of the enemy were killed—and probably enough* for they 
are generally in such large numbers that a shot falling in amongst 
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them ifl sure to kill some of them. In the afternoon yesterday 
their powder manufactory In the city blew lip with ft grand ££- 
plosion, but unfortunately there warn only some forty tnaund* of 
powder* It is not known how it took place—possibly from one of 
our shells; but most likely some of the people employed in the 
wotk wore smoking hookah* and accidentally ignited the powder. 
The newsletter says that about four hundred people of all kinds 
were blown up; but* what is Letter still, the Sepoys attribute the 
accident to one of the King's principal advisers, whom they believe 
to bo treacherous and they forthwith went and plundered his 
house. It is stated that a nice little quarrel may arise out of this. 

Beck tiff got ft letter yesterday from Agra, of the 3rd. It contains 
little of interest beyond what wo have already heard* and nothing 
of more recent date than we have hud of Havelock’s movements 
How very glad we shall bo to get a letter from Havelock him¬ 
self; but I hope it will he a letter fuller in particulars than bis 
list 

Yea, the two cases that Mrs Hudson says —-— was written 

to about were all tided to hy Lecher in his letter about Simla not 
having been properly disarmed. One was the case of the mail who 
twirled his moustache at Mrs Grcathed—Greathed himself told 
me a!Uo of this ; the other was of the milkwoman who told Mba 
Philips when spoken to ftWut water having been added to the 
milk, that It didn’t signify: shu would soon have her throat cut. 
Mr Philips fionfc the woman to Lord William Hay* who fined 
her five rupees. These instances were mentioned by Lecher as 
showing the bad feeling that existed at Simla towards us amongst 
the Natives, 

I fear it is too trus that the 50th have mutinied, after 
having kept faithful so long. A latter that Great lied got says: 
‘The ESOth Native Infantry from Xagodo harl crossed the river at 
Kalpi, but it is not known whether they ora going to Lucknow 
or Delhi.’ Poor old Hampton and Mrs Hampton; we know nothing

That Nana was the man who used to drive np and down the 
Mall at M ecnit, when we were there* with a European coachman. 

The ladies at Nynee Tal have been ordered up to Almoxah, 
only thirty miles off.

(Dianj) Bth August .— Lota of tiring Inst night—big guns princi- 
pally, and a little muaketry. To-day comparatively quiet, mo*t of 
the Bring being on onr side. Very hot and steamy to-day. An 
explosion is said to have caused ccmidemblo commotion in the 
city, and the Sepoys have plundered the house of Hakeem Hansen 
OoUali* the Prime-Minister* whom they accuse of having caused 
the explosion ; something, it is hoped* may come out of this. 

CAMP* Delhi Cantonments* Sunday r 9fA Auguii, 

I got your letter of the 6th early this morning j btit us I urns 
just going to church—and you may imagine that I was: not much 
too early, when yon hear that G a.sl was the hour for service— 
I hud only time to open the letter to eeo tliat all was well with 
you, postponing the reading of it till my return* This was not 
for a long while* as it was Sacrament Sunday, and 1 stayed to 
take the Sacrament, though I don't know that I was lit to do 
so; nor, perhaps, were many of us who were there- The roar of 
cannon which was continually going on tiuring service, and the 
aspirations of all of us that each discharge from our guns would 
send some of the wretched mutineers to perdition, seemed hardly 
in unison with the peaceful and sacred duties in which we were 
engaged. But God could not allow such miscreants to go un¬ 
punished, and we are merely the instruments employed by the 
Almighty to carry out His Holy Will Still* it is dreadful to think 
of the horrible scenes that ate enacting and will !>e enacted, before 
this business is terminated. 

There is nothing going on again to-day but cannonading! and 
this* I suppose, we shall have every day now until Kiekolsoo F s 
column arrives; it was to be at Pntiiput today, so may anon be 
expected. We shall then be strong enough to occupy all the 
suburbs from which their guns now annoy us, if not to take the 
city; but the impression still is that the city will he ours before 
many days, and that the Sepoys are all ready to desert. The 
story of the great deficiency of caps is revived more strongly than 
ever; they are said to have very Jew indeed loft now, and these 
they ore keeping for the last. 

I told ym yesterday that the Sepoy a in the city had seized ft man 
of rank and plundered Ids house when the powder mamifactory was 
blown up. It seems that the individual was the old King's Prime- 
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Minister, Hakeem Ha^en Odloh, whom the Sepoys suspect of 
being in treacherous correspondence with us; aud, between our- 
Betvea, I believe they mo not far wrong. However be this as it 
may, they have taken hint. prisoner, and will probably lake ltis life 
and perhaps that of the King too, for they appear to little respect 
hi* orders pow* Some twenty other houses near the Hakeem's 
were also plundered!, and as it is said that irtO&t of the Bepoys got 
a small share, it will very likely only i^rve as a whet to their 
apatite for mom, and perhaps will terminate in their plundering 
the city altogether and then taking themselves off. 

We have no further news from Cnwnpore, but we begin to fear 
now that this report of t^ir Henry Lawrence's death must be true 
after all, from the positive way in whieh it is stated in the [jihare 
Chronicle; and his brother, Sir John, ubo writes to camp of it as 
if it wore con tinned by intnUigenco from Calcutta. 

Arthur Bechet showed me st Setter for Mrs Arthur from Mrs 
Gough, who was campaigning it with Jo tin at the Cumgh 
of Kildare, living, apparently, in a very small hut at the Camp 
nf Exercise, I shouldn't wonder to eoa him sent out hero 
as a Major-Gen end on the StaJF; his Indian experience will l>o 
thought of great value at home now, You should ask Mrs 
Bccher to show you the letter, Ii3a (Mrs Gough) says she has 
taken to archery again; she has seen none of her old Indian 
friends except Yyse, whose regiment was at Kawbridgt, a few 
miles only from them, 

I hud a letter from Jeyjmre today of the 4th, where all was 
well; it contained lots of news, bub nothing of importance that wo 
had not heard before. It was from Captain Eden, to whom 1

Camp. Delhi CAHTOJfimm, Monday, IQfA August 

Nothing of any consequence stirring in camp, and only the 
usual cannonading going on t and that is not very lively tenday* 
In the city matters are reported as progressing favourably towards 
a general split ; and yesterday evening it was said that tho King 
hsid shut himself up in the Palace with the Hakeem and was in a 
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manner besieged by ths troops in the city, those in tbs Lbliteo 
taking hb side, I think it may turn out to be true. 

Wo mo still wit bout (my further now* from Havelock or 
Guwnpor®* bat any day or boor now may bring us tidings of 
the ad vii nee of troops in this direction. We expect Nicliolscm^ 
Column in the day after to-morrow; he (Nicholson) wa®. in 
our tout ju&t now, and said they ought to bo at Lnsowlk 
to-day, and ho was going there to meet thorn and bring them 
in. It will be a grand thing having his Column here, and we 
shall soon know after their arrival whether it is intended 
to go in at Delhi at once or wait until Hava Jock or Grant 
come up with the ferritic Highlanders* &cu The natives have 
received most fearful Jiccoxmte of tho appearance and doings of 
the High landers, and the following is an extract from a letter 
written by a baboo Wow to a baboo in camp; *1 give you 
another piece of intelligence, that from some placa to §om$ place 
a regiment of women have arrived, ami play old Harry with every’ 
body, and have un awful savage appearance, and no chance of 
pAcape for any one seems left. I only tell yon this as I am your 
greatest friend. 1 I saw the original letter this morning, and I 
dara say the Native^ many of them, believe what is written. 

I was amused to hear of Gowroo's story of there bring three 
regiments of Sepoys at Bussee. There seems no prospect whatever 
of any of the mutineers that have left Seatkote or Lahore finding 
their way across the Sutlej, and 1 should doubt very much, not¬ 
withstanding wliat Arthur Butter writer whether the nacu of the 
regiments still at Lahore will venture on a deferring expedition on 
hearing, os they must have done by this time, of the fate of tho 
26th; hut, whatever may be their attempts and schemes, wo 
understand by letters to this place from the authorities at Lahore 
that all possible precautions have been taken to guard against any 
rising and to provide for every possible emergency. 

I had a letter from Mis jot Goad this morning telling me of the 
things ha sent down. The ladles 1 habiliments shall b# packed up 
and kept for the present* Some women refugees may turn up 
after Delhi Lh taken, though 1 much doubt it; and, if not, the 
boxes can be sent up to Simla again. 

I am amused at Colonel Congreve flaying that Colonel Bother 
and I ought to return to Simla* There is no doubt that Colonel 
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Congreve himself ought not to have gone there, imd I tlare say he 
would like to get others to follow his example. I may not lie of 
much use here, but it would never do for me or any other officer 
to leave unles* compelled by ill-health-

(Diary) 1 0f, 3 J August,— Quiet to-day except cannonading, and 
principally down at the Metcalfe pickets. Rather hot and steamy. 
In the tent all day writing* and in the evening take a short ride 
across tlis bridge through the Garden, The wtoty of the row with 
the Sepoys and the Prime-Minister gains ground,

My last letter wdl have led you to believe tluit we should lie 
In DeM long ere this; bat time wears on, and wo citill occupy 
our old position, the same that we took up mors than two months 
ago. But matters are certainly looting up now p ami perhaps when 
Kicholaon’e Column joins we may be thought strong enough to 
move on to the attack, but if not* we most wait for Havelock 
or Pat Grout; and one or the other of them ought to be with 
ua by the last week of this month at latest 

We have nothing whatever to fear from the enemy in the 
interim; they have tried again and again to force our position, 
and in some of their attacks they have come on with tolerable 
Sj mt, but they have latterly confined themselves very much to 
Cannonading us as beet they can, and sniping at our pickets 
behind cover, and they seem themselves now to have given 
up id I hope of carrying our cut re noli metier Their laat grand 
attempt was on the evening and night of the 1st* at the Festival 
of the Eed h and it was fearful the yelling and firing that went 
on all night; thny commenced, in Foci, about five o'clock on 
the evening of Saturday the 1st August, and did not withdraw 
altogether till about twelve the next day. For the first time, 
I think, since these attacks have been made out men were 
induced to keep behind the breastworks* and the consequence was 
we hud a very trilling loss* some thirty or forty only killed and 
wounded i while that of the enemy was said to be about five 
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handrail killed and a thousand wounded* and Che people in the 
city put it down as three thousand altogether. Many of the 
Sepoys who were engaged* instead of returning to the city, made 
off to their homes. This affair must have discouraged the mutinoun 
a good deah as ever since the 2nd we have liad continual tuiuoura 
from the city of disunion prevailing there and of the men leaving 
to go to their homes. 

The explosion of their powder manufactory a few days ago has 
had a very good effect It is not known how it occurred, whether 
from one of our shells or how p but the Sepoys took it into their 
head that it was the act of the Prime-Minister* Hakeem Ha&aen 
Oollahp who is suspected, and not without. reason, of being in 
correspondence with us H They therefore plundered his house, 
murdered, I believe, some of his family* and made him a prisoner. 
The King i* said to be in great distress at wliat has occurred* 
and wants to I»ffl the city, but the Sepoys won't let him; and 
altogether muttera are sup|wwed not to be in at all a flourishing 
state. I dare say exaggerated rumours of the difficulties of the 
enemy mm ooncocted to please us ; but there can be no doubt 
that affaire must be somewhat in a fix with them. 

We are told they are short of powder, and that their cap* arc 
running short, Most likely it h so, hut judging from their firing 
they have not come to the end of ai ther one or the other* and 
their stock of shot and shell must ho inexhaustible; and they 
have lately found a etore of rockets, which they have u&od with 
tolerably good effect Wc have a few rockets, but, if one may 
judge from the practice, they are of inferior make to those in 
the city, which occasionally they throw right into our camp—at 
least into the Artillery camp, which Is nearly as far from the 
city as the Head-Quarters Gump is. 

Their Artillery practice on the whole is very good; but they have 
a great advantage over us in their command of heavy gums, having 
24-poundera without number, and if one is damaged by our lira 
it can be immediately replaced by another* Wc have no 2is 
except what wo took from the enemy on the 8th of June, 
and these are now very much the worse for wear ; and the 
Artillery officers will be very glad to get some new ones that 
are with Nicholson’* Column and are expected in tomorrow or 
next day. When Nicholson a Column arrives wo shall have four 
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brigades of Infantry,, no muring altogether, I should think, about 
three thousand Europeans and nearly the sama number of Native 
Infantry (Sikhs and Goorklias) : say after deducting sick* of which 
there are a gw! number amongst the Europeans, five thousand 
bayonets. Our Cavalry is probably about fourteen hundred, half 
Native (reliable men) and half European j and our Artillery must 
number about six hundred, all Europeans, The besieged party 
outnumber u&, perhaps, six to one; so, considering thay have a 
weli-stockcd arsenal at their disposal, which no enemy we have 
ever yet had to deal with in India has hod, our not walking 
into Delhi at once, as was anticipated, may not he considered 
so surprising after all 

Our present Commandant, Wilson of the Artillery, gets on 
wonderfully better than any of his predecessors, and seems to 
have gained the confidence of the army, which they never possessed. 
He knows wlmt he is about, and though he may bo over careful, 
ho is evidently a good man for the occaaioh* 

Nicholson I dare toy you have heard of j ho has a great 
reputation* and did well in the Punjab. His appointment to 
be Brigadier General has given great umbrage in Her Majesty's 
service, and it h declared that it is unauthorised by the terms 
of the Queen's warrant. To avoid all hearbburning os much 
as possible, it has been decided that when his Column comes into 
camp Her Majesty's 52nd* now under his command, and in which 
there are two full Colonels senior to him t shall bo removed to 
another brigade, and he is to have a brigade consisting of the 
l Fusilier*, Coke's corps, and Green's corps. The other brigades 
of Infantry a™ commanded by Colonel Longtield, Her Majesty’a 
Bth ; Jones, Her Majesty's filet; and Showers, 2nd Fusiliers. Hope 
Grant commands the Cavalry t Colonel Garbo tt the Artillery* end 
V Colonel Baird Smith Is Chief Engineer. 

If wu have to wait for tha assault on Delhi until Havelock comes, 
or Pkt Grant joins us with the troops from below, we shall probably 
he here nearly another month. At least I reckon that it will 
bo at hast a fortnight from to-day before either of them can he 
with us j but you will have much later accounts of their movo- 
HWita from the public prints than I can give you. We have 
nothing later than the 26th of lost month from Cawnpore. By 
the time their fores reaches here we ought to have also a I&ign 
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siege-train, which is on ifca way from Ferozepote to this place ; wo 
have now only a third-class on& 

I can imagine the feverish anxiety with which the arrival of 
the Indian mail ia looked for at home. What horrors after 
honor* you will have to read at homo I We have become a 
little accustomed to them now p but it is truly dreadful to think 
of some of Use atrocities that have been committal 

We are nil very much disgusted ici camp to read some of 
the Ute articles in the papers, and speeches made by arrogant 
civilians or purse-proud mercantile men, all totally ignorant of 
everything connected with the A tiny, and more particularly of the 
causes of the outbreak, who, without a show of reason, attribute 
the Mu liny to the misbehaviour and inattention to their duty 
of regimental officers. Nothing is further from the truth* and if 
the blame i« to rest anywhere it must be on Government and 
on the home authorities who have supported them : but assuredly 
there is n- no to lie with justice attached to tbfl regimental officers 
as a body, though of course there are individual instance^ r>f mis¬ 
conduct ; but thn way in which the European officers generally 
have behaved throughout the late miUinua ought to secure them 
from such attacks as have lately ftp]reared in the public papers, 
either as editorials or as speeches mode at public meetings. These 
fault-finding gentlemen would do much better to confine their 
reviews in future to the acts of Urn members of the Civil Service 
during the present trying time. With a few rare but bright 

exceptions, and -- — , the Lieutenant-Governor, is not one 

of them, they have shown oiT most lamentably; and f begin to 
think that Lord Ellenborough was right when he talked of ils 
being the correct thing: to abolish the Civil Service nnd fdl up 
all civil appoint men is from the Army, os was; done in Sind in 
former days. 

Bet I must think of drawing to a dose or I shall be wearying 
you with my blotted writing; it 1 b difficult to write at ell 
on this thick paper with the putikah going, nnd besides the 
air is so very damp that it is with difficulty L can get the 
ink to dry. Although we have a punkah, the weather is tolerably 
cool for this season of the year, and there is not any very great 
amount of sickness considering the ei[>oaure the men are sub¬ 
ject to, 
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We are fortunate in having a very wclbanpplied bazaar* and 
all tliQ noecsEiirieii of life are cheaper than st most stations in 
I till is. This shows the extreme confidence that the Natives have 
in us, bringing their things so readily for sale* and I hare no 
floobt they arti quite as confident of our eventual success os 
we are outlives. There was one time, perhaps, when their faith 
was a little shaken in ns—this \vm on the l&fh and 20th June* 
when the enemy were allowed to get in our rear and pour shot 
into our very camp; and when I come to look hack on what 
took place then I am not much surprised at thu alarm created; 
for* with the small force we then had* a little more activity and 
during on the part of the enemy and it would have gone han! 
with lie, perhaps, for our defences were then in a very unfinished 
state.

Cam*, Delhi Castor jaeskta, Tuesday, llthAuymL 

The dak was delivered to us at the mess table yesterday evening 
Just after dinner. It is an interesting affair the distribution of the 
dfik when it arrive* during the time we are sit dinner. All the 
Head-Quartern' letters are brought in together in a large bag, and 
the content being emptied on the table, one or two of the party — 
generally Mnisoy, and Stewart of the 9th (on old postmaster you 
nuLj remember at Peshawar)—aort and throw them across to the 
d i 11’*.! rent proprietors. Poor Arthur Bechet was much distressed 
last night nt not getting his usual letter* and sent and had the 
whole postoffice ransacked for it, but without success. Tire reason 
rao *fc likely ifi that Mre Arthur wire too late in binding to the paste 
ofiiee. Here the postal arrangement arc under Bcchar p and the 
post is never closed until he gives the order—and I fancy it Is 
veiy often delayed a little. 

The cura^oa is quite appreciated by Becher and myself; but ho 
told mo to-day that ho has got a supply of cheriy-brendy, and 
wo are to attack it when we have finished the first bottle of 
cura^oa. The hoi you sent me with Lho jams frame in this 
morning; they will he veiy acceptable* I always now breakfast 
at the incssj and have been indenting there on Bccher’a stock 
of jama. 

Nothing of any importance going on since I last wrote* Very 
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ilttl-o- firing except from the batteries anti them eyeing less of 
this oven tehday, I was sorry to hear that there were two officer* 
wounded yesterday* hut neither of them badly—Sandilands* Her 
Majesty J s 8th p and Baillie of th* Artillery* 

Wo hear the same stories about the dissension* in the city, 
the imprisonment of the Hakeem, and want of unanimity amongst 
the mutineers; and to-day w* are told that the King and some 
of the Princes are most anxious to go with their famiHea to the 
Kootub* hut the Sepoys will not consent. There must be a great 
deal of truth in all this* but how much it ra difficult to say; a few 
days will show, however. 

No further word from Havelock or Colonel Tytler* but letters from 
Meerut of the 9(h aay t)mt the troops were reported by a Native 
to be at Meenm-ka-Sorai some days ago; Ibis is several marches 
on this side of Gawnporo. "When we see In Havelock's hand¬ 
writing that he is on his way here* I shall believe it* but not 
before. The copy I Bent of Colonel Tytier’s * letter in which tlin 
word * to-morrow 1 was omitted was the correct one. I had first put 
these words in. but found out tny mistake, Beebnr got Colonel 
Tytler 3 * original letter over from Meerut yesterday in order that it 
might be Ascertained what really was written. Colonel Tytler is 
not very happy in his style of writing but perhape it was intended 
to mystify, The opinion here is that if five thousand men are 
to march up here Havelock’s force must he included in the 
number. Very probably some hail come up in steamers just as 
be was leaving for Lucknow* and there was a report to this effect; 
but at the time of Colonel Ty thrift writing there eon Id not Jmve 
been more than five European regiments up there exclusive of the 
32nd at Lucknow. When they ones leave Cawnpora they won't be 
long in getting here even should they go round by Agra to pick up 
another siege-train, which it is not at 41 improbable they will do, 

There has been obliged to b& a grand move amongst the regiments 
in the different brigade* so as to allow of Nicholson having a 
brigade In which there shall be no officers of senior rank to h?m- 
self, G reached wag over here yesterday, and there seams to bo a 
very implant feeling in camp amongst the officers who are senior 
to Nichobon; Gre*thed himself is one of them. Them are two 
senior to him in Her Majesty'* 52nd r Bennia and Campbell - *nd 
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though they have been acting under hie orders hitherto* it was 
thought best to remove them from under Mb command here. The 
52nd is therefore posted to Colonel LongfieId a s brigade, and the let 
Fusiliers is to be under Nicholson, whose brigade will consist of 
this regiment* Coke's corps, and Green's; while to keep Showers 
in command of a brigade, ho being also junior to the two 52nd 
Colonels* another change lias to be mad ft involving a good deal 
of trouble in the on pitching and repitching of ten ts, many of 
which have became so rotten from the constant damp that the 
latter operation (repitolling) will bo a very difficult one. In the 
changes, tha 9th Lancers had to move their camp yesterday, and 
they say the upper part of the mesa tent came away bodily when 
they tried to repitch it 

It is past three o’clock* bo I must think of closing this. The 
only news from the city is that several of the Princes (the wretched 
curs!) have already left the Palace with their wives, and gone out 
to tha Koqtuk

Camp, Deliti Cantosmusts, Wednesday, is th Auymt. 

I was dining villi Grenthod bwt night at the 8th mess, amt on my 
letuni, seeing a light in our own moss tout, I went in and found 
those homu letters (which I enclose) anti your letter of the 9th 
instant. I Had just finished n letter to your father yesterday, but 
wua glad it wasn’t «nt off, as I can now odd a few lines and tell of 
the arrival of these. How strange it seome to ua out hare, in the 
midst of til our trouble and turmoil, to read of everything being so 
quiet and peaceful at heme t I wish we were there with the little 

'. nst 10 col,,e out ag’dft to this murderous country. 

Thort! have been gmad doings hero this morning, on attack on 
the enemy’s outpost* or out left front resulting in the capture of 
four of then gnus, which were brought triumphantly into camp- 
one of them belonged to Murray. Mackenzie'a troop. A great 
many of the mutineers were hilled—probably two hundred of them 
including three Native officers. Our loss, I am *>„y to aay has 
not been small, about fifty killed and wounded, und sis officers 
wounded—ono Sheriff, a brother of the Miss Sheriff who was at 
Simla, it is feared mortally * the others not any of thorn verv 
bmUy-Bnpdicr Showers; Major Coke; GrovilJe; lieutenant 
Inmifl, 60th Native Infantry; and Owen, let Fusiliere. The 
enemy it seems, had been annoying our Metcalfe pickets for 
*>mo days with guns they had brought out, and it was deter- 
miaed to make a dash for them; the attack was planned 
h^t night to come off at early dawn this morning, and every- 
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thing was very managed by Brigadier Showem, who com¬ 
manded the attacking party. It was a complete surprise to the 
enemy, who were mostly posted in and about Ludlow Castle—the 
house, yon may remember* just before you come to the 2^orth- 
Weatem Bilk Coffipan/s Office. 

Onr men, both European and Natives, are highly delighted at 
the success of the expedition; and the first two guns were 
brought in by man of the 1st Fusiliers, mounted on the horsey 
which wore also taken, and stopping occasionally to give a 
cheer for Brigadier showers* By six o'clock the guns were in 
camp, &o the affair, important as it was* didn't last very long. 
Having taken the guns T our people returned as quickly as 
possible, as they were within the range of the city guns* and it 
was by a piece of shell from one of these that the poor young 
fellow Sheriff was wounded; hw wound is in the head* The 1st 
Fusiliers and Coke's were the corps principally engaged. The men 
of the hitter regiment—Sikhs and Afghans—were highly dated at 
taking the guns, the first they had ever taken j and one of them in 
speaking to m& spoke of the number of Mtttarfeens his regiment 
had killed. This, it appears, k the name that the mutineer 
always go by amongst the Sikhs. It is to bo hoped that this 
moraing’a business will keep the scoundrels quiet for some time 
to come : they are very much so just now, 

I encl-fjgc with this a copy of a letter of the 31st duly from 
Cawnpore that reached our camp last night,* This will ehow you 
the absurdity of entering the word 4 to-morrow 1 in that letter from 
Major Tytlcr, 

I was speaking to Chamberlain just now, wid it is his opinion 
that no troops will march from Cawnpore to here until after Have¬ 
lock has returned there from Lucknow, when with the reinforce¬ 
ments now pouring up country ho would probably have four or five 
thousand men after leaving sufficient garrisons at Lucknow and 
Cawnpore, This is much what I think myedf; and under thia 
arrangement he will probably be up hero some time during the last 
week in this month. It is dreadful to find that the sad tale of the 
double massacre at Cawnpore is confirmed ; no wonder our men 
slay all the K&tives there they come aetuss. 

V* o have just begun to use the tin of tea you oent with the

hundred of the enemy. Very amusing to see the Fusilier men 
bringing in Iho guns in triumph. Coke's corps was very good too.

Captmn Spuhcus to Captain Simpson* 

Cawnpoue, 31 st July, 

My dear Si a, — fin Hugh Wheeler and his garrison have erased 
to exist The Nana promised them a eufe patsjga by the river to 
Allahabad and Calcutta; but when he got them into boats he 
treacherously murdered them by bringing guns to fire upon the 
boats. The women mid children appear to have been s|xured that 
day* for they were brutally and cruelly murdered (two hundred 
and ten in number) the day the British troops retook Cawnpore. 
It is reported that there are two who craped from the bcatis; 
from them an account of the sufferings of the garrison may he 
gathered* General Neill, of the Madras Fusiliers, now commands at 
Cawnpore; General Havelock thfl advancing column to Lucknow i 
their success has already been great, taking twenty guns the first 
day. In all probability the eolunin would be at Lucknow today. 

Fifty-six guaa were taken from the rabcle between Allahabad and 
Cawnpore, They blew up the magazine, but heaps of everything 
have been dug from the rains—even to gunpowder. All is well 
here, and a flow ot European troops still continues from Calcutta, 
and regiments coming overland from England. 
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General HetH is too mifi=h occupied to reply to jour note of the 
18th, which arrived only this mornings the 31 at, and the hearer 
is despatched again at noon to-day.—Yours truly,

I am very sorry to find that yon arc still fancying massacres and 
disasters at Simla, for which there really seems no good cause 

whatever now ■ but I was told by Greathed that - had 

given a sermon in the evening bringing in nil kinds of honors, 
just &fl it w&s becoming dusk, and frightening every one out of 
his or her Ban^s. I suppose Greathed had received a letter from 
his wife on tho subject 

AH is quiet in camp now; but there was a tremendous deal 
of firing last night h both cannonading and musketry^ and yet 
it Been ia there was not a single man hit on our side during tho 
whole night, and perhaps very few on the side of the enemy either, 
as our men wore probably tiring away at a Jong distance just to 
show the enemy that they were awake, and prevent them coming 
nearer. 

As Usual I underrated our casualties yesterday, for it uppeara 
that when the total was totted up our loss was found to 
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amount to eno hundred and thirteen j of theses however, I know 
a great many were very slightly wounded* J £aw myself an officer 
who wi l* ret Limed os wounded driving about in a buggy in the 
evening. That poor lad Sheriff is still alive* hut in nn Almost hope- 
legs state ; the wound is in the head, and part of the brain has been 
carried away. Instances are known of men recovering even from 
such injuries, but they are very rare. 

I. am amused at Mrs Hall 1 * account of cases of Lieutenant Browne 
and Lieutenant Temple, os given by her husband. My version 
was the correct eme # and could not be wrong, m l had heard 
nil imrtictdfiTfl from Br Tritten, who had been up to sec the 
wounded men, I met George Halt this morning, and staked him 
how he came to write os be did—that one man had bad his 
bead taken off amt the other his leg by the same round- 

shot l George eaid it wag very stupid of him, as ho was told 

they were walking together at the time, and if ho bad thought of 
it for an instant he won Ed have seen the absurdity of the same 
shoE hitting one in the head and the other in the leg! The truth, 
I believe, was, as regards the Unfortunate man Browne p that be 
brought bis death entirely on himself by standing in one of the 
embrasures, against tho fmqueut temonstronces of those in the 
battery with him. 

Tho newsletter* from the city mentions the los^ of the enemy 
yesterday morning at five hundred luUed, ami lots of wounded 

also ; the sight of the latter limping into the city must have a very 

disheartening effect upon the other scoundrels there, 

I was glad to heat that a Aficcriie yesterday ^ot a puree from 
one of the men who was killed containing fifty-five gold mohura 
(nearly nine hundred rupees, or t according to the present value 
of gold mohurm, much more). They are excellent servants tho 
J'Ae&fic*. and several of them have been killed and wounded 
taking up water to our men in the batteries and at the picket*. 

We ere certainly very fortunate in our weather. It lias been 
threatening rain for some days, but none ha* come down; and 
though the sun is rather hot, there is a nice cool breeze blowing. 
I went over this morning to sec Waters of the Rifles, who wrote 
a curious note to me a little while ago to say that he had been 
wounded (a slight wound m the foot, two or three days ago), that 
he was engaged to he married, and was anxious for a Brigado 
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Majorship, which he trusted to me to get for him 1 From Wnterf 
tout, after explaining to him that ho nm^ not look to me for a 
Brigade Majorship, I went and paid Sir Edward Campbell a visit; 
he seenls more cheerful and jolly than he used to be tip at Simla. 

Mr Greathed hm had letters from Agm, of (he 7th K where iUJ was 
well, and no mention of the mutineers from Gwalior leaving that 
place They had news ftom CWnpore, of the list August, con¬ 
tinuing the account of Havelocks victory and of Ins taking twenty 
guns; and reinforcements hod bean sent out to him, and on their 
reaching he was to move on to Lucknow. Ae I told you, the 
Native news is that he did move on, and that Lucknow had been 
sacked by our troops. There i@ a rumour, too, that the three 
Saliva regiments at Din»pore had decamped with their arum; 
General Lloyd was after them.

I was speaking to Hudson yesterday on th& subject of Gookb 
6ing p e death, and it is his opinion that no bad effect to m h likely 
to arise ftom iL Formerly the son «uid heir, by name Eunbnr 
Sing, was known to be inimical to our rale, but it is said he has 
grown wiser now; but, whether or not, he will have more than 
sufficient to employ hint in his own country to think of making 
any attempt to trouble us 

I don't think you need be under any apprehension of matters 
going wrong amongst the hill tribes about Simla in consequence 
of any tiling that may occur at Cashmere, and when wo are once 
Inside Delhi all will soon quiet down. Rut you say, When will 
this bo J I nm not in the secret, and I fancy, indeed, that the 
General himself and those he consults have not yet positively 
settled whether we are to attack the place at once, now that 
Nicholson's Column haa arrived, or wait for Havelock. I dare say 
the question will most likely ba decided by circumstances, and 
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by tli-o intelligence wo may receive from Lhe city lifter it is 
known that they have heard of our reinforcements having come 
in; they appear last night to have been in b state of groat; alarm 
that wo were going to attack the city. 

There was a tremendous fire of musket^ from the walla twice : 
first about ten o'clock* just os I was reading your Letter j and then 
again at ou o'clock this morning, when I wae awoke by it anti by 
Bcchcr calling out to hia servants. to know what o'clock it waa. 
They fired away their ammunition to very little pturjicise* as, of 
course, none of our men were within shot, 

I went out to see the troops come in this morning, and a very 
pretty cheering sight it was— about twelve hundred Euitipoan 
I nfantry (Her Majesty's 53ud ? and wing Gist)* and the same of Sikhs 
(Green 1 * corps, a very fine regiment), and q wing of the naw levies, 
with some Cavalr y and a Horse battery. There was a Large convoy, 
too, with five heavy guns* lots of ammunition and powder* and 
several kes of treasure. It cannot be very consoling to the people 
in the city to hear of these freak arrivals for ub, especially aa they 
had bean expecting troops themselves from the Punjab, which they 
are certainly not very likely to get now. 

Do you know I am very much indinod to think niter all that 
the old ESCtb has remained staunch, for I see that a Calcutta 
government notifitation of the 9th July aaya that all was well at 
Ndgode on that date* and tbs regiment that was said to have 
crossed at Kalpi was the 42nd Native Infantry, which is reported 
to I lave gone to Futtyghur. How proud old Joe Hampton will 
be if the regiment doea actually prove faiihfulE Kerman* too, is 
delighted to find that hia regiment, the 31st* at Saugnr, so far as 
we know* is behaving wall* except a small detachment of it 

Nothing today o! Havelock; but I forgot to tell you that the 
latter yesterday said that w hen he bad relieved Lucknow ho was 
to he joined by two thousand fiva hundred Goorkhas that wore on 
the other aide of the Gagfu Piver waiting for him. Their joining 
him, however, would be the work of mme day®, and I fear wo must 
not expect bo see Havelock here before the end of the month* if 
we are to wait for him. 

We could not bo more fortunate than we are in our weather 
ttnlny: it is moat ptenaant-^Joudy* with a tool breeze; and, now 
that Nicholson's force is comfortably housed in camp, a good 
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Ml of lain—which w 0 stem very likely to have—will Dot bo 
unwelcome- 

I forgot to notice Mrs KicoiPs amusing account of the sketch of 
Delhi that Arthur did + wiLh hia left hand,' which of course wa* 
not the ease. I thought it had been done by Massey, but I ashed 
Bocher, who was much amused to hear what Mrs XicoU said, and 
told me the plan was drawn in the office. 

T have just seen the city newsletter of to-day; it contains, 
amongst other items, an account of the number of mutineers there 
nte in the dty, and the whole do not amount to more than about 
seventeen thousand, of which between three and four thousand 
(tre Cavalry, I dare say that this is somewhat near the mark, a* 
the number of light guns is also given* and this is correct The 
letter says the King wants the Sepoys to try and mate their peace 
with the British, but they reply that there is no hojso for them p 
and that they must cither conquer or die; and the letter goes on 
to say that the King ordered his elephants with the intention of 
going into the British camp himself* but the Sepoys would not 
let him. 

Some of the new pcrcussion-caps that they have been making in 
the city were brought into our camp this morning. They are very 
well made indeed* but the detonating powder is wanting in them, 
and this, the letter esye, they have in vain tried to manufacture, 

I forgot to tell you that we tried some of the apricot jelly 
yesterday* and again this morning at breakfast, and it is most 
highly approved of by my next neighbours as well as myself. 
Bethcr, Hodson, and others also have hud some of it- It is 
indeed particularly nice* and ao all say. As large as the stock 
is, we ahull get through it in time. 

3.30 F.m, and all has been quiet to-day except a little firing 
from big guns. That poor young Sheriff is still alive- Mae tier,, 
who is lying down reading a novel, sands his kindest regards.

mutineers who are at Multi* (J) was the signal for an ignominious 
retreat, or flank march, and icy pusillanimous Comnmndordn- 
Chitd took care it should be in this direction, wherever it wa*. 
I had no hope of ever getting back to Gwalior ; and as the temper 
of the men is by no means improved, and they w on exposed to 
this severe weather, attacked by cholera, and I bad no money* 
my best plan manifestly wa? to take them back to their own 
place. Hovrbeit, I believe the want of pluck is more with the 
officer* than men; but with regard to tho latter also it was very 
necessary to bo on the qui and, all things considered* it was 
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better to take them Uck still a force than run tho risk of utter 
disorganisation by collision or collusion.

Mt EEAii Sm,—In case you may not have heard of the 
nmtin»ra at Agm, I writ® you op the imperfect information 
current in tho place that the Kotah Cavalry, whose fidelity had 
been assured to Uu by their own protestations and by our liberal 
promises, turned upon ua at the critical moment, dispersed 
the Kcrowlie levies of Nawoh Syfuola Khan, released the few 
primmer* left in the jail* joined the insurgent^ and attacked 
our batteries, which, after a severe contest, we had to with¬ 
draw. The Government House and various bungalows have been 
dfcabroyed; but the city has not been plundered or injured so far 
as I have heard, and the mutineers, according to the plan they 
have all along proposed, will pass on to Delhi. The injury that 
ha* been done is mrignificaut compared to the insult; tblfi baa 
Wn so grievous that w« cannot show our face*, and you will 
feel it in your own comp, and nil over Rajpuptana. I write to 
U you know the mo™uents of the mutineers, and expect they 
will pw you with as perfect impunity 03 the Muttra company 
poftsed the Uliurtpora trooj*.

great embarrassment by interrupting our communications, and I 
remain; but had the mutineers only been joined hy the Gwalior 
contingent or other force* so as to be able to invest Agre or shut 
up the garrison* I should have been obliged to leave here. This 
delay at Delhi is ruinous to our credit, and it is dear we have 
made a great mistake in attempting to besiege before providing for 
tho security of ilL—-Believe me, yours sincerely, Mobmesok. 

CvlonA Keitu Young to hig wifk 
Camp, Delhi Cantonhents, Saturday IM August. 

ALL is very quiet hero to-day, and so it was all last night, the 
enemy scarcely firing a shot 1 fancy they have given up all 
hope of driving us out of this* and arc perbapa going to remain 
quietly where they arc till wo go to attack them. Me Philips, in 
his letter received yesterday, tells me it is rumoured at Simla that 
tlxe city was to be assaulted on the I Gtli (to-morrow), I don’t think 
there is the slightest chance of this, indeed I may say certainly 
unt; and, in fact, unless the mutineers take to bolting in a body 
from Delhi there h little prospect of our doing anything pre¬ 
paratory to tho arrival of the siege-train, now on its way from 
iemzuporc, 1 suppose it will bo here about the 26th* and then 
if Havelock is not likely to come here soon they will probably 
advance out batteries, blaze away at tho city for two or three 
days with all available guns and mortars, and then assault the 
place, which* no doubt, would bo carried at once. However, there is 
plenty of time between this and then to write to you how matters 
ore progressing. 

You will perhaps have heard that there is a force out from 
the city trying to get to our rear, and, if you hear it from 
-—, the number may be given at six or seven thousand men, 
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with thirteen guns, for this is- what some of the Native spies 
any; the md number is probably about a thousand el all kinds* 
with a couple of guns, and their object is said to be to plunder 
Faniput, from which place most of out supplies are derived. 
Hudson went out last night with some three hundred Cavalry to 
dodge them and find out what they were doing; George Wan.! 
and several other officers ate with him. No accounts have come 
in from him yet; but Colonel Dunaford, who went out last night 
with a party also from Lussowlie to Faniput, has just reported 
that he has reached the latter place and can hear nothing of 
the mutineer* being in that direction. By to-morrow we shall 
hear, I hopu, from liodson if he can learn where they are ; perhaps 
a small column may go out under Nicholson to attack them. 

There is nothing that I have hoard from the city today* and 
no more news from Cawnpofo j hut a latter from Agra of the 
6th {rather old* for one of the 6th had been received two days 
ago) says that the Governor-General had written that ho expected 
something more from General Eumatd than merely repelling the 
enemy's sullies. What will he say when ho finds our present 
force, which is nearly treble the nimiber* equally inactive 1 

Cotton, of the 61th, is appointed to command at Agm, 
superseding Brigadier Fu! whole nod several others. Ho is Raid 
to be the very best man, and ho writes that he is already 
beginning tn reoccupy the cantonmeats. 

Bid you hear that Colonel Graham’s daughter is going to be 
married to Mr Colvin, of the Civil Service at Xynee Tab a son 
of the Lieu ten ant-Governor I I have heard nothing more of 
the ladies at Xynee Tal going to Almorah* hut I believe it has 
Wm done T and all those up there say it was $, very foolish move. 

TeJI Major Gcnd, please* when you see him, that most of the 
things sent, except the Sadies' habiliments, have boon disposed of* 
and these will lie more useful at Kus^owlie, whom we will send 
them soon. 

(Diary) 15th Aitptuti. —Took a ride up to the Mound battery 
this morning. Whftt a change in the appearance of the country' 
since our first arrival T—nil the trees in front cot down, and everv- 
thing looking cheerful and groan. Nothing doing all day hut the 
H^tial quiet and writing* except cannonading. In the evening the 
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bond played in the Head* Quartern* afreet—on immense eoncoureo 
of people ttSSO-nibW, Lovdy weather ; rather warm,, perhaps, but 
very pleasant on tho whole.

out of Simla. 

So it was expected at Simla that Delhi was to be attacked on the 
16th S Tho day is nearly over, and there are no signs of it. In 
my opinion, if wo ore inside Delhi by the end of this month we 
shall be almost more fortunate than 1 expect. It will depend in 
dome measure upon Die arrival of the siege-train, and this? at the 
earliest can scare tdy he here until the 26th- 

So George Had has Ijeen writing to his wife about the enemy's 
batteries outside Use walla, Waa it the guns that were taken the 
other day that he alluded to J—for Die re are still guns outside the 
walls that we have not taken, nor are likely to attempt to take 
so long as they do us no particular mischief. Were I to write 
you half the stories I hear about guns and batteries and troops 
inarching to our rear, and other nJt*jtve* h as they are technically 
uallod in camp* you would be more tired of reading than 1 of 
writing them, perhaps Scarcely an hour pulses but there is jsomo 
strange story narrated* altogether without foundation. There was 
rather a serious one this morning, however, that h too true. 
An attornpt was discovered this morning in two of the lotteries 
near Hindoo Kao's to spoil the priming powder of the guns by 
putting little stones in it; the effect might have been to prevent 
the guns going off at a meet critical moment, though the number 
of troupe we now have up there would have been quite sufficient 
to repel any attack that might have been made at the time. An 
inquiry is going on r and as no Natives are admitted into our 
magazines here, it is strongly suspected Dint some of tho Native 
lascare in the batteries are the culprits. It is just possible that 
tho mischief may have been done before the powder waa sent 
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liect*; Lot whoever dona by, ths discovery vriil have thu good 
offotit of leaving nothing that can poseibly be avoided in th& 
iimula of any of the natives, and as it ii* very few of ihctn nro 
trusted except in very simdf mitten. ttfigiulier Wilson lias 
always been very susjtiviuua of the Native* who have any tiling to 
say about the gnus, md this business will mate Um doubly so, 
Thflt» men sro alt PotirfaaH and we have not 4a yet hud the 
least reason to raped anything wrong either in the Punjnboe 
or Goorkhn regiment^ from which I beltc-vo them has not been 
a single desertion since they joined ua_

Not a word of news in camp to-day from any quarter, and all 
is as quiet as possible, scarcely a gun firing except at very long 
intervals. Young Harry Chester vjia here just now* and spoke 
of a, battery that was being commenced by the enemy on the 
right flankit cannot, however, be of much importance* or we 
should have heard of it here long ago. But no apprehensions 
appear to be entertained in camp now of the scoundrels attempting 
to do much again in the way of attacking our position, and we 
shall do nothing, I think, in the way of attacking them either 
until the siege-train reaches us. 

There was a letter from Hodson again last night; he was all 
right, near Eohtuck, and had fallen in with no more of the 
insurgents.

Did 1 tell you thnfc Peake 8s Allen have sent down their 
representative here with lots of stores 1 There ara two Pa race 
merchants also iu camp, Jehongeer and Cowaojee, with lots of 
supplier particularly beer, brandy, and soda-water. Beer they 
wanted twenty-four rupees a dozen for at first; but they cause 
down to fifteen rupees for their beat English bottled, and the 
Head-Quarters' mess took a hundred dozen from them at this price. 
They will get a goal profit on it* and I believe they have some 
two thousand dcucu altogether* which is pretty ran to be all 
sold. The luces have also got a barrel of commissariat beer, which 
is said to bo first rate, and it is to be tapped in a day or two; so 
you see we are not badly off.

faith pledged to advance, and ao they went on a meirch or two 
more slowly. When the General gave out that John Lawrence 
was highly irate at their tardy movements, and had in conse¬ 
quence imprisoned his {the General e) brother, it had the desired 
effect of increasing their pace. This is the story sent in from 
their camp. An express arrived from Jummoo on the night 
of £k» 12th Baying that they required fifty camels, m fifty enmel- 
kads of treasure wore ready for our acceptance. The camels went 
off last night This is considered only the first instalment of the 
Jn inmoo loan. 

It is rumoured at Lahore that Sir Henry Lawrence U not 
dead, only wounded: thot his brother, Kir John, has received 
this nvwsu I wish I could believe it I heard from Macphoreoti 
yesterday ± had any ouch good news been received ho would not 
have omitted to mention it. Wo are to have two Rassakhe of 
2nd Irregular Cavalry from Gondeepore here soon j we would 
much rather be without them* but the regiment La suspected. John 
Uwrenco wants to disperee the own, and he therefore sends us 
a batch. To give the fellows their due they behaved well In 
keeping the 46th from a forei, and afterwards aided in cutting up

The dak came in, m it Usually does now, during the nighty and 
I received your letter of the 16th in time to read it over my tea. 
Dr Scott brought it from the post-office for rue; ho always 
cornea over here, sometime* as early m live o'clock, for hie cup of 
tea, and when the dak has not been delivered goes to the poet- 
office for our letter while the tea is being made. That is very 
nice tea you sent down to me, only the servant rad to put too 
much into the teapot* We have now limited him to two tea- 
spoonfuls, which is quite enough, we find, 1 shod not require 
any more, for when mine is done, which it will not be for some 
time yet, Mwetter has a large host of the same kind of tea which 
we are to commence upon. 

There is another letter from Havelock, a copy of which bus 
been sent down by Mr Colvin to Greathed Mr Col via a 
letter is dated the 13th, but, strangely enough, Havelock's is 
not only uot dated but contains no date in it whatever* It 
is mainly a recapitulation of what had reached us before of 
his having beaten the enemy between Cawnpora and Lucknow 
at a place called Oona^ and also at Bushanittgungo, some 
twelve miles from Cawnpore; he mentions taking nineteen guns 
on this occasion, and saya he had taken forty-four from the 
!Nana before. He had run short of ammunition, and, having got 
a supply from Cawnp™^ was then advancing to Lucknow, after 
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relieving which place ho ^ to march here pM Agra* perhaps 
taking huttyghur oti his way fc Under these circumstances we 
cannot expect to see him for a pretty long time* hut from whnt 
wo hear of affairs in the city there &eeine very little chance of 
cur waiting till be arrives} aud, in fact,, if wo wait much longer 
there won't be many of the mutineers left here H All the letters— 
and there were several received Inst night and this morning— 
sceoi to say that the Sejioya are deserting in great numbers; and a 
great change has certainly cornu over them of late. 

To-day, again* hardly a shot baa been fired* and all has been as 
quiet in camp as possible—for wa have no object to gain in firing 
at them, and remain equally quiet* patiently awaiting the arrival 
of the siege-train* which is being hurried down as quickly as 
possible, but cannot be hew under the most favourable circum¬ 
stances for another week or ten days. One day early in Septem¬ 
ber will probably ace us inside Delhi, find it ia terrible to think* 
but I fear it will be fo* that no human Wing found within its ac¬ 
cursed walls who has taken up arms against us will foe spared. 

This morning a female European captive came into eam^ a 
Uni I/eson, the wife of a clerk or patrol of tliat name; her 
maiden nans* wu* Collins, She was wounded on the day of the 
outbreak, and some friendly Afghan took her away, and Isas con¬ 
cealed her ever since* treating ho^ we understand, with all proper 
kindness and respect She 15 now with Mrs Tytfcr* the only lady 
there is in our camp. Captain Tjtler has been oift-red the rim 
of the female wardrobe that Major Goad sent down* for the u*a of 
the young lady. 

No further word from Hodson direct* but we hear from 
Lussowlie that ho in still close to Kohtuck, where Colonel Puns- 
ford, with some of the Raj* of JheemTs troops* i 3| I believe, going 
to join him r 

I hear the band of Her Majesty's S2nd practising, so suppose 
it is going to play in the main street this evening. Tester- 
day w« had the hand of Green's corps—regular snake-charmer?. 
Green is an old friend of mine, ami, meeting him this morning

Yon need not be under any alarm at Simla about probable 
disturbances in the Mohumm, You may be sura iliat the 
Maliotnedans up there, however much inclined tbuy might be for 
a row, are by far too much cowed by this time to think of 
getting up any; and before the Mohumm k over I think it 
will bo odd if we arc not inside the walls of Delhi 

’Vou will have heard ere this reaches you, 1 hope, of the siege- 
train having passed through Umhidta; nnd a week or so from 
this ought to see it safe in our camp- 

There has been another letter from Hodson, w*ha reports 
having had a second brush with same of the enemy and cut up 
a good many of them; but I believe instructions have goot> out 
to him to return to camp, as it is not wished that he ehould go 
farther away in pursuit of the enemy, os he seems inclined to do* 
A Movable Column under Nicholson went out last night with 
the intention of marching some where in the direction of where 
Hodson is, but the intervening country was found so wot and 
impracticable for guns and camels that after getting little 
farther than AlJecporo the party came back again this morning, 
having all had a few hours* complete drenching- It ia curious 
that we had hardly any rain—and they waro not more than eii 
or eight miles from here. 

There are other lotto re from Agra of the 14 th, with just the 
same nows from Havelock as before; no word of his having 
entered Lucknow, though Native report at Agra states suck to 
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have been the case, It is also mentioned that another steam e t 
no* close to C&wnpore. I suppose this ib the one with the 5th 
Fusiliers on board; find I suppose we shall soon hear of the 
troops that arrived by the Himalaya fifteen hundred In number, 
having been pushed up country * The mall of 36th June, too p 
which has probably readied you by this time, ought to give us 
some certain intimation of the regiment* coming out by Sue®.

After having been 
wounded and her children killed, she was left for dead on the 
ground, where a friendly Afghan found her + and in thn evening 
came and put her on n chatty and took her away to a 
mowfitiV* house, wilh whose family she has been raiding ever 
since, being treated by them with Ibe greatest kindness and respect. 
She never went out; so beyond what occurred on the first day 
in the city she knows nothing, She says, however, that it is 
reported that there are still some thirty Europeans concealed in 
the city, but cannot my whether this is true or not; and 
that those who have Europeans in concealment wouldn't dare to 
acknowledge it, or to talk about It to their dearest friends, as 
they would l* certain to be murdered if the Sepoys found it cut 
She leaves to-morrow, l believe, for Urn ball a, where she has some 
friends. 

I fancy Mrs Montgomery’s news of the row in Kohilkund must 
be true, as wc have heard here to the same effect, and that the 
Hindoos had got the upper hand. 

Bother liod his arm cut open yesterday, or the day before, 
and a forgo piece of loose bone token out The arm is getting 
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on very wall* and it must bo a relief getting rid of fchii bone; 
but bo cannot use the area yet.

be. There ia p however* some foundation, I fancy, for the story 
of the fends in lfohilkund. We also had heard here from other 
sources that they—tho Mahometans and Hindoos—had been 
fighting together and that the former were victorious. 

After I wrote to yon yesterday—but too late to write again, 
the poet having left—a letter came in from Brigadier-General 
Beill to J/frjor-General Wilson* dated CawnpoTep 4th August It 
gave extracts of GenomE Orders from Calcutta, 29th July, appoint¬ 
ing Wilson a M^or-General, and removing Geneml Kead from 
tho Peshawar to the 8irhind division. It then gave aomo 
further particular* of Havelock's fight—he h m been reinforced 
with three guns and some Highlanders, and was then marching 
on Lucknow—but there was a report that tho Goorkltaa were 
beforehand with him arid hod already joined our troops at Luck¬ 
now, themselves dispersing tho mutineers. The intention, so far as 
one can judge from General Ketli'e letter, is to abandon Lucknow 
for the present, bringing away all the troops ami people we have 
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there- -keeping a fora at Cawapore onty, and sending all the rest 
up here rid Agra, The 5th and 30th regiments wens on their 
way tip to Cawopore, but mighty General Neill says, have been 
detained on the road owing to the Dinapcre mutiny. It esema 
that, of the Sepoys who dratted there, many had not their anns H 
and none had more than four rounds of ammunition In their 
louche*; bo if General Lloyd comes up with them they won't 1*0 
able to do much in the way of fighting- I think [ have given 
you pretty well the substance of the whole letter; nothing h 
said in it of Sir Henry Lawrence, but I fear there can bo iso 
hope of his being alive. It does not, however* name in any way 
the officer who is now commanding at Lucknow. 

Except a little cannonading* all is quiet here. The enemy 
have been erecting a heavy battery on the other side of th-- 
river* opposite Metcalfe's House* and have been firing rocked 
also. I believe their shot have just readied, but they are not 
likely to do much harm as we luivc merely pickets in the com¬ 
pound, and nolrody in the house* which i& what they are appa¬ 
rently firing at; but if they get troublesome we could soon put up 
a battery to silence them* m we have plenty of heavy guns now. 

Wo wen/ sorry to find, by a telegraphic message this morning, 
til at the 10th Cavalry at EVrozepore have mutinied and dwrtod 
after an ineffectual attempt to seiio the guns; but they killed 
and wounded some of the Artillerymen. There must have been 
*omc grave mbunanagement* I fear, on the jwirt of the Brigadier 
to have allowed this, and if it should prove to be so, I dart £ay 
Government will remove him from the command I shall be very 
sorry for this, for lie is a very good fellow—and a good officer, too, 
I always thought tiEL lately. 

There was a letter from Hodiion this morning giving a grand 
account of his doings j and I believe ho is to be hack again 
to-morrow. All say that hie men will return loaded with plunder 
of nd kinds* from c&meta and horses downward* 

Not a word of Sir Patrick Grant coming up the country; 
perhaps he is waiting until he can learn whether lie is to be 
appointed pattern Command own-Chief in India or not—though 
some appear to tliink that ho won't come up country under any 
eircanmUiiiceui, but will remain in Calcutta with the Governor- 
Gena ml to settle the remodelling of the Army, In this case we 
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should have tu join him; bat it will be time to think of this 
when wo know that it is to be bo. 

General Wikon intends rettimng thq command of the Artillery 
till ho hears from the Commander-iii'Chief to the contrary. 1

They mounted themselves on horse* 
belonging to officers and to the Artillery; but I dare say yon hove 
detailed accounts of tJiuir proceedings by this time. There is a 
great cry in camp against George Hail for having allowed the men 
to go off, and it certainly is a pity. Not many of thorny I should 
think, will escape to roach hen* if they attempt it ■ but very likely 
they will try at once to tnake for their ho race. 
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I have just seen a long statemen t of the sad Cawupure business 
by Ifa&xmt Delafosse of the 53r<l Native Infantry, one of four 
/tlie names of tlie other throe ho does not giro) who escaped from 
the boats after they had been Broil upon by the mutineers. It 
seems llrnt the whole of the European inhabitants went into the 
entrenchment* that had been made on the 5th of June, and that 
they were attacked immediately afterwards by the mntfuaenng 
regiments and the Nana's people, bir Hugh W heeler held on till 
the 27 th, when the Kona sent a European half-caste woman with 
a letter ottering terms to 'all irko kail not a&wted Lord Daikons** * 
Government' (It was Lord Dalhouaio’e Government that refused 
to continue the Peishwa's pension to him.) Boats were provided, 
and all went On board without molestation; but alter the arms 
wore given up guns were o joined upon the lioatfli and all appear 
to have been destroyed except the one that Lieutenant Delafosse 
was in. Hi is woe, however, eventually abandoned—at least 

Lieutenant De In fosse and a party of thirteen others left it, when 
haul upon a sand-bank and unable to get off, bo drive away a 
parly that were firing at them from the short The narrative is 
not very dear her®; hut it seems that, though successful at first, 
they were eventually overpowered, and saw nothing more of the 
boat, but, rushing into the river, swam for their Jives, only four 
escaping, who landed on the left bant of the river and were 
concealed hy a friendly Raja for nearly a mouth, when they were 
eent towards Allahabad and joined the Advancing Column. He 
sajB nothing about the after massacre of the women and children 
at Cawnpore; but I B«ppc.so this must be the case. He gives a 
long list of all the Europeans that were at Cuwnporo in the 
entrenchment^, and mentions the names of all who were killed 
there bv the guns of the mutboere or died of heat and fever. 
Colonel”Wiggens, I am sorry to say, was killed in the boat; Sire 
Wiggena and the children, he says, were there, hut he docs not 
mention their death. Major and Mrs Vibart and children killed. 
Captain Moore, Her Majesty's 32nd, killed; Mrs Moore wan there, 
but no word of her dentil, or of that of Mr and Mm Hills reden, 
who were also there. Lieutenant. Quin supposed to be killed. 
Major and Mrs Lindsay died of lever; Colonel Williams alee died 
of fever. Bat the narrative, as I said before, is very imperfect, 
and the list of names very roughly given from memory. I dare 
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say there will be a very complete account in a day or two m 
the papers, eo I will not dwell more on this very paiiiJol eubjeti- 

A letter has also just tome in from Agra, where nil was well, 
with news from Cawnpore of the 12th- General Havelock had 
fought another successful action, but had nob U P the time 
of writing* reached Lucknow* from which place the most cheerful 
accounts were received, and no fears ate entertained of their 
not being able to hold their own till relieved. The letter say a 
that Sir James Outram was expected soon at Allahabad, h* whnt 
capacity was not exactly k now n—perhaps m Commander-in-Cliiof 
in the Upper Provinces—with Hr John Pater Grant, the Member 
of Council* 1 suppoea, as bis civil adviser. The troops, it said, 
that were coming up—’the 5th Fusiliers and 90th Regiment, nJid 
(some other regiment—also had been delayed by the Dinnpom 
affair The regiments that mutinied there had been followed up 
and dispersed ; hut no particuMrs were given. 

Muctier and I Irnve just finished our tt/m; wo have become 
great gourmands of late* having discarded the biscuits and 
taken to sandwiches* which they manufacture very well at the 
tnesfr —and with a glass of sherry we fare very luxuriantly, The 
only objection that I have against this ia that it rather spoils 
dinner. I have still a whole bottle of muifOB left; and I 
don't think Arthur Bee her has yet touched the one you gave 
him at Simla, and which Mrs Becher sent down to him. It is 
rather too hot just now to touch eufEgOO* 2to npparance of 
the beer yet, but it may be eft]>eclcd in a day or two; I only 
wauL it for the Artillery mesa, as wo have plenty. 

You will be sorry to hear that I have hud to have the poor 
old pony shot. Ho was under cover in the baznnr* arid every 
core taken of him, his food being changed, and what not; 
but it was of no use —the poor brute got covered with sores, 
and it seemitd a mercy to have him shot; the sail operation was 
jwrfcinncd this morning by one of the Sowars under the superin¬ 
tendence of Soohhun and Gowrao. Poor old pony 1 I was very 
sorry at parting with him thus. 

The enemy fired away a good deal this morning from their 
batteries on the other aide of the river, but I have not heard 
of their doing any dam age j they arc now (3,30 F.»,) quite 
silent We are going* l behove* to have a heavy battery got 
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rtaijy to-night down in Metcalfe's garden, which it u expected 
will throw shall into the Palace. A vast quantity of kige sheik 
came in this morning, and they could not bo better employed. 
The siege-train you will hear of as- it jjasscs Umbo I la; it nifty 
be heru In about six days, but ia hardly expected until the 
1st of September, about which time, too, we look for a party of

I have no nawa to give you to-day. All ia quiet as possible, 
and there has not been a letter in from any direction that I have 
heard of except frum HLnsar, where General Van Cortlnndt has 
be oti thrashing acme of the rebels well: hut as he corresponds 
direct with Lahore, you will, I 1 mve no doubt* see an account of 
the business in the Uhromds ore this reaches you. I know Little 
mom than that a large party of the scoundrels, both horeu and 
foot, have been well punished, 

I met George Hall when out walking this morning. Wo were 
watching the elephants in the Sepoys' old lines knocking down 
the walls; it was very curious to see them putting their heads 
against the large, thick mud walls and pushing them down. A 
poor elephant belonging to thg rebels was knocked over yesterday 
by a round-shot from our batteries; they were employing it to 
dmg a large tree across a xml why re it was thought likely our 
troops might move to attack the elty T and our guns commenced 
bring, and the second flbot from a 2 l-pounder knocked the p^or 
animal over—the distance was about six hundred yan]& 

Wo have only beard to-day of the arrival of the aiegedmm at 
Umbalia, which it reached yesterday. Supposing it leaves again 
to-duy, we may expect it here about this day week; and at the 
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same time, or probably b Jay or two later, wo shall have some 
hundred more Artillerymen and about two hutidred Riflemen from 
MeeruL They were to leave Jteorut to-morrow and march to this 
place irad KxtmauL In their place they are to have a Sikh 
regiment at Meerut and a wing of the Bolooch corps and some 
Punjab Cavalry, so they will not have made a bad exchange, 

I said to you the other day that the 2nd September would 
perhaps see us inside the city, but I think now that I rather 
anticipated events, and that we cod hardly expect to attack the 
place before the Bth or bo ; for I gather from what I hear that it 
will not be fl mere assault of the place, but that we shall gradu¬ 
ally advance our approaches when the siege-train comes and breech 
the walk. We are already within soma six hundred yards 1 distance 
of them, and it is calculated that ten days will allow of mt 
making safe approaches within easy breaching distance, Ry this 
plan there will be no risk of failure and much less chance of loss 
of life- 

We are anxious to hear again from Havelock, but I fear we can 1 ! 
expect another letter for some days now. It is quite clear that 
we need expect no reinforcements from below for a long time to 
eome, but when the train comes I don't think we shall need them. 

Hudson is now at Lusaowlie, I believe. The telegraph wire is 
being bid down to this place again, and has already reached Rue; 
it will be very convenient when the office ie in our camp. 

Half-past three, and everything very quick The enemy an* 
apparently taking their guns away from the opposite side of the 
river, seeing they can make nothing of them. 

Such a nice, cool, cloudy day.

Mrs Lesson has now gone to Umholla; but Mrs Tytler, with 
her children, is slid here—the only lady in comp, We have net 
heard Mrs Lotion's story confirmed about there being thirty other 
Europeans concealed in the city,* I IIoprf> if it is so that when 
we enter the place none of them may ba killed in tho confusion, 

Hotbnn came bock last night with all Ins party; he is rather 
sunburnt* but looking very well* He appears to have been moat 
successful in his expedition* having cut up altogether some eighty* 
eight of the rebel Sowars* including throe Native officers, one of 
whom belonged to the regiment that was at Jbansi—tho 14 th* I 
think. None of Hodson p s men wore killed, only a few wounded 
—amongst them Hugh Gough, slightly in the wrist. George 
Ward baa returned with a slight attack of fever; Mactier has 
just lieen over to see him, and I hope a few dosas of quinine will 
soon put him to right* again. 

Yea, there is a little fever in camp* but nothing of any great 
consequence, and tho Natives* fortunately* are much more subject 
to it than Europeans, particularly tho poor little Goorkhas* How* 
nver t w* havo not much longer to wait now* I hope. The siege- 
train ought to he at Kumaui tomorrow or next day* and it won't 
take mo to Gian four days or so from there. Then there are tho 
Artillerymen and Ellies coming from Meerut* who ought to reach 
hew about the some time as the siege-train docs. 

Xkoll knows nothing whatever about the intention of the 
General with regard to the attack* It is, I am quite mt e, nettled 
to wait only for the siege-train and then set to work in earnest: 
and no one baa a doubt about the result being altogether successful. 
The only doubt appears to bo whether there will bo many mutineers 
left in tho dty by the time the train arrives; for they are still said 
to be deserting in groat numbers* 

We are without any further news of Havelock's proceedings; 
hut it seems dear that we cannot expect any aid from him 
for some time yet We should like much to know if he has 
advanced on Lucknow; again, it may be that he is wailing until

which they must hare done by this time, I hire heard nothing 
of a siege-train coming from Calcutta: it is probably gun-boats 
which I noticed had been sent up; but whatever it is it can't be 
tot us* and there arc plenty of guns of all kinds to be had at Agra. 
The Agra people are all well, and the mutineer* at Gwalior still 
safe there. 

Wa had telegraphic news of the mail la&t night j it said nothing 
of sending troop* out overland, but it mentioned the arrival at 
Bombay of the steamer Foftim/ar from the Cape with troops, 
which is very good news, as other steamers have probably been

News from the dty says the Sepoy a are very much displeased 
with Prince Mina Moghul, whom they accuse of treachery* and 
talk of trying him by Court-Martial Tell Mr Fhiiipe of the 
intended Court-Martial on the Prince of Delhi I don’t know 
whether the proofs are to lie sent to me when they are finished !

Colonel Cotton had fait himself strong enough to send out a 
detachment a short distance from Agra to keep things straight. 
'Hie same coirid brought also a letter from General Ifleili to Genera! 
"Wilson, dated Cawnporo llie 12 th* Ho says that Havelock had 
fought the enemy again and thrashed them, with very little loss 
on our side, and taken two more guns; but he doe# not seem 
inclined to advance on Lucknow at present on account of his 
want of Cavalry, ond hearing that Lucknow was not only all 
safe, hut that the enemy had no chance of making any impression 
upon it* It seems there would have been three more European 
regiments at Cawnporo by this time if it had not been lor the 
Dinapore mutiny. The mutineers had been severely punished 
and dispersed, but many wore wandering about tho Grand Trunk 
Hoad, and had stopped the d&ks.

attacking AJleepore or Eonpufc; but from wlwt has since tran¬ 
spired it see me not unlikely that they are leaving Delhi altogether 
and are making for Goorgaon, with the intention, perhaps, of 
returning to Dude, or it may l>e of proceeding to Gwalior and 
joining the other mutineers there. A powerful Movable Column, 
however, under Nicholson has gone to look after them, and if In¬ 
comes across them they will have little chance of eBCajje: his 
Column consists of two European corps—the 1st Fusiliers and Her 
Majesty^ Slat; and two Sikh corps—Coke's and Greeu^ with 
some of the Dth Sincere and Native Cavalry, and Home Artillery 
{sixteen gums). His greatest difficulty will be the ground he ha* 
to get over. He started at daybreak, but about nine it came on 
to mi n^ so I fear Nicholson will not have a pleasant march of

'Still otitaide of Delhi I J you will exclaim in receiving this. 
Yea* we are on the same old spot, encamped on the parade-ground* 
with the canal to our mar ami the high Ridge overlooking Delhi 
to our front; but though our position is the same, our approaches 
to ow right front have been slowly but steadily advancing* and 
when the battering-train arrives—and it ought to be hero in five 
or six days, or even leas—we shall be able* I trust, without further 
leas of time, to bring our heavy mortars and guns to play at a 
reasonable distance from the city walls. 

From what is going on, it seems likely that the intended plan 
of attack is to erect heavy batteries within about four hundred 
yard* of the walla (and this, from the in equality of the ground, it 
b found can be done without subjecting our men to much exposure), 
and when the batteries are ready, to pound away with all our 
might for twenty-four hours or bo. This will make a tolerably 
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breach, but not a very perfect one, owing to the protection 
afforded to the wall by fchs glacis; but there seems no doubt that 
it will be perfectly practicable, and should there be much opposi¬ 
tion—which not anticipated—it will be easily overcome by our 
men, protected as they will be in their tdvanen to the breach by 
all the available riflemen in camp. In addition to these we have 
two hundred more of the 60th BiBoff coming over from Meerut to 
join; tliey will be a great assistance. It is a ftret^ote regiment 
Her Majesty's 60th Ritks, the best, perhaps we have in camp. 

I should tell you that I bate no ofHcial information of the 
intended plan of attach,, or of course I could aay nothing about 
it; but I feel persuaded that it will be much as I think, unless 
circumstances occur to modify it—and is no saying wliat 

may nut happen any day. Indeed, this very day a largo party 
of the enemy—the spies soy some twelve thousand men, with 
fourteen guns, half of which left yesterday evening and half this 
morning—started with the avowed intention of getting to our 
rear, attacking Sonput, and cutting off our supplies i but there i* 
reason to suppose that after jib they have gone in the direction of 
Goorgaon with the intention of not returning at all to .Delhi, 
and in this case their destination may be Gwalior, where the 
mutinccring regiments of that place still remain, or, perhaps, they 
may wish to push on to Oudy and join the disaffected there. 

I don't think myself that there is a safer place than Simla, 
except, perhaps, the Presidency towns. Those living there are, 
however, troubled with frequent alarms from rumours set about 
by weak or mischievous people, and, on this account, I wish F. 
aud the bop were at borne. As to any real danger at Simla, I 
cannot think that there ifl any unless wo meet with failure here, 
and this is a thing never contemplated or thought of by any one 
of our force from the lowest private upwards* 

The mail reached ub at the mess (the Staff mess) just after 
dinner Inst night, and when w& haul finished reading our private 
letters wc get one of the party, Sir Theophflus Metcalfe, to mad 
out the principal speeches about the Mutiny that wore made on the 
first arrival of the sad news in both Houses Lord Effenborough's 
was universally applauded. He made a little mistake about the 
benefit that was to result to our force from cutting off the supply 
of water furnished to the city by ths canal; hut in every other 
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point he took a correct view of our position, and hm speedi was 
that of a statesman and a soldier. 

Mr Yemen Smith, again, showed an utter want of knowledge 
of the subject he was speaking about, and was received through* 
out the mesa with shouts of derision* It is really lamentable to 
think that the destinies of this Empire should be in the hands of 
such a man—that is, if the speech I allude to is to be regarded 
as a fair specimen of his general knowledge of India, I fear 
from his stylo of speaking he could not be aware of the danger 
this country is in, and that tho want of activity, as it strike* ns, 
in not sending troop® by Suez, is mainly owing to liim, There 
was one part of bis speech that particularly amused ns, in which 
ho talked of our being able at least to surround Delhi and storm 
the mnianMW Into submission. The truth really is, we are 
perched upon a ridge of rock about a mile or so from the city* 
and this we are glad to be able to hold, and keep tho enemy fro to 
annoying our rent ; while the enemy have possession of the bridge 
of bouts, and ah the country, consequently, on the left bank up to 
near Meerut and Ahyghur, while on this aide of tho river they 
have undisputed control over the whole of tho districts from 
Hans! up to Agm. A* to surrounding Delhi, wo have some six 
hundred European Lancers and Dragoons, and tho same number 
of relinlde Kutlve Cavalry—a pretty force with which to surround 
a place like Delhi, a city seven miles round;, but one cannot 
wonder at Mr Smith being so far abroad when it seems that a 
man like Mr Colvin, the Lieutenant-Covcmor of Agra* wrote 
deprecating the idea of General Anson waiting for a siege-train. 
It was thought, in fact, that we had nothing to do but appear 
before Delhi and the gates would bo opened to ns.* 

Up to this day we have had one hundred and twenty-four 
casualties: that is, thirty-coven deaths in action, ten deaths from 
sickness, and eighty-seven wounded— I mean amongst the officer* 
of thfj and General WiJson*s force. 

The enemy appear to have given up attacking uj as a had 
job; hut we must expect to lose a few more when the assault 
takes place, I don't know the [cm that there baa been amongst 
the men, but it must have been very great in proportion to out 
small numbers.

their wives and children, formed a part of this unhappy garrison. 
Strange that as for as we know up to the latest accounts my 
corps (the 50th) has remained altogether staunch* and they are 
at Nogods, not very far from Jhansi, where they say hellish 
atrocities were committed. They were always a good corps* the 
old 50th s I only trust they will remain faithful

<ir elsewhere; indeed, the newsletter from the city yesterday said 
that such was their intention in case they wens beaten. The 
rebels engaged are said to liave been principally tho Bareilly 
mutineers commanded by Buktawa Khan Soubahdar, and amongst 
tho tilings taken was a buggy in which he is supposed to have 
i*en conveyed, as he is too fat and heavy to ride. 

I told you that Nicholson with his Column marched out very 
early yesterday morning, and they did mb come up with the 
enemy until nearly four o'clock in the afternoon, whom they 
found posted in two villages near Nqjnfghurh j and in one of 
therm Low *iys, there was very great opposition— the fighting 
lasted from about 4 f.K. till near 8 r,*,, when the scoundrel 
twlted in the greatest confusion, throwing away their arms and 
everything that could hinder their flight. It must have been 
very trying work to our men, who had had a twenty-mile march 
end for three or four hours they must have been exposed to a 
pitiless, pelting rain; I hope none of them may get sick in 
consequence, poor fellows. Cattle have gone out to bring in 
the guns and other things, and probably Nicholson will not 
return u&til io-monow-

We 
might perhaps have taken Delhi that time that Created wrote up 
to his wife the plan of assault, but it w-« rather a doubtful adasr, 
and, at any rate, there is nothing to blame the Army for in not 
taking the city—if there is any blame at all it must rest with 
the late Generals ; the Army has behaved as well as any Army 
possibly could have done. 

After I wrote to you yesterday there was a letter from Mt 
Colvin to Mr Great hod saying that all was right at Agra* and 
the Gwalior mutineers still at Gwalior; and Havelock had gained 
another victory, but not finding himself strong enough to advance 
on Lucknow, he had returned to Cawnpore to await reinforce¬ 
ments. This h unfortunate; but Lucknow is said to be capable 
of holding out far some months, and their position waa so good 
that they were almost secure from the enemy 1 ** guna They will 
not* however* have long to wait, as the Dinapore mutineers had 
been disposed of # and tho corps that had gone after them (three) 
wore proceeding up to Cawnpore, Mr Colvin said Ho also men¬ 
tioned that Lord Elgin had come to Calcutta and brought with 
him some more of tho China force, all of which woa to come \ and 
some gun-boats, one of which was probably up as far ns Benares 
by this time. The Native regiments it Ghazeeporu and some 
other station near 3iad been di-sinued Altogether tho news is 
considered by us in camp to be very good.

I was glad to 
eco lot* of 10-inch sheila; and four mortars are coming for them 
with the train. 

I have just seen a lettet from Hr Colvin to Greathed, Agra 
the a 2nd, when all waa well there; and news from Cawnpore of 
ITth. Waiting for troops from below, which were shortly expected 
to advance en Lucknow; and no fears appear to be entertained 
for the safety of Lucknow, the previous advance on which has 
hwl the effect of withdrawing the enemy and enabling our people 
to lay in another month's supply of provisions, 

I win imagine your having lovely weather in Simla now. This 
morning it was delightful here, quits like an October morning; 
the sun is hot, hut it u bearable in tents. 

We hear nothing of Sir Colin Campbell being Cmiimander-in- 
Chiof beyond what is in tha Bombay Extra. 

3,30 P.M., and all qniet, No news from the city except that 
they are terribly put out about their defeat by Nicholson. 

We still hear report* of Sir Henty Lawn nee being alive, end of 
one hundred and fifty ladies; *c,, having escaped from Cawnpora 
to Calcutta, We must soon know the truth.

All was well at Meerut. The Rides and Artillery only left op

Daly, who is just now in our tent, is pretty well, but has 
not the use of his arm yet; I think he will go up to Simla 
after Delhi is taken. Young Walker of the Engineers* who 
married Brigadier Scott's daughter, has been very unwell, but is 
better Unlay and out of all danger; he is living in ths same 
tent with Daly, and is a particularly nice fellow. He was 
wounded about six weeks ago. That poor man, Dr Ireland* is 
getting on wonderfully well. Major Palmer has come down her® 
from Mussoorie; I have not seen him yet,

There is little bo tell yon since yesterday. All is very quiet 
to-day; hut last night there was a great deal of Firing going on— 
it commenced about dinner-time. It seems the firing was our 
driving in one of the enemy's advanced paste to allow of our 
working parties going on with preparations for the batteries that 
are to lie erected when the siege-train arrives. A good deal of 
opposition woe expected, but they made very little, not being able 
to get the people from the city to come to their assistance; and 
our people made a very good night's work of it. I was* however, 
very sorry to hear that two of the 60th Eiiles were killed, poor 
men; wo can little afford to lose them, but it is a wonder we did 
not have more casualties, for the firing continued more or less all 
night The enemy had some twenty killed. 

The siege-train was to leave Kumaul this morning, and will 
be here on the 2nd September if they make forced marches, 
otherwise not till the 4th, which is the day, I believe, that the 
Etifies and Artillerymen are expected from Meerut; nnd the General 
says he does not want the train Lid they come. A week after the 
arrival of the train will, I hope, see us safe inside Delhi, 

Wo have very nice weather now, but the rein continues to 
keep off, which is* perhaps, just as well, lor those who know 
Delhi* say, that the later the rains are, the less the sickness 
Who was it said that there had been bo many deaths from fever 
in Her Majesty's 8th or filst—Niccilf was it nofcl I haven't 
heard of a single death from fever; but there was a great deal of 
cholera in the 61st a abort time ago. Since their return they 
have been encamped on a different piece of ground oft th& opposite 
side of the Nullah, and they hnve boon comparatively healthy 
notwithstanding the fatigue and exposure they suffered when 
out with Nicholson. They were out two whole days exposed to 
the sum and marching or fighting nearly the whole time in the 
intervening night; the only place they had to lie upon was the 
cold, damp ground, having themselves been exposed for acme hours 
to heavy rain, te say nothing of having to wade occasionally 
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through pools of water wnist-desp. The fever here, fortunately, 
though very prevalent is said to he of on extremely mild kind, 
and a little quinine generally Beta- a person up again. 

Letters in from Agra of the 24th and 2Gth with accounts from 
Cawnpcre of the 19 th* and Allahabad 15 th. As I told you* Lord 
Elgin had reached Calcutta with the Frigates (steam) Shimon and 
Fmri; one of them had one thousand Marines* on bo&id, and the 
other soldiers. A Naval Brigade was coming tip the country under 
Captain Peel* S.M. Havelock had fallen in with the 42nd Native 
Infantry, and neatly destroyed them; all well at Cawnpora, but 
no direct news from Lucknow. The expedition that went from 
Agra to Halross had been most successful; a large party of the 
enemy were atlncked* after Hrttma had been settled, near Coel* 
and completely touted—four hundred were killed on the fields 
and our party then returned. We lost throe or four killed* and a 
few w ounded: of the former, Mr Tandy of the Volunteer Horse, 

I suppose; and of the latter, Longnevilb Clarke. Altogether the 
nows seems very satisfactory; and if oil continues well at Lucknow 
till the troops from below reach C&wnporo and enable Havelock 
to move out to their relief, we shall booh have matters on a 
different footing again.

Ami now 
that the siege^tratTi is wed in the pucka road p the min won't stop 
it; it was to have been nt Paniput this morning, and will not 
roach here until the 4th or &th September. The Rifles and Artillery 
are to ha hero about tile same tima It is a pity we have had to 
wait so long for the train, and I don't know who h in fault. 
They say* I believe, that carriage couldn't be procured, and in 
fact, nobody is in fault; but it seems strange, for the siege-train 
was ordered to be got ready about two months ago. 

There has l^een nothing further from Agra or Cawnpore since 
I wrote to yon yntorday, but I hope m a day or two we shall 
hear of Havelock having gut reinforcements moved on to Luck¬ 
now. Troops appear to be arriving fast in Calcutta and Bombay. 
I told you of the two steamers full at the former, and one at the 
latter place; and I see by a Bombay paper that reached here 
today, of the 12th August (it h m come very quickly), that a 
vessel which left England in May for the Mauritius, with the 4th 
Regiment, was expected to come to Bombay—and ahe ought 
to bo there by this time. 

There ia no particular news from the dty, but the wretches 
inside are said to be la a sad plight, and there is a rumour in comp 
that they are anxious to obtain terms; of course no terms would he 
given but unconditional surrender. It ia to bo hoped, however, 
that there may bo no surrender, as it would be a most puzzling 
thing in such a case to know how to deal with them. There are 
said to be now about ten thonaiini Infantry and four thousand 
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Cavalry in the city and thfl onTirofkft; at one time they are 
supposed to have numbered about forty thousand altogether. 

What do you think of the LTmhalla business! It seems rather 
to bare bean sharp practice, that adopted with the mutineers; 
but with such brutes as they have shown themselves to be 110 
treatment of them can be too WL 

There are some Government General Orders in the paper I spoke 
of the 12th August, and I see that Mackinnon is made tin Acting 
Superintending Surgeon. Canon's leave is also in Qrdara, and it 
does not read very well.

The sicgo-train wjs to leave Paniput this morning, and say that 
it arrives on the 4tli, a very few day* ought to suffice to put the 
guns and wortars in battery, and then it will not taka long to 
settle the wretched city. The troops—Ififles and Artillery—from 
Ifoemt should roach herq the soma day as the siege-train, as they 
are coming a short cut by Paniput,'instead of by Knmaul as 
originally intended. What lota of troopa there will bo here soon, 
for the Cashmere contingent is also on its way to this place, and 
will arrive, I believe, in a few days; and amongst other horrible 
imple men ts of war there are two 13-inch mortars coming from 
Umritaur, with a great numlior of shells— immense, large things 
—euffieient to demolish the whole of the largest building they 
luajf fall upon, and these mortars carry an immense distance. 
We have nothing here now larger than 8-inch; there arc, how¬ 
ever,^ plenty of 10-inch with the siege-train, and these are most 
formidable in their effects. 

There is another letter from Agta to-day of the 2Ttb, but no 
freeh news, just a recapitulation of what I have told you already, 
except I do not think I mentioned that Captain PesJ, with his 
Koval Brigade, was bringing up a flS-pounder. What a grand 
thing it would bo if they couhl get it up to Cswnpore in time to 
be of usa in destroying the wretched mutineers before Lucknow 1 

Arthur Lecher told me to-day that - bad got some other 

cause for alarm, having heard that some hill Rgja or other had 
written down to the King of Delhi to ask what reward would be 
given for murdering all the Europeans in the hills; and__ aijg, 
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writes, I believe, to Norman, for he told me that the Persian* were 
in full march on Candalmr, He is really a wretched alarmist, 
and it's Arthur Bsdier's opinion that ho ought to be sent away 
from Simla, Of course the story of the TCuja is some concoction 
of hie own; and as to the Persians, accounts have been received 
of a directly contrary nature, and that they are evacuating H^rat.

They fired a few harmless shots at 
ua* Lind went off down the MU where wo could not follow them, 
having left only about eight men to take care of all the families 
at the School The men at the barracks could not help ns then, 
as they wore attacked by a much larger party, and had also a 
great number of women and children to protect 

General Lawrence's son was shot in the thigh, but is, I Irntd, 
in no danger; HelTa nuwmhee shot through the arm—and that 
is all the Injury to any of our people, thank God. I don't know 
how the Europeans in the bamicka escaped, for the waits arc 
covered with bullet-marks, and the soldiers were in bed when the 
groat volley was fired They took erne wounded prisoner, who 
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will bo lianged 1 I fancy, to-day, W 0 found a dead by the 

efftcu, but the rider escaped „ I hear* 

I have written to Keith (from whom I beard on the 20th, and 
enclose his letter) by Beeea and Omercotey ns the Erinpoorah line 
in stopped. I left Eriopoomh on five days' leave on tho 20th, and, 
up to the hour of the mutiny, we ell had perfect faith in the 
loyalty of our men ; and we hear far certainty that it all origin¬ 
ated here, and at the foot of the hi]l p so I trust Homo of our men 
at Erinpocralt may keep true and save our adjutant and two 
European sergeants* with the families of ths latter, who had, in 
our fancied security, been allowed to go to Erinpoorali. 

Thera was a lluvildnr 3 * party of the 17th Bombay Native 
Infantry over the Qommiasuriat stores near the barracks; they 
did not join the mutineers, but rendered no a^sietancc, and dressed 
and Loaded without orders* They have been dEsarmecL

Camp, Delhi Cantoshenth, Wednadafr 2nd September. 

I haven't a word of news of any importance to give yon from 
here. Thera are several letters from the city, all telling "the ami a 
etery of divided counsels, intenmd dissensions, and troops running 
away, No doubt there is some truth in these reports* but I am 
become rather sceptical of them ; and I fear if we wait here till 
an the mutineers bolt, or the powder ftnd caps ora upended 
(for this is another cry) p we shall have to wait a very long 
time. Our siege-train, when it is once in out batteries will 
have more effect than anything else in. changing the state of 
affair* in the city. I am glad to say it la to be here the day 
after to-morrow, and the Hi flea and other troops coma with it, 
there will bo little delay on its arrival in commencing the 
grand operations. 

Colonel Hogge (do you nstnctnber poor Colonel Chester's jokes f) 
oiino in this morning, haying left the train at Lussowlic, and an 
escort has been ordered, to go out to-night to meet it Hoggo 
gives a very pleasant account of affaire at Meerut ; ho says their 
bond plays as usual, and that ladiea go out driving on the malt 
in their carnages. 

Poor old General Hewitt! IIo hod a valuable pair of carriage 
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horses that he gave upwards of two thousand rupees fotj end his 
coachman walked off with the best of the two a abort time ago 
and rode into Delhi on it.

August j all well there, No further news from G&wnpore or 
Lucknow, hut all well at both places by tho latest accounts. 

Camp, Delhi Cantonments, Thursday, W &pta*fr;r, 

I got your letter of the 31ft August early this morning, and 
am so glad to hud that the Mohunam has passed off without any 
disturbance; but it is not likely that the Mahomodm population 
would venture to kick up a row. 

Nothing going on since I wrote to you yesterday* The acoun- 
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drels in the city are very quiet, contenting themselves with firing 
a low shots occasionally; but It is reported that they ban no 
intention of coming out to attack us again. 

I enelo&e rather an amusing letter of yesterday’s date that 
Beeher has had copied for me, and if the account given in it is 
to be depended upon* tho state of those in the city cannot bo a 
very enviable one. Although exaggerated* I have no doubt there 
is n considerable deal of truth in tho stoiy of their dissensions 
and of the rows about pay, A spy who came out of tho city this 
morning tells mo they have hoard of the reinforcements and guns 
that are coming lor us from up above, and are in consequence very 
much cost down; they make out our force now expected to be 
very much larger than it really is* but this as always tho case 
with natives They are expecting reinforcements also themselves 
tho city people my, both from iho Punjab and from below* but 
there seems no chance of any reaching them from any quarter: 
the only troops they could have got were those from Gwalior, and 
were they to start at once they couldn’t poasibly reach them for 
another fortnight or more, liefore which Delhi must Ij* ours; 
but by the latest accounts from Gwalior the mutineers had no 
immediate intention of leaving. 

The siegs-train is expected in to-morrow morning, and with it 
ah# the Meerut detachmen ts ■ and I suppose it will take some three 
or four days after tho train reechos bo get the guns in position. 

I am very sorry to say that tliare is a very tad report about 
Holmes and Mrs Holmes, and I much fear that it is true; they 
are said both to hove been murdered, and the doctor of the 
regiment deo, when they were at dinner, I only hope there may 
be some mistake; but we have heard it from more than one 
quarter.

^ esterday great tumult took place in the Palace on accoiEnf of 
the pay of the troops not being distributed. Two companies of 
the rebel* surrounded the King's hous^ and the King, being 
informed of this, came out before these troops. The Soubohd&i* 
requested His Majesty to distribute the pay of the army* His 
Majesty said, in reply, he had neither invited the rebel troops nor 
did be expect anything from them ; and, after all, he had no 
money that h& could pay them. This altercation continued for 
a long time, and at last Selemshah Kessoldz^ who had returned 
from furlough, pcisunded these Soubahdare to cease from making 
a tumult. The King then said to the Soabahdars Unit forty 
thousand rupees were ready—they might take them ; but Oiey 
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rep][fid that this mim of money wag not sufficient. On this His 
Majesty offered to give one hundred and one gold mohurs which 
he lied received from Bareilly m a mfmrr/ but the Soubahdars 
returned the same answer as before, At last His Majesty said 
to them that they might take the jewels of the Begum (or the 
King's wife of the highest rank); and* having said thw, he took 
up a small embroidered carpet which was spread under hb chair 
ami threw it down before them. After this all the officers of rank 
—His Majesty's servants—shad tears, and took the Soubahdars 
away from liis presence. The faet w, that great altercations and 
disputes are going on about the pay of the rebel troops ; if this 
state of the pay-question continues, God alone can protect the 
city and the Palace. 

Yesterday, the first half of the night* the Delhi rebel troops 
remained present in the Morcha as guard*. For the last half 
of the night the Nee much troops were sent to relieve them, but 
the Delhi troops said that they would not suffer the fugitives— 
that is* the Nee much troops that had fled away from the battle¬ 
field near Nujuighurh—to relieve them* This altercation con¬ 
tinued for about two hours, and at last they came from words 
to blows, and blood was shed on both sides. The Bareilly troops, 
having heard this> sent some regiments and Sowars from amongst 
themselves to the scene of quarrel 5 they stopped the contending 
parties from fighting any more, separated them from each other, 
and sent their own troops to the Moicha. 

The Chief of Bdlubghur haa sent a petition to the King, 
stating that with His Majesty's favour he haa established Mokur^ 
ram Saht'tt# (or shops In street^ wherein sherbet vessels are Did 
on benches for the use of all Mahomed&na who may feel thirst 
on the way in the month of Mohurmm) with great pom p; that ho 
liae embraced the Mahomedau religion, and has become a disciple 
of Mcfcamoodeen p son of Balai Sahub, and that ha will eJiortly 
arrive in Delhi and will eat the food remaining on the King's table 
after the dinner La over. 

From a trustworthy letter it appears that the Maharajah of 
Gwalior h&a taken throe regiments of Native Infantry, and corn* 
cavalry wipe from the Moorar cantonments at Gwalior, into his 
own service. 

In consequence of the inundation of the Chumbal, the intended 
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britlge on the river could not bo constructed It u difficult for 
the rebel troops to cross the CbumbaL

Camp, Delhi Caktonmenta. Friday, 4 th September. 

Another grand arrival this morning* or rather during the night* 
iras the siege-train. I had intended to gat up early to see it 
come in, but except a few carts all had reached camp long before 
daybreak. It would have been a pretty fine sight the larger heavy 
guns and mortar*, each with a couple of elephant* harnessed to 
them; and they walked along m if they had only a little child's 
flWidi cart to poll,!** tohL The Rifles and Artillerymen are a 
march behind, it being thought desirable not to hurry them as 
they will not l>e required fora day or two* as a few preparations 
are necessary before the guns am bo placed in battery. 

The 11th is now the favourite day for the attack, and it is tho 
anniversary of Lord Lake's successful assault tome fifty yearn or 
more ago * I fear the entry of our troops into the city will not be 
m bloodless a one os his was for tho wretched inhabitants ; and, if 
there ta much opposition offered, few will stand much chance of 
their lives. 

They are talking at last of appointing Prise Ag&nto, but I do 
not knew yet who they will be^ or how many of them. I Imve 
written to-day to Mr Philipe to mk him if he can by his hand 
upon anything in the office bearing on the question. Them is 
no certainty of any prize money being avowed; and at any rate I 
imagine it will only be such probity of the King or the rest of 
the Hoynl Family that may be found in the Palace; and I dare say 
there will ta lots of picking* to be found there.

Tho Rifles and Artillery from Meerut marched in this morning 
very early, soon after daybreak, and such cheering and hurrahing 
aa there wm* with the bead of the 52nd playing * Auld Lang 
Syne 1 and * Cheer Eoys, Cheer/ Amongst them wore several 
men who went away from hens wounded. Wilde'a corps of Sikhs 
are expected in this evening; they had telegraphed to say that 
they hail reached Kunmul, and would make Delhi in two marches 
if required here in a great hurry. They were told, I believe, that 
they need not hurry tbem&dves* and that it would do if they 
came in three days. It is some seven regular marches,, hut not 
long ones* Xho Dogma are also clow behind* and their General k 
to be here this afternoon to make his salaam to our General; so 
von see the net is now doting round the city at last, and I believe 
to-night 111 - bnon fixed upon to com me line our first battery that 
is destined, 1 hope* to smash them to atoms. 

Greathed, the civilian, was here a little while ago* anti he eaya 
that they appear to have no fixed plan of oetion in the city, and 
evidently don't know what exactly to be about I only trust we 
shall not give thorn time to make tip their mlmls for any fixed 
unnpifiMta of defence. The impression now is that when we 
take the city, all who can will try to cross the bridge of boats and 
make thair way, if possible, into Kohilkund; but I hope we shall 
be able to eff^tually prevent this by bringing guns to hear upon 
the bridge, which can easily be done when we have possession of 
the city, but is now impossible on account of the fire from the 
walls. 

Some of the 10th Light Cavalry ora reported to have arrived in 
the city* but in a state of great destitution; and the Sepoys of 
the 45th have objected to their being entertained in any way* 
on account of their having taken an active part in disarming the 
infantiy regiments at Femracporo. 

The vote-papers for Prize Agents have just been circulated, and 
I Lave put my name down for Captain Fagan of the Artillery, who 
seems to he the favourite candidate of tho Field Officers. The 
officers of the (Jueon's service will, I think, nominate either Six 
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E, Campbell or Major Bay nos; and those cl tho Company ^ Captain 
Wrifbri, 1 st Fusiliers, or Major Scott of the Artillery. They will 
have a troublesome duty, whoever are nominated \ but if there 
is plenty of pmo-money, which is not at all impoamblc, they will 
all be well paid. 

There was o letter in last night of the 1st September from Agra, 
All was w T ell there, as /dso at Cawopote and Lucknow by the 
latest accounts; hut l run sorry to say that they do not appear to 
be pushing up reinforcements to Givnpon a* fast u they ought to 
bo able to do. They talked of Resembling a large army at Bonen% 
but 1 should think that they would push nil the troops up to 
Cawupore at once, when it was found that- Lucknow had not been 
relieved. The Agra letter also contains nn account of the A boo 
business, making out that everybody there had been mattundj 
of course they hail got the story through some Native agent, and 
hence its meormetnes^, I am much afraid, however, for Erin- 
poerah, and poor Arthur will probably have bis bungalow rand 
property destroyed j but never mind since be and all hie are safe, 

1 have heard nothing more of poor Holmes and Mrs Holme*, 
but I fear sadly that the account of their murder is only too true. 

Near 4 p.m. Everything ia quiet in camp, and it lias been a 
comparatively cool day. We had church thin morning in the 
52nd mess lent; not a very large congregation. 

Camp, Dei*hi CAK^imrn, Monday, Ilk Stptomfa r, 
Chamberlain will stay here, but Norman goes on with the first 
troops tli at move from this.

Taniay*s Mk was in early, kit it has brought no Simla mail 
with it, so as everybody eke in camp is as badly off an myself, I 
have nothing to complain of. I suppose yon have h^d min in 
the hills to detain the Simla dak, or perhaps the Lahore dak has 
taken to teaching Umb&lla at an earlier hour, and was despatched 
at once without waiting for the Simla packet; but whatever 
the cause, I wish they would remedy it. As Arthur Bee her is 
equally interested with myself and others, I dare say ho will writo 
to UmbalJa on the subject 3 the post-office arrangements here are, 
in a manner, under his superintendence. 

There has been a grand cannonading going on today. Imt 
night the Engineers succeeded in getting ready our first advance 
battery of heavy guns—ten lS’s and 24 'e* including one 8 -inch 
howiter, which were all get into the battery early this 
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morning, and with only the lass of otio imtiva on out aide. 
The enemy appear to have been quite ignorant of what was 
going on* as had they molested our working parties we must 
have lost many men; they were firing away in the night, 
but never apparently in the right direction. There were, for 
Instance? fifteen hundred camels that went down with Engineers' 
stores, fascines, <£a, and only 0 m camel was struck by a stray 
shot. To-night the heavy breaching butteries are to be com' 
nionced upon and finished, if po&Sible, but this will be a far easier 
and less dangerous tusk than that of lost night? as our lottery is 
now playing away on the enemy's walk and bastions, and has, wo 
hear, already silenced most of their guns^ and will do so altogether, 
it is Qjqwcled* before evening. We have also a strong party of 
infantry that took possession last night? without opposition, of 
what is called the Koodsee Bagh—the garden, you may remember? 
quite dose to the Cashmere Gate j the city wail is at ona side of 
the garden, so you may suppose what an advance has been made 
in one night by us* 

The enemy came out in great fores this morning to attack the 
new battery, and to try and drive us out of the Koodsee Bagh, 
but they were repulsed on every side, and numbers of them 
killed and wounded, both Horae and Foot; but we, too, have had 
a few casualties, I am sorry to say—two officers Drilled, Lieutenant 
Hildebrand? Artillery, and Lieutenant BannemLan? Iklooch Corps j 
and one officer, Lieutenant Budd, Artillery, wounded, and about 
twelve or fourteen, men killed and wounded ; and? I fear,, the poor 
men in battery have all suffered very much from the heat, for it 
was very hot and sunny till about an hour ago, when wo had a 
blinding dust-storm, with lots of rain in tha distance. Hardly 
a drop fell hem, but tha dr is now delightfully cool, and the sky 
quite cloudy. I only hope it will remain so for the next few 
days to come H 

The Cashmere troops came in this morning, and wa all went out 
to meet them. Such a picturesque-looking lot, dressed so gaily l 
There wane between two and three thousand of them, apparently— 
artillery, four brass gune? with lots of small guns on camels; 
cavalry, with bright brass mambrinodooking helmets (i la Don 
Quixote I); and infantry? fine, strong, powerful-looking men, 
armed with long matchlocks fitted with flint locks. Altogether 
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they made e nmt respectable appearance, and are a welcome 
addition to our Force, 

There is no news from the city since our new battery began to 
opei^ but before that letters said that they had heard of the 
Cashmere troops coming, ten thousand in number, and that many 
o! the mutineers, particularly the Sowars, were preparing to bolt. 
I dare my it ia true to a cor lain extent, but to-morrow's letter will 
be interesting. 

I was sorry to heat that Duncan Pemberton had fever, and I 
went to see him. Ho was flitting onteide, and is now only com¬ 
plaining ol weakness. Robert, his brother, has also coma from 
KoorkeCp hut I have not seen him, 

Wlutfe think you of the Murree panic 1 Richard Lawrence is 
here; he thinks the attempt at plunder was of no consequence 
at all. 

Near 4 e.ta, and no further news; nor are there any cosiids 
in to-day from any who re. 

[Dwnj) Bth September, —Ride to the park* Had little sleep last 
night; not very well, and anxious, 1 fancy, about the new heavy 
battery, and there was a good deal of firing at intervals all night. 
The battery of nine guns and an S-inch howitzer was erected and 
armed lost night, and only one tmtivei killed- The enemy must 
have been quite adrift as to our intentions. Firing all day, and 
we have lost two officers killed and one wounded. Very hot day* 
The Cash mere troops came in this morning—line men. Go and 
see Coke in the evening* 

Camp, Pee. sii Cantos sees to, W?dnrMlat? t Qih September. 

All goes on well here* but they seem to have a rather more 
difficult job than w m anticipated in making the heavy batteries 
The work is certainly tremendous. In tire first battery the earth¬ 
work and gabions together form a wall eighteen feet in thickness j 
and in the breaching batteries this ie, I believe, to be increased 
to thirty feet—thick enough, wo should think, to prevent any, 
even the lajge&t, shot having any visible effect The breaching 
batteries are to be ready, it is hoped, to-morrow morning, but this 
seems doubtful. The heavy mortar battery was completed and 
armed last night* hut it is not to open till all the other batteries 
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are ready or nearly so, In addition to the ton heavy moitare, 
tb&re are also twelve smaller Scinch ones, which are to be placed 
in position; and altogether* when everything is completely ready, 
there will be thirty-five heavy guns and howitzers and twenty-two 
mortars firing away at once on the city and Palace. On the 11 th, 
most probably, the gun* and mortars will all open; and by the time 
you receive this, Delhi will be by no means an enviable residence. 
An order has been issued by Gensral Wilson, calling upon the 
soldiers to spare all women and children when the o^anlt is made. 
It is a very good order, and, I have no doubt, will have a very 
beneficial effect, especially in preventing the men from separating 
to plunder 

It has not been settled yet who are to he the Frige Agents, but 
it will be amongst those whose names I mentioned to you. I 
rather think tho agents will be Major Eaynca, Her Majesty's Sth ; 
Captain Wriford* and Captain Fagan. 

What a dreadful loser Sir Tbeophilua Metcalfe has been by 
the mutiny t Hb house here was all plundered at the commence- 
meot, but the Aootub house that wo went to see was preserved 
all right till two or three days ago, when ho received intelligence 
that, after being preserved till then by the influence of the Xing, 
ft was plundered by a party of Sepoy* I am very sorry that he 
has suffered so much. His bL atere have lost also, having a small 
share in the property. 

Wo had rether an alarm in camp yesterday afternoon—an ex¬ 
plosion—of which, perhaps, you may hear an exaggerated account 
Some shells had been sent down to camp from a dismantled 
battery, and the powder in otic of them got shaken out by the 
motion of tbo cart, and in tilting tho cart up when it reached the 
park the shells knocked together, causing a spark which ignited 
ills powder, and* os the consequence* blew up everything near. 
Four tfuxwM! were reported billed, and four or five Europeans 
and Natives wounded. Bucher and I, and one or two more, were 
standing outside our rents talking together when the explosion 
took place, and there was a terrible commotion, for the Iatgo 
magazine was not very far off. It Ls rather fortunate it happened, 
for it will make everybody more than usually careful in looking 
after their ammunition. 

Letters have just coma in from Cawnpore, the 30th August, and 
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Agra, the 4fch instant; all well at both places aod Lucknow is 
rtijier&ed all well too. Five hundred British troop; bad readied 
Cawnpore, and fifteen hundred were expected i m mediately; one! 
when they arrived the force was to move on, to Lucknow, The 
people there aod the Oudo Sirdars generally would have nothing 
to say to the Nona* who had been obliged to leave. The letter 
does not say why they have refused to fraternise with the Nana, 
but it may be on account of his brutal cruoltiofl at Cawnporo. 
I misled you in a former letter about the Nana, It seems that 
the man who wm at Meerut waa another person altogether, the 
Nuiulo Sahib, and that he ha* always behaved wall The Nana 
never apparently caiue to Meerut. 

The Gwjdior mutineer* arc still at Gwalior, and I trait Delhi 
will be cure before they make up their minds to leave. 

Imx cuk mo to send you a telegraphic message when Delhi 
falls. I don't think any private messages will bo allowed to Lm 
sent, but if they are yon shall certainly have one; but you may 
t* sure that Lord William Hay will get a copy of the official 
message sent tip, and will lose no time in circulating it.

Vour letter of the 7th instant reached uie early this morning, 
and after reading it I went up to the usual place of rendervoua 
of a]J the idlers here—the Flagstaff—to see what was going on. It 
was a veiy foggy morning; and we could not see much, but suffi¬ 
cient to show that we have already done a great deal of damage to 
the walla and bastions with our one battery, and ought to have it 
all our own way when all our batteries come into play. Them is 
only one now requiring to be finished—that in the Custom House 
Garden % for four guns. That at Ludlow Castle is ready; twelve 
or thirteen guns, I think, there am in it; but the Geneml won't 
ul low it to be opened till the other one is ready, which Cheoney

respect, and the recent row had nothing, apparently, to do with 
the mutinous proceeding below* 

No further news tcnloy from Agra or Gawiipore. City letters 
aiy the people are trying to get away with their families but 
the gates have been shut* and no onq now is allowed to leave 
without, I suppose, poyiug well first, which is the moaning of the 
prohibition. 

Fast 4 r.M.j and no further news. Thera wore a few casual¬ 
ties yesterday, and two officers wounded—Lieutenant Murray, 
Engineers, and Lieutenant Eaton, 60th Riilos. 

(Diary) lG*h Sept *nt fair .—Went up to the Flags tel! again this 
morning, ami up to the first floor ; but very misty T and saw little 
bayond smoke* Quo heavy battery in the Custom Hoimo Gnnleti* 
of four guns, not yet ready; the other, n&ar Ludlow Castle, up 
and gum in it Loud exclamations against the Engineers for 
promising more than they could perform. Excessively hot; a 
grateful shower at noon. Look at the progress of the tomb 
in the evening, and then to the Flagstaff. Battery on fire this 
afternoon. 

Cawi\ Delhi CJ^ffiKfinnrTB, Friday, llfA September. 

‘Tour letter of the 8th I found lying on the tnbly when I came 
back from my ride this morning* I had got up very early, as had 
many others, and gone to the Flagstaff to see our new heavy 
batteries open, which they wore to have done at daybreak all 
together on a signal-rocket being thrown up* We were doomed, 
however, to disappointment; and after waiting an hour or two we 
ascertained that the entertainment waa postponed, the batteries 
not Swing ready. They have since, however, partially opened, and 
the battery at Ludlow Castle has, I understand, quit® demolished 
the Cashmere Bastion and silenced all their guns In tlmt direction. 
The heavy battery in the Custom Eousb Garden must bo ready by 
thin evening, and I hope in the morning to find that it is in full 
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operation* and fiiiidring the rest of the work that there is to bo 
done. 

You will be very anxious to boar of the final attack, but things 
have progressed m much mom slowly lately than was anticipate^ 
that one cannot reckon with any certainty when the assault will 
be. Give ua till the 15th, and I think by or before that date wo 
shall be able to send you something satisfactory, God grant that, 
it may be so, for all away from the actual scene of warfare must 
be in a painfully nervous state of excitement and suspense. Wo 
who are here, and know bow satisfactorily thing* are going on, 
cart easily learn the cause of what may appear to you, at a distance, 
some unaccountable delay; find with such people as sotne you have 
at Simla, I can easily imagine all sorb* of absurd stories being in 
circulation, For instance* the battery catching fire yesterday ; I 
dare say it has been made out a sail disaster, though, on the 
whole, I believe it to have been rather a fortunate occurrence, as 
the guns bad pretty well finished the work required of them, and 
the fire making it necessary to remove them, they were sent down 
to the Ludlow Castle battery to take their place there ; asid besides* 
the fir^ mode all the ackers in other batteries doubly careful, 
and they are now covered in the nioift exposed parts with hides, 
and water is leapt dose at hand in case of fires again. 

The Engineers are very much blamed for misleading the 
General a* to the time it would take to erect all these butteries. 
They talked of doing everything in one night, but none but thorn- 
selves expected this* thinking that they might take two or three; 
but the fourth has already passed. They ate vary line fellows 
the Engineers, there m not a doubt about that, but they wanted 
to make themselves out able to do impossibilities GreaLked, 
brother of the Colonel, has charge of the battery still unfinished; 
be is a very gallant and clever young follow. 

I am sorry to hear from Major Brooke, whom I met at the Flag¬ 
staff this morning, that poor Mra G reached is still very' unwell; 
from what Mrs Brooke write* to him, he appear* to think her in 
a very precarious slate, I hnven T t seen Colonel Greathed for some 
time; ho has been constantly on duty lately. Roljerteon, who lives 
with him, I got a note from just now, saying he was going to 
leave this evening for Kurnaul, and eventually Mussoom, I 
fancy he is much vexed at having to go* but there is no help for 
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it Ho ha* luid a very sharp attack of fever, and is dreadfully 
pulled ism an< i chance of regaining his strength here* 

Letters in from Agra this morning of the 6th and 7th; all well 
there then, und at Cnwnpore and Lucknow by the last accounts. 
General Outrem was pushing up to Cawnporft with all available 
troops* having abandoned tho intention, at one time entertained, of 
marching vid Fyzabed on Lucknow. The Goorkba troops wore 
at Azimghur, ao it is hoped some of them will inarch up to 
€a wei pore. The Indore portion of the Gwalior mutineer had left 
Gwalior and reached Dholpore, but without guisa, and they were 
trying to get some from the Dholpore Knja* Colonel Cotton 
writes that ha was on the lookout for them, if they were in tho 
Agra direction. Mr Colvin was very ill again ; we should not ho 
surprised to heal of his death, 

I got letters to-day from Captain Edem He gives me an account 
of the Joudhpore ligion mutiny much the same as Arthur's* but 
talks of their having mutinied also at Erinpuorah, and says they 
made prisoners of the sergeants and their families* and the 
adjutant, hut afterwards released them. I l rust this is true; and 
it does not seem clear that they had plundered the station, and 
I hope not for Arthur's sake, George Lawrence was after the 
mutineers with some Europeans and Lancers, and, I hope, will 
coma up with thorn. At Jeypore all was quiet, and the Raja 
exerting himself to the utmost in our favour. 

Fortunately this has been -such a nice* cool* cloudy day for our 
men, who have had sad hard work of it btely p poor fellows; but 
they are much better, the doctors say* since tho work begun again. 

It was a mistake, it seems* about Lieutenant Murray having 
been wounded, though reported by half-mkjcft. Lieutenant 
Lockhart of the Goorkhas* and Lieutenant Gillespie, Artillery, 
have been wounded, I am eatfry to say; no other that I hear oL 

Hear four o’clock r.m ± and all right here* none of the enemy's 
guns firing. 

(Diary) il ih September—Vp very early to see the heavy 
batteries open, as arranged last night j but, after an hour's eUy at 
the Flagstaff, find they are not ready. They partially open about 
ninD n and heavy firing has been going on all day. Rode round 
by the Flagstaff in the evening just as usual. Souse cavalry got 
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to our rear this afternoon, but were caught* and twenty-Bovon 
(two of them Native officers) cut up. 

Camp, Delhi Cantdsmknts, Saturday, VI th September. 

TrYTuafc a very self-sulbciant follow Hodaon is, talking, or rather 
writings in the way he does, for l have not hoard him broach such 
opinions here as thorn ho ventures to write to his wife l It is oil 
very well abusing General Wilson for not Liking Delhi, but the 
general impression is* amongst all those likely to know anything 
about the matter* that he exercised a wise discretion in waiting 
for the siege-train, and in using it when it came; and whether he 
is to blame for its having been so long on the road, I don't know. 
As to the Cashmere contingent with their bows and arrows (os he 
*ay«), ho must have known that this was not the case. They are 
armed (the infantry) with long flint guns, moat excellent waapon% 
and with swords; and the men seem flmt-rate fellows, likely to 
do very good service They had r few out the other day, and 
they behaved very well, two of them being wounded. The force 
altogether is upwards of two thousand cavalry, infantry, end 
artillery, and k a very welcome little addition. You may depend 
upon it* General Wilaou hoa no intention whatever of waiting 
more than another day or two before assaulting the place; but 
the when is not yal settled* as it will depend on the eiJ'ect of the 
breaching battery in the Custom House Garden, which bu not 
yet opened (II A.m), but woe certainly to be ready by one or two 
o'clock this afternoon. 

The Engineers appear to have very much miscalculated matters; 
the delay in opening the battery to-day is from their having mods 
tho embrasures in tho wrong direction, and all this had to be 
done afresh. Tha mistake was caused, it seems* by bho battery 
being greeted under the screen of a building, portions of which 
were found to bo opposite the embrasures, and obstructed the 
lino of fire; everything, however, is, I hope* right or nearly so 
by this time- The other batteries* mortars inclusive, have been 
playing away in grand style ail this morning* and they were not 
vet)' silent during the night. 

The newsletter that come in last night said that there were a 
great many of the mutineers killed by our fire yesterday, and the 
wounded* according to the letter. w r sre f ie Mhoomar* {countless)*

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This is father a stretch of the imagination. no doubt, but from 
fltjcb a heavy fire os wo had upon thorn they muse have lost runny 
men. In the afternoon, too, thorn was a little skirmish with a 
party of their cavalry, that terminated very favourably, A party 
of them tried to get to war rear, when they were charged by some 
of the Guide and Punjab cavalry, who turned out at once on 
hearing the alarm, and out up twenty-seven of them, of whom 
two were Xative officers. On our side, Lieutenant Watson was 
slightly wounded in the face, and two trooper* a bo wounded. It 
seems that the mutineers numbered some two or three hundred, 
but thoy cut off as hard At their horses could carry them when 
they saw our men coming, of whom there were not more than 
forty at first* more coming up after tins mil^e was over. 

The only officer I have heard of being wounded in the batteries 
m mm I wrote to you yesterday i^ Major Campbell of tins Artillery, 
A bit of a shell wounded him in both legs. One wound is said to 
be very alight, the other rather severe, but no bones broken. 

Did I tell you that the telegraph has been brought down here? 
And the office is to be established quite close to our camp, so 
you will have early intelligent from this place when them is 
anything important to communicate. 

There was another letter from Agra this morning of the 5th 
(the one yesterday was of the 7th). All well; and the same news 
from Cawnpore and Lucknow, except that it is said that fifteen 
hundred men, in addition to those already out, were to march from 
Allahabad with Sir James Out ram on the 5th; so they must 
be at Civopon ere this, and we may soon ex]wet to bear of 
Lucknow being relieved. The report is that there are only 
three or four mutinous regiments lufora Lucknow, the reft being 
riff-raff of the country. 1 do trust that Havelock will k in 
good time to save the Lucknow garrison. 

TMi morning was so very cool—quite a cold weather feeling, 
and there has been a nice breeze blowing all day. 

You ash about the sickness* Them lma been a good deal, but 
not 60 much as was expected. No cholera that I hear of now, 
only fever; and since active operations began again, the sickness 
Is Hid to be much on the decrease. I think Arthur Bodkin will 
go up to 'Simla after alL He had made up his mind this 
morning to do so. 
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Near 4 p.m., and all going on well, The enemy's guna, it is 
hi Ed, fire all siionced except Lwo which aro firing sera* the river, 
and two from the Selimgurh Gate, 0 tire are all in full operation, 

{Btery) 12tt September .—Up very early again, and go to the 
Flagstaff ; the heavy breaching battery still not ready. It seems 
that the embrasures were Tirado in the wrong direction, and all had 
to bo done over again* Great crying out, against the Engineer* 
especially* who bad the superintendence of this battery. It 
opens partially in the afternoon. Short ride in tha evening, hut 
nothing visible j lots of noise. Poor Fagan killed this evening in 
the breaching battery. 

Camp, Dkmjj Cantos meiits. Sunday,, I3JA September. 

Mrs Hudson certainly writes, an ftirmrfng nolo. I hope sh»- 
hoard from bar husband the next day; but yon can toll her, if 
ho has not written to-day* that he was in my tent a little while 
ago* and in high health and Spirits, except a littlo cold, from which 
many in camp are suffering at pre-^etitr He was telling use that 
ha hopes to go on with the Movable Column under Nicholson (the 
hero of the lost fight) when we take Delhi, to pursue the Hying 
enemy. You ffi* t wo have settled all this to our satisfaction, 

though 1 suppose Mrs -— , when she hears of this armuge- 

ment K will still adhere to her belief that none of our petty who 
go into Delhi will be permitted to have the city. YFe shall §ooa 
now have this determined for us, and God grant us all the Miceces 
that evety one in our camp expects, To-morrow, or the next day 
at the very latest, the assault ia intended to take place. The day 
will depend in a groat measure upon the practicability of the 
breaches, Th ci gLina and mortars aro oil now hard at work, and 
from reports lately brought up from tha batteries, all is progress¬ 
ing very wall. We blow up two of their small migiiim ?3 this 
morning. 

Our tosaet jaetarday ware vary trifling; but, I am Sony to say, 
one officer of Artillery—Captain Fagan—was amongst (ho few 
killed. Ho was a first-nito officer, and there is very great regret 
in camp at hia loss. His poor wife is at Dilhrmifo with some 
four or live children. Poor fellow! What nuikea the matter 
worse is that be lost Ins life entirely from bis own imprudences;. 
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he would expose himself unnecessarily against continual remon¬ 
strances. Major Scotty in whose battery he was, was insisting 
upon his being more careful, when the fatal shot took effect: 
it was a rifle-bail in the head* 

When the assault takes place, I suppose my place will be with 
General Wilson, who will, of course, remain with the Reserve 
Column, so that I shall be comparatively sale and free from danger { 
and may God protect me, if only for your sake and that of the dear 
children. But, m I told you yesterday, lilUe or no opposition is 
expected on first entering the city; and the arrangements appear 
to be so good for overcoming any after obstacles that I trust wo 
shall meet with very little loss. But there in not much use my 
saying anything on thifl subject now, as, in all probability, ere 
this reaches you you will hear the result of our attack, by electric 
telegraph, through Lord William Hay, to whom, no doubt, a copy 
of tlie first despatch will be sent up by Mr Barnes 

Tho telegraph, I think I told you, is now established in our 
camp, and I will try to send you a message; but I don't think 
there Is much chance of my being able to do so, as no private 
messages are taken now, they say; and, in fact, there will be 
such confusion, on tho day of the assault that you must not 
be surprised if you get neither letter nor message from mo that 
day. But yon may be sure 1 shall write m soon m I can, and 
a happy day will it be for me when I eon write and tell you tliat 
it is all settled when 1 am to leave for Simla. Bechet, I told 
yon p has quit* determined now on going np there. He wo* 
proposing that we should go together 

I enclose a letter that came yesterday evening from Arthur, 
and you will be sorry to see that the scoundrels of the Legion have 
plundered Erinpoorah after all. Poor Arthur! I hope, however, 
as L. was at A boo, that soma of their most valuable articles 
were up there alto. How very fortunate it was that he was 
with her \ There seems every chance, I think, of the mutineer 
meeting with their deserts. 

Nothing in today from Agra or Cawnpore, and from the city 
there ifi the old story of the Sepoys deserting in great numbers, 
and the inhabitant of the city are all leaving now the gates have 
been thrown open to them at bmt They must think they are 
all going to be massacred, and I don't think the soldier* will bo 
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very particular; but General Wilson Isos issued a very proper 
order, culling upon them not to harm women or children.

Shute, Nicoll, 
and Metcalfe are now here in the veranda with mo ; Hudson I 
saw a little while ago, well. Mad in r U up at the field hospital 
looking after the wounded, of whom, I am sorry to say, there are 
a good many; the only officer I have heard of as killed is Fitz¬ 
gerald, Her Majesty's 75th. We have guns (the enemy 1 % that 
we took at the Water Gate) bearing on the bridge, and wo are now 
shelling from near this some part* of the city where the mutineers 
stiff are. We hold the Cashmere Gate, the C&hul and Moree 
Gates, Skinner's house, arid the College; and I hope the whole 
city will be ours before night* for tho wretches have run away 
in great numbers. 

May God watch over md protect you and the dear children, 
is my constant prayer. 

(Diary) 1 4 th September*—Up at 3 jlm,* and soon alter go 
down to Ludlow Castle with the General and party. Such 
noise and confusion l Tho storming parties in three columns 
and a reserve column. Anxious time waiting for the assault ; 
it was rather late, coming off an hour alter daybreak, I 
should think quite successful, hut groat loss on our side; 
few of the enemy killed, apparently. The Water Bastion a 
terrible smash.

I lifted brought no writing materia la from camp 
with me, and am indebted to Miioey £or thia sheet ol paper 
and a pem 

I da™ say it will be two or three days yet before we ate in full 
possession of the city and Palace, but I believe the intention is to 
use our artillery to clear away the scoundrel that are still in the 
city, and there will ba no mow storming like yesterday, and such 
dreadful loss of life, 1 suppose our Joss could not be less than 
sue or seven hundred killed and wounded. .Amongst the formers 
l am sorry to say, there are six officers whose names I have heard: 
Tandy of the Engineers (no Artillery oUkew klllud or wounded 
except Tombs—a slight contusion); Poster* Carabineers ; Murray, 

4 2nd Native Infantry, with Guides ; Bradshaw, Her Majesty's 2>2nd ; 
M 4 Barnelt, KSth, with 1st Fusiliers; and Fit^crald, Her Majesty 1 * 
75th. Of the officers wounded, I have heani tho names of 
Greathcdp Engineer*, aim broken, but will be saved; Brigadier 
Nicholson, dangerously, it is feared; Raid, Sinnoor Battalion, 
severely but not dangerously ; Jacob and Greville, 1st Fudliera, 
very severely; Nicholson* junior, lost his arm. There are a good 
many more, but nobody, I think, that you know or have heard of. 
Waters* of the Hides, also is wounded* 

I have not yet told you how- it was that we didn’t get posses 
sion of the wholes of the city yesterday, m it was expected and 
intended we should have done. It was all owing to that wretched 
Cashmere contingent, which formed a jwirt of Kfdd’a column, which 
was to have cleared out the suburbs of Klsscngunge and then have 
entered the city by the Lahore Gate. The contingent ran off im- 
mediately the eeemy J s guns opened on them, abandoning three 
of their own guns. Kohl was wounded, and tho column was 
obliged to return to Hindoo Bao p * without effecting their object; 
and the consequence was that our columns in the CLty were 
obliged to pull up in the positions we now hold. Alb however, 
is going on satisfactorily now. Wo are bringing on Jots of guns 
and mortars, and this in the course of two or throe daya will clear 
the place very effectually and without loss to us. 

Several Natives tsf the city—men, women, and children'—have 
come in to pray for quarter, which has been given them* Lbey 
being turned out of the city ; but Sepoys who have come in to give 
themselves up hove been told they cannot he received# £ fancy, 
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however that this will be altered in future, and that unwmlitional 
surrender will be permitted. Many of the mutineers left the city 
last night, principally cavalry* going towards Kewaree, apparently. 

An ayah came in just now to say Hint than AW two children 
of Mr Slmmor's concealed in the city t aho two ladies, Mrs Ord 
and Mrs Olivia - as far m we could make out* nil the men, she 
said, were killed. 

I have just hoard that Robert Pemberton, Engineers, was 
wounded yesterday, but very slightly —a flesh wound in the arm— 
and ho is about his duty agnin to-dny. Colonel Gaiuphelb Her 
Majesty's fiSnd, was also wounded yesterday in the wrist 

Such a packet of English letters came yesterday 1 I enclose one 
or two, end you ahcU have the rest tcMHQjm;w; I haven't time 
to send them to-day, Brind was here just now, nnd asked mo 
to mci lilc.hi him as being quite well ; if you see his sister-in-law, 
tell bet he « going into battery, and would not have time 
to write. George II all, too, was in with us yesterday evening, 
and flaked mo to any he was well, and probably wouldn't be able 
to write to-day, as be was on duty, but no chant b of his being 
actively employed. Mns Grflathed s husband is quite safe, and 
bo is Major Brooke, though ho was reported wounded at first, 
Burnside, too, was over here a little while ago,, looking very well, 

I must now say good-bye ; it is 2.30 F.lL, and everything going 
on well Lota of people coming to give themselves up p and they 
my that there arc very few Sepoys now left in Delhi. 

(Diary) I bth September* — Deal of firing last night, but we all 
got a good sleep. Must have had seven or eight hundred casualties 
yesterday. At home at Skinner's all day, writing and (sleeping, 
Rather hot Hard at work making a breach in the magazine, 
and in the evening reported practicable* and storm to be in the 
morning, Nothing done further towards the city ; much less firing 
from the enemy to-day.

I rode up to our camp tills morning* and there had the happi¬ 
ness to receive your letter of the 13th. All haa gone on well 
since I wrote to you yesterday, and I was able to take up to 
camp the pleasing intelligence of our being in quiet possession of 
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the magazine, which was stormed soon after daybreak, and carried 
with scarcely any resistance on the part of the enemy, who ran 
off at onto oil hearing the shout of our men ns they entered the 
breach. Our whole loss was three wen wounded; and the 
mutineers had soma fifty killed. In the magazine were found 
about one hundred and twenty guns and mortars* with loEs of shot 
and shell; and several mortars* which had been placed hi position 
to fire at us* Imve now been turned round to play upon the 
Palace and Selimgurh. Other batteries arc ready, too, for this 
purpose, and I shall not be surprised if to-morrow wu find both 
Palaca and Fort evacuated. From the former they are unable to 
fire £iins* nothing but muskets; and the fire from the latter hi 
very slack, not above three or four shots an hour. 

Yon remember the great high red walls surrounding the Palace; 
if they do not evacuate it scow there will he a breaching battery 
to knock them down, and their extreme height will ruther bo an 
advantage to us. Twenty-four hours' battering will* it » 3 supposed,, 
bring them entirely down. Our other posts are being gradually 
advanced towards the Chandnee Chouk* and I believe we have 
now crept up quietly to the lino of the canal; but all is being done 
very carefully, with guns and mortars as much as possible, m ae 
to avoid risking the lives of our soldiers when it can possibly be 
avoided. 

While I write this, a report has just come in of the suburbs, 
called the Telewara and Kis^engunge, having been evacuated by 
the enemy. This was the party that thrashed the Cash men* 
contingent on Mombiy, and iheir retaining their position there 
since then has caused -some little anxiety to our tump. They 
have now, however, gone off, leaving live of their guns* which 
bullocks have been sent to bring away. Norman has just returned 
from the place* and he says they had entrenched themselves very 
strongly* m it is a very good tiling they have taken themselves 
oSf without its being necessary to turn them out. The supposition 
is that all are going away towards iheir honies, We have several 
guns now bearing on the bridge of boats, f- « tlmt all crowing the 
river must do so lower dou r n; and this. they wdlJ be able to do, 
m they have plenty of boats, but I doubt iheir getting much 
heavy luggage or gune over. 

It is very unfortunate Brigadier Nicholson lieing wounded, ns 
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there will bo great difficult now in fixing upon a proper man to 
take command of the Movable Column that is to go in pursuit of 
the mutineers. I should not wonder if Greathed were appointed, 
and I think he would be the beat man available. How proud poor 
Mrs Greathcd would bo I Brigadier Nicholson xa in a dangerous 
state, but I trust, with the a^iatence of Msekmnon and Macta&r, 
he may recover; his death wonld be a serious public loss, 

I breakfasted up in campt and then drove down with Arthur 
Bceher in bia buggy; he ia bo delighted with our mi dene* that 
he talks of coming down and joining u^. It would by much more 
jolly for him, I dare any. though not quite bo comfortable, for we 
are all—nearly twenty, I think—in one Large, open veranda. There 
arc lots of rooms, but filthily dirty, aiul we have had only two 
or three partially cleared out, to flit and write and mesa in; but 
the veranda is the grand place of assembly, md where all our 
beds are. Arthur Bechcr tells me he has sent up daily a tdc* 
graphic message to Mm Bother, to my that all out party were 
well. I could not well send one myself without going up to 
camp l and indeed you would not receive tho intelligence of ns a 
bit sooner than you now do from Mrs Arthur, who, of course, 
writes and tells you end Mrs Norman immediately' she gets the 
message. 

I was in hopes of being able to toll you that a day had been 
fixer! for my leaving here for Simla. Wq had fixed before, I think, 
on the 20th, but I fear it will hardly bo so early ue this, m I 
cannot leave until wo are well in possession of city, Palace, and 
everything, and until matters arc a little settled down, 1 hope, 
however, this will not be long after the 20lh, but you shall hear 
immediately I can settle the day, and I shall not be long on the 
way up. 

I succeeded yesterday in picking up a couple of those pretty 
spotted goats for you—plunder, of course. An Afghan chief made 
me a present of them. I have also got a Sepoy's medal (Ram pc- 
aaud Sing, 15th Native Infantry), and one or two other trifling 
articles. I send enclosed two pieces of ribbon, the Jelfllabftd one, 
and the other (the blue) Mooltan* I think. 

There is very good news from Agra of the Sth; the mutineers 
from Gwalior,, the Indore portion of them, still at the Chnmbal, 
and all right at Cawnpore nnd Lucknow by the latest accounts- 
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Mr Colvin had died of dysentery; poor limn* Lb did not shine 
during our late troubles \ 

There was a letter (tom Hanst this morning with good new* 
The rebels had been thrashed by Van Corllandt'a lores near Ihnsi* 
and the village of Jumalpore, where they had assembled in great 
force* was burnt by our people. 

That Glory about Aden having been taken by the Sepoys must 
be false.

(Zhary) 16CA September *—Up at daybreak^ but juet too late to 
Eee the muLganno stormed ; but our attack, was quite successful, 
and wq had only three men wounded.

Tliis evening,, I suppose, we shall get letters from you to say 
that you had heard of our successful entry into Delhi; but I 
dune say you will still be anxious till you hear of our being inside 
the Palace, and that all the mutineers have been destroyed or 
driven away. Matters are fast progressing to wank this each and 
we are now shelling away both Palace and Fort without their 
making any return whatever. They are said to have only seven 
artHlery'inen in the Fort, end these had run away, and were brought 
hack by the King 1 ! order; and early this morning two or three 
shots were tired! but tliis soon ceased. In the Palace it is ns 
ported that they have one regiment of infantry and the King + s 
own bodyguard. I dnn J t envy thorn their present position* for 
the shells mu.sk penetrate everywhere in the course of a few 
hours. While this is going on, our troops are gradually taking 
possession of other pnrla of the city ; and this morning we estab¬ 
lished a poet in the Punk without any loss, and this gives us 
command of part of the Chamlnea Chunk; and in this way, I 
fancy p we shall go on, gradmiUy occupying the different parts of 
the citjj and dri ving the enem y out of any place they tq ay attempt 
to dsfendj by using our gun* and mortara instead of risking tho 
lives of our men unless absolutely necessary. 

Hodsoa'a Intelligence Deportment says that such mutineers as 
there are intend returning towards Muttra, and that there are 
only a very few now remaining, who sito to occupy our attention 
as much as they can, to allow of their baggage, which they have 
sent off, getting ahead, in cose we should pursue them. Theie is 
no doubt of the Sepoys making o£f p as some have been caught by 
our guard coming out of the Cashmere Gate disguised as women.

What a very stupid telegraphic message to fiend up E No 
wonder you were all anjrious at Simla, it was really enough to 
make you so; but you would soon have been relieved by the 
receipt of Arthur Becker** message to his wife, and then by 
getting my scrimmaging letter written on the 14th. Mr* Brooke 
was quite right when aha said there was no danger for the 
staff: there certainly waa very little on the day of the assault* 
and I don't see why there should be any at all now, if people 
will only keep in their proper places, which [ intend to do, so 
yon must not be under any apprehension for mo; and God grant 
that I may soon be able to come up to sec you and the dear 
little boys at Simla, Mrs Brooke, however, was quite wrong in her 
story about tbs heavy loss that had been sustained in the heavy 
breaching battery* and her friend, in stating that fifty mm had 
been killed, must have meant in all the batteries from the day that 
onr heavy guns first came into position; and I behave this was 
about the number, for Major Scott, who commanded the Custom 
Hoiw battery, told us that poor Fagan and two men killed Wi>ro 
the only casualty* he had—and Fagan 3 * death, as I told you, was 
entirely owing to hi* own fault.

OUR LOSSES J>L*EfNG THE ASSAULT 
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You muet not believe nil the exaggerated stories you hear, 
I forget ■whether it is since 1 wrote to you yesterday that we 
took possession of the Bank* which we now hold, and thus com¬ 
mand part of the Chandnee Chouk, of which Mb Brooke has 
heard such a dreadful account; we have heard nothing here 
of the enemy having guns in nor do I hetieve it to he the 
cose. I am afraid Mrs Brooke will have a dreadful story to tell 
when tdie hears that we tried to take the Lahore Gate thi-$ 
morning, and failed* having one officer, Lieutenant Briscoe (Hat 
M ajesty'ft T6th), and five men killed, and ten men wounded. It 
waa a stupid business altogether,, atid ae Groathed led the attack 
it ought to have been successful, but the men were seizes! with 
some strange panic and hesitated just at tbs lime they ought 
to have mehed on, and hence the failure. I hope it will have 
this good effect* that the General will in future employ bis 
Artillery a little more before allowing any attack to be made; 
if this is done, 1 trust there will be no more faitutm 

The Palace was dreadfully shelled nil last night, and they were 
today to fix upon a spot for a breaching battery* which I dare 
say will be ready bj tomorrow morning. Last, night we had a 
welcome addition to our force of four hundred Sikh sappers* who 
have shown themselves most useful 

I dare say you will have seen the casualty list of the 14th, Our 
]<m was even heavier than I suppo^d* amounting to eight officers 
and one hundred and sixty-two European privates killed, ten 
missing, and fifty-two officers and five hundred and ten men, 
Europeans, wounded s making altogether eleven hundred and fifty- 
five casualties ; but many of the officers are slightly wounded and 
are already going about—young Anson, for instance, and Fomber- 
kOf and others—and no doubt many of the men are slightly 
wounded, but still the list is ft very long one. To make up in 
some measure for this* I may mention that we took one hundred 
and fifty-five guna the other day in the magazine, and fifty-one 
on the 14th, making altogether two hundred and six guns taken 
from the enemy within the lost four days. The wretches can 1 ! 
have many more left Dow} but their greatest want must be 
ammunition for their guns, as they could hardly have taken 
much Dut of the magazine. There are laige piles of shot and 
iball there, which are a treasure to us* as all had to come from 
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THE PALACE ST/LL BEING SHELLED .

Delhi, Saturday, I$rA September. 

I was io glad to find by the receipt of your letter* No. 115 
of the 16th, that you had hoard through Colonel Bechet of our 
all being well on the afternoon of the 14th. It is pad to think 
that our letters are* so long on the toad* but there is no helping 
this* end you must be content to know that all k progressing 
most favourably* end that there fa every prospect of our 
getting possession of the Pelace and the rest of the city in a 
very short time, without any further loss of life. Tft o have 
made considerable progress since yesterday in the direction of 
the Fhloce* and are now within three or four hundred yards 
of it; whether it will be necessary to breech the walls seems 
doubtful, but preparations are being made for the batteries in 
case it is. The impression fa that both the Palace and SeUmgurh. 
arc abandoned, not a gun having been fired from either all to-day* 
and no muskets cither from the Palace walls* though our men, 
many of them* have been close up. I dare say we shall hear in 
the course of the day whether the Palace is empty or not. The 
report is that the King nnd all his family have gone out to 
Nirainoodeen's Tomb—you remember the place that we went with 
the Goughs to see! There fa a large «™ there, and lota of 
room to accommodate a vary large party. 

Our cavalry all went out this morning to reconnoitre, and they 
bring Ktck word that the Bareilly mutineers* who had their camp 
outside the city near the Delhi Gate* had left their camp standing 
and fled towards Muttra; and there seems no doubt that what 
Sepoys are loft are gradually disappearing, and parties of tens 
and twenties were seen this morning going over the bridge of 
boats, at which we have not teen firing to-day* for what reason 
I know not* but perhaps to allow of the scoundrels clearing off

as they don't remain here; they will have very little dunce 
afterwards, wherever they may bcu 

I told you yesterday of the news from Cawnpore, which was 
all eontrmed by another Letter received this morning, giving 
a very satisfactory account of affairs at Lucknow; and tomorrow 
waa the day fixed upon for our troops to arrive there. God grant 
that it may be bo, and that the gallant little garrison may be pre¬ 
served That effected, and the whole of Delhi in our possession, 
oil the reat will be an easy business os far os fighting is con¬ 
cerned ; there is nowhere for the rebels to make any serious stand 
against us again. Wilson, the Deputy Judgc^Advocafec General, 
got a letter yesterday from Ghszecpore* dated the 1 3th August, 
and all was well there then, and the stud had been preserved. 
I mention this p as 1 see by a paragraph in a Calcutta paper 
that they Itod heard there that all the horses had been taken away 
by the rebels* 

I had intended to go up to camp again this morning, but it 
came on to rain, and I was glad I stayed* as we ore getting much 
more comfortable than wo wore, half the officers here having 
gone away to another house, and I am euro there is no necessity 
for any of us being crowded as we wore, for there arc lots of 
spare houses. The one whore the Rides arc is one of the best 
houses I have seen in India, and the very largest; the whole 
of the regiment is there, officers and men, and there arc dozens 
of rooms still unoccupied. The house is beautifully furnished — 
chandelier^ large mirrors* couches* && Most of the mirrore were 
smashed by our troops, the Sikhs, I believe, when we first came 
in ; it was a great pity* but there is no preventing the men 
committing all kinds of devastation. I was amused when I went 
over to the house (it belongs to a Kative noble, Ahmed Alice 
Khan) to see most of the men of the Rides lying on nice

I have just been all over the 
Palace; which is now occupied by us in large force, I wont in 
first with George Hall, and there was an alarm of the enemy having 
returned and attached the Delhi Gate, It was a small party of 
about twenty mutineers, who probably went, not knowing we were 
in pc^sae&sioii; they wounded three of our men* and we come 
back to tell the General, and ho sent mo with such owlore os he 
considered necessary to the officer commanding, Colonel Jonas of 
the Elites. All now is right and quiet everywhere and through' 
out the city, and all are as happy as possible. 

I send you a small map of the city* which will give you an 
idea of our i^ition when we font came in, and up to yesterday. 
List night we took the Burn Bastion, and then the Lahore Gate* 
and after that all the other gates were abandoned; and we have 
not had a single man killed—only those three men in tho 
place wounded.

But it Is so spread in its 
consequences just now, and your means of punishing it arts at 
present bo scanty* I dreed to think that its murderous course will 
be unchecked until the troops now on the way shall be fairly 
up the country and falling foul of the roseola Unless there is 
a break up amongst them* meantime* with your limited mcans^ 
you can scarcely get posseisiqn of Delhi and put down the mtnibera 
elsewhere. 

[ know not what you will all think in India of the exertions 
made to get up a Fund for the sufferera from this Mutiny, hut it 
is wonderful the present excitement anti sympathy in England. 
Even those who have no friends in India are deeply anxious for 
news from it. The Mutiny is ths subject of Malversation and 
intense interest with every one f the atrocities committed have 
roused the general feeling in Europe, and India was never so 
much thought of as at this moment of suspenflU, All sure eiger 
for tha mails, and nil brenthing vengeance on the cruel murderers 
of women and childram

My DEAfi H.,—This mail will bring you excellent tidings of 
the progress of affairs in Indio; and my own belief* and that 
indeed of all I have spoken to^ u that this country, and 
especially Simla* will for tho future be safer than it has ever 
been. My future movements are awaiting the orders of our 
new Commander-in-Chicf, Sir Colin Campbell, and wa know 
nothing at present of his movements or intentions* It is 
generally believed* however* that he will eomo up country, 
and that we (that lB t Colonel Arthur Becher, who b up here, 
and myself, ud other Staff officers) will join him probably at 
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when ho will iijnrcli up to Umballa or Meemt riml 
make one Of other hie headquarters* or perhaps ho may tome up 
to Simla; and* notwithstanding the clamour made apparently at 
home about the Commas id or-imChief rediding at Simla, I really 
don't know that there is a single good reason against it, and 
certainly there are many in iu favour— the teal objection 1 
believe to he that the Commander-in-chief ought not to he 
living in a good climate when so many of the troops ere living 
in a hod one. Whatever may be done about the Commander- 
in-Chief making the bills bis residency I trust that as many 
European troops ns possible will be located in tlie hiihs Had 
it not been for the three European regiments that wont down 
from tbe adjacent bill stations in the highest state of health* 
we .should never have taken Delhi ; braced up as they were by 
the invigorating hiH climate, they stood the hot weather and 
mine much bettor than the Sth* 53nd, and til at, who had had 
no such advantage* and whose enfeebled constitutions were In 
many in standee unable to bear up against the terrible wear and 
tear of the Ufa in camp in the hot weather and rasiia. 

You may imagine how delighted I was to get up hero again* 
and after Delhi was altogether in our possession— l III- wretched 
dd King, too, whom I saw when ho wa& first brought in —1 
lost no time in getting away. You will see whut has been 
going on there since I loft by reference to the public papers ; 
and so well have matters been progressing o f late, that unless 
Sir Colin Campbell hurries up there will not be much left for 
either him or the troops now arriving to do, except to fix upon 
the proper places for locating them bo lib to keep the country 
quiet. 

The Gwalior mutineers* those in KoMIkund and in Dude, are 
the only bodies now remaining of any importance. Penny talks 
of going into Rohilkimd and settling matters there ; and Greathed's 
Column* which was marching on Hkfew and Agra by the last 
accounts, having relieved AUygtmr and sent the enemy flying in 
all directions* will probably be strong enough for the Gwalior 
scoundrels— but you will have later information from the papers 
than I am able to give you. I saw yesterday the lait accounts 
hitherto received from both Showers 1 ami Gmiihed’g Column*, 
and nothing could be more satisfactory than the progress they 
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are now malting. It is only to bo regretted that one Column at 
kart was not sent off earlier after the assault, and the Bareilly 
mutineers might have boon prevented from crossing into Koliil- 
kimd, which it is now feared they have done ; but 'W ilson, though 
ho took Delhi, is not quite a Sir Charles Knpier. What would 
not such u man have been worth during the late crisis i

My leak Keith, — V our long and welcome letter from before 
Delhi, of 36th AtjgiiBt, was received here three days ago. 

You seem to think that the impatient desire lo get hold of 
Delhi was overruling, in England, all other considerations; but you 
may rely on it* every one whose opinion is worth having fully 
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understood the mk anti difficulty, and were rather wishing 
that you should hold back till fully assured of your suk^s 
— though your possession of it would cause intenw delight. For 
some weeks aU here were /taring that the assault might be 
attempted with too few Europeans and others At your command, 
and were dreading what might happen when you got inside. If 
you could get at the rua*^ of English newspapers, you would 
observe how eager they nil arc to praise rather than abuse; in 
fact, the National honour at this crisis ia too much at stake to 
publish any abusive comments on our brave troops that sundry 
foreign papers would catch at, and do their best to crow at our 
misfortunes. 

If Wilson, in September, can manage to get possession, and 
there is no failure in carrying out tho operation, his future will 
be made, and he may rely on every voice crying out for hia high 
advancement. Moat anxiously shall we look out, now that it 
Is believed you have shout ten thousand men of all descriptions 
with you, for the anticipated attempt; but if good reason be shown, 
"Wilson need not fear that public Opinion will not be on hi* aide 
though ho withholds the attempt for days to come. But we do 
hope that when made it will be a glorious assault, to keep up 
the good name which at this moment the whole of Europe j* 
liberally giving to our Indian Army for its splendid resistance of 
the mutineer* while almost unassisted, And before the reinforce 
meats were with you. 

You may judge of this feeling from the success of our Belief 
Fund; its rapid increase of amount is entirely owing to the interna* 
feeling of sympathy which has arisen on your behalf from all 
classes of society in Great Britain. The splendid defence of 
different places and the frequent exhibition of manliness and 
bravery are dwelt on here with pride; and oven the French and 
other nations are admit ting how much these instances uphold 
our honour and redeem all tho blunders and mishaps of tho 
Mutiny. 

If you could m e tho Timet daily you would wonder at the 
letters from India it so eagerly publishes ; half its columns arc now 
given la Indian matter*—but tho Time* would not seek after 
them if it did nut know the tmiverbal devouring of their contents 
by Its readers.

Since I commenced this I hove heard that Germid 3 who com¬ 
mand* the Column, that has gone in the direction of Kamaul* 
has fallen in with the mutineers and defeated them, capturing 
8 lx of their guns, our loss being nl>uLJt seventy killed nnd wounded, 
and, amongst the former, 1 am sorry to say Gemni himself,

that Sir Colin Camplsell has advanced to the relief of Havelock, 
There must be a sufficiency of troops available now with Hope

Lucknow.

The Belief Fund has reached £38,000, and still going on 
increasing; but my Honorary Secretaryship is giving me more 
work than I bargained for—Committees daily.

I mentioned to you that all the Hcod-Quarfceiw 1 -Staff hod been 
ordered to join Sir Colin Campbell, and we are to march with a

h&s the intended march of the Column been postponed The day 
now fixed for its moving is the 10th of this month, and I fancy 
it is pretty certain to go about that date, unless «>me unexpected 
troubles ajjain occur in the vicinity of Delhi; hut now that the 
JoudhjKUv mutineers have been dispersed, I do not think them 
ia much likelihood of any further rebels moving in the direction 
of Delhi. The Column going to Cawnpora is to escort carriage 
and camp followers, of which the troops there are much in want 
The King remains at Delhi for the present, and what his fate is 
to be wo know not. I hear from Harriott (my deputy at Meerut) 
that ho was going ovar that evening to conduct Ms trial, ordered 
by Government There is no doubt of the old brute** life having 
been guaranteed to him by Hodson, to whom he gave himself up, 
for I was in the Palace when the King was brought in a prisoner, 
and Hodson himself told me of bis having promises! him hie life— 
but under what authority this was done 1 I know not I have not 
myself seen any of the papers on the subject, hut I understand 
there am lots forthcoming to prove that the King took an active 
port in the rebellion, and, worse than all, lie gave his approval to 
the Jharnd massacre. Government at one time ordered hint to 
be sent to Calcutta, but this, General Penny said, it was impossible 
to do with the force at present at his disposal ; perhaps if the old 
wretch ia sent to the Cape do Yerds, Ascension, or some of these 
places, the effect will be quite as good m hanging him.* 

I must refer you to the papers for all the news about the 
progress made in disposing of the mutineers, Wo have only nows 
from Cawnpore to the 20th of last month, and so far matters had 
proceeded very satisfactorily, and the loss of life on our side was 
not greater than might have been antic!pated. 

There was a talk, I heard yesterday, of oar retiring from 
Lucknow for the present; in my opinion it would be a fatal 
mistake, end the effect would be very bad all over India. It 
ia a thousand pities wo ever took Chide, but we mu*# keep it 
now at all hazards. 

Severely cold weather here, end a heavy fall of snow last week, 
the first I have soon for many years. We (the Babas and 1) had 
a gentle game of snowballing.

Mt lie Alt Keith YonNfl,—Mr Frore Itjtg sent ma the qnclosed 
pamphlet * for transmission to you; my being up bens instead of at 
Lahore, oa he supposed, bias somewhat, delayed it, but I trust it will 
leach you in good time, I have read it with great interest, and 
although I think Brigadier Jacob somewhat ultra in his opinions, 
and consider some of them na impracticable, yet jt contains much 
that I quite agree with, oven to supplying the Civil Service entirely 
from, the Army, n measure which I have long advocated myself, 
although I think ho hoe been injudicious in making the sugges¬ 
tion here, seeing that the question ia a aepamte one, and that for 
the present the reorganisation of the army is the great point in 
which the strength and energies of all should be concentrated. 
The conviction that ®ll posts connected with Kftltve regiments must 
in future be filled by selected officers, and bo in fact Staff appoint¬ 
ments, so that a man who secures one of these shall regard it as. 
tho fulfilment of his aims, and not, m at present, be longing to get 
away from his corps, appears to be now becoming very general; and 
1 for one very sincerely hope that this principle will be adopted 
It is not, however, for a moment to be supposed that Govern¬ 
ment can consent to a large proportion of officers remaining 
unemployed and this portion of Brigadier Jacob's scheme appeals 
to me altogether crude. 

Another scheme, however, which I heard Sir John Lawrence 
broach many months ago, and which I haTe since seen suggested 
in one of the Home papera, appears to me to attain, the same 
object, without being open to animadversion—namely, that our 
European regiments, of which we must ever have a large number 
in future, he mode the magazine, so to speak, from which to select 
officers for Native corps, the number assigned to each of the latter 
being but four or five as in Irregular corps at present, and that the 
places of the officers so selected shall be immediately filled up 
in the European corps, the transfer to the Native branch being 
regarded m permanent when once effected.

ESCAPE OF SIR TMEOPHXLUS METCALFE 

The loliowLng account of Sir TheophUus Metcalfe's escape was nar¬ 
rated by Lieutenant Wilberforce, of the fiSnd Light Infantry : 

'$U Theopbllns Metcalfe Accompanied our regiment to show us the 
Iwst way through the city on the day of the attack on Delhi. Twice

—do search it: but I If tall yon what yon will find—a great red devil 
in there. He lives up at the end of the cava. Yon won** be able to 
hinsp because the cave turns at tbe end, and the devil always standi 
just roond the turn; he has got a groat, long knife in hii band, mod 
the moment your head appears round the corner he will slice it nlT, and 
then be will pull the body ilk to him und cat it.

The nmlineen were at that ti me within 
sixteen miles of Nagode; and when I found they had readied SiogpoTe* 
only miles from us p I determined on moving out of the Station, it 
being entirely a fatoc fKrtitlOQ. Yen must understand that tha liamln 
Road leads right into the city, and had the mutineers get pottrtaion 
of the city our retreat would hav& been entirely cat off; I therefore 
moved fmto the west to the east aide of ifc, creasing a email river which 
runs right under the city wall. On receiving pm*Aa information from Mr 
Colesi the Superintendent of East, Nagodej at & p,h, that the Insurgents 
were at Singporc and making arrangements to march that night on iis, 
[ went into the lines and turned the men out, sending orders to the 
officers to join ms there ; they did jhj In about Italf-an-lienr, and when 
the men were in open column of comp«nlas I resolved on spiking two 
^pcasden, left at Nagode by the Madnu* Regiment without gunners or 
Anillety. This waa a difficult matter, but neew^ry. I had arranged 
with the Quartcrsna^ter-Sergeant, who came from the Artillery t to have 
everything ready* and to keep the two piekapikes always in his pocket. 
I withdrew the guard and made them fall in with their companies,, and 
sent the Sergean t to do the needful. 1 heard the ring on the metal an 
the Sergeant drove down the apikea ; and when 1 *aw him coming 
hack I scat die Adjutant to the right bell of arm* and Matthews 
to tbfl left, ordered thetn Ifl smash all the arms—nearly five hundred 
mu^keta—and when they reported this nice work accomplished, shoul¬ 
dered, ami gave the order a Quick march 1' and 1 ran safely assure you 
I never saw the men ntep off more steadily in my life-. Every man 
in tho Tanks musl have heard the crack of the Stocks of the muaketfl?

Hnvildar Major that he feared matters were vety bail ; and sure 
enough they were rwa Tho leading company advance guard was the 
Grenadiers which I sent there, knowing that I hod many bod men 
amongst the company; the next, or rather my wont company, was 
the right. I therefore marched left in front, and having pawed over 
the river, continued the inarch for some two hundred yards, when the 
Grenadiers came to a halt and Nit down; Lite officer came back and 
reported that the men would not advance. I went up and tried to 
get them on, hut not an inch would they g&j so after remaining in 
thLt fix for about hall-an-hour, they rose iu a Mjf, went Uj tLe rights 
about, and returned to cantOumcnta. 
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l had all power over them, we made our way toward

24th marched nn that night to IluneBouna, a large loid-Wgalow, 
twenty mites—received a letter there eiprta from Mr Tucker the 
magistrate* who did not know the strength of my party* informing rue 
that the mu tine™ {5th Irregular Ckrafry), who had thi&shed lint Lray a 
Sikhs, were to be at Loll-gunge on the Stith. 

This said Zjolbgunge wa* my read to MJraAjierc, and twenty-se^eu 
mites from Hanninna, and recommended iny pausing for a few day a to 
admit of the Jrreguloia passing on to Banda. Well* on the receipt of 
thin letter, I s*si>mbled the Native officer* in camp and pointed nut to 
the men if they were really loyal, and wished to prove it, How waa 
their chance, giving them the sulj&tance of the letter. One antf all 
depressed the prettiest desire tv be ted against ZA* Irregular*, I Ordered 
the cartridges to be drawn and their muskets cleaned, which waa 
immediately done; nnd t tnarched that night at B r.M. (the 25th 
Beptemlterh and arrived, ftt Loll gunge, after a most fatiguing Trinrcli of 
twenty-suvCn miles, at 9 A.M.*and found to our disgust that i t W O* 
a false alarm—the Cavalry had net even been heard of. I would have 
given the only jurir of shoe* I had in the world—and tho*e were nn my 
feet—to have had a brash between my men am! the Irregular*, and feel 
convinced we should bare given the rascal* a regular pounding ; it wo* 
not to W — enough, I matched the next morning nine mile*, and 
wrote into Mirvaporu for permiasion 10 enter the Station, and, to my 
horror, wna told that I was to he disarmed on arrival; to save w hich 
I marched the next morning and closed the river at Nargliat* where I 
sent my whole party away nn general leave for three month?, sent my 
arms. Ammunition* into the Arsen at. and reported the Mime to 
Him Excellency. 

Nearly all ui the men have rejoin ed< and arc anxious tn behave liko 
true men—perform any duty they may be called on to do. Curious to 
pay, I have had u guard at Mirzapore—1st and 12th—the men behaving 
like trump", ami doing good service on three or Jour occasions with iho 
Civilian* and another guard—1st and Bth—at All a hab ad, ail of wbrn 
have done their duty well, I have written twice to the Fort Adjutant 
requesting a statement of the duty performed by these men* but can 
get no reply* which Is most annoying, an [ am only waiting for it to 
bend in roll* to the Adjutant-General of all my men, and also of some 
of them that I can strongly recommend out of thia general leave batch. 
I had pot dawn three attempt* tn kick up a raw, and feel convinced, 
even against that traitor Lcwloll* I could have preserved the old corps 
had L r Sing and the mat in cans from Dinapom not come down on me. 
Against their nnmkre nnd the disaffected rascals in my own ranks, I 
had no chance t I did my bm, and could da no mere. 

To add to my difEcnltie*, F refnned to do Adjutants duty ns he 
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heard I but ail fel4LlF allow ahcca ccujsod on the mutiny of u regiment;

It is gencrallj' Bdppcsed that Mangnl Tandy, the Sepoy of the Mtli 
Regiment, being tb* jterf mao in ih a firti regiment to mutiny, there¬ 
fore gave Ilia name to all the Sepoys who afterwards mutinied. How- 
ever, in Colonel Keith Young 1 ! Diary of January l®30, an interesting 
cLiziuimt is given of a mutiny that occurred in a regiment to which 
he was for a abort time attached. This mutiny was soon hiippreseil, 
the ringleader being eentcueod to twelve months" impnsonmenh Hts 
name wna Xtndn Pantitf. The name of the Jemadar of the .3-lih Native 
Infantry who forbade hi* men to aid their officers when Mnngul Tandy 
mutinied wjlh nko Fimdtf— Soiree Tandy- Was Paody h therefore, a 
common surname among the Native soldiers, and far this reason chosen 
as a name by which to distinguish all Sepoy* I

LORD LAKE AND DELHL 

In IBttf, after taking the strong fort of Allyghur, Lord Lake. advanced 
on DelhL He encountered the enemy— the French, and Native Lroopa 
under Sindhia—about sii milen from the city, and after a prolonged and 
htiitaborn fight, was victorious with a loss of about Four hundred hilled 
ami wounded, The enemy is estimated to Jlto-u lent Hires thousand. 
Lord Lake thpn Entered Delhi* where he waft greeted as a deliverer 
by the inhabitants, and took undisputed possession of the city. The 
Mogul Eiapcror t Shnh Atom, was treated with every respect It wn* 
Ids sum, Babadoor Shah, who was destined in lie tlie last to eit upon 
the throne.
